Lansing City Council Rules 
(Proposed revisions for 2003) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council. Regular meetings of Council, unless 
‘otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council. Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 


adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 
Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President. 


Rule 4. Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note-Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.8. 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 
Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 


to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory committee. Each standing committee of City Council 
shall consist of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his 
or her discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory 
committees. 


Rule 6, Recognition. (Repealed) 
Editor's note--Rule 6 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 


June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.A. 


Rule 7. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 
responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff 
operations to the Vice President 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 8, Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 
meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk, The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council 


Rule 10. Preparation of Agenda, The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 
agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate 


Rule 14. Items Upon Agenda; Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 


accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. — Individual 
Councilmembers or 

committees may sponsor resolutions or ordinances (except 
initiatives and referendums presented by the citizenry) and place 
them on Council agendas 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS 


Rule 12. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCILMEMBERS 
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Rule 13. Speaking When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
‘or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule 14. Compulsory Vote; Conflict_of Interest. When a 
question is put to vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 
shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
Councilmember with the City Clerk within the appropriate time 
frame. In the event that a Councilmember is present at the Council 
meeting but not in the Council Chambers at the time a vote is 
taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk as a "no" vote 
unless the Councilmember has been excused by the Presiding 
Officer. 


Rule_15. Important_Items- Vote Requested. Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 
which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rule 16. Generally. The order of business of the City Council shall 
be on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of 
business for Council meetings shall be as follows 


1) Rall call; 
2) Invocation and Pledge of Allegiance; 
3) Reading and approval of printed Council proceedings 
4) Consideration of late items 
5) Tabled items, if any. (Tabled items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate) 
6) Special ceremonies and announcements of city events (from 
councilmembers, mayor or city clerk) 
7) Public and mayor comment on scheduled public hearings and 
legislative or city matters 
a) Scheduled public hearings (three minutes per speaker for 
each hearing); 
b) Legislative or city matters (a total of three minutes per 
speaker; topics must be indicated on the sign-up sheet); 
8) Council consideration of legislative matters: 
a) Consent matters; 
b) Resolutions for action; 
c) _ Reports From Council Committees; 
d) Ordinances for introduction and setting of public hearing; 
e) Ordinances for passage 
f) _ Late items 
9)Reports from City Officers, or Boards and Commissions, 
communications, petitions, and other city-related matters. 
10) Motion of excused absence; 
11) Remarks by Councilmembers. 
12) Remarks by Mayor or Executive Assistant: 
13) Adjournment 


Rule 17. Standing Committees — The standing committees of 
Council and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering 
development goals, policies, services and overall direction; reviews 
all matters having to do with land use, including zoning, plats and 
historical designations; reviews proposed modifications to the 
Master Plan; reviews acquisition and disposition of public property; 
and reviews changes to C.D.B.G. programming 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
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personnel matters and human services; reviews matters pertaining 
to the arts, cultural and community-wide activities, special events 
and leisure time programs; has general oversight of City 
government operations (except those more specifically covered by 
another standing committee); reviews and prepares amendments 
or revisions to Council Rules; and develops policies that would 
turn over routine matters to the Administration wherever possible 


INTERGOVERNMENTAL REL ATIONS. REPRESENTS COUNCIL 
IN OUTREACH EFFORTS TO IMPROVE WORKING 
RELATIONSHIPS WITH OTHER POLITICAL ENTITIES, WITH 
REGIONAL AGENCIES AND, INTERNALLY, WITH SUCH BODIES 
AS THE BOARD OF WATER AND LIGHT, THE HOUSING 
COMMISSION AND THE LANSING ENTERTAINMENT AND 
PUBLIC FACILITIES AUTHORITY. ITS PRIMARY CHARGE IS TO 
LEAD IN THE EXPLORATION OF INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
COOPERATION, TOWARD PROVISION OF NEEDED SERVICES 
IN THE BEST MANNER BY THE MOST APPROPRIATE 
JURISDICTION WITH THE LEAST DUPLICATION OF EFFORT, 
TO INCLUDE SPECIFIC EMPHASIS ON ACHIEVING A 
REGIONAL APPROACH TO VARIOUS ISSUES. 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to public 
safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency services, 
traffic environment and the building inspection program 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and 
parks and recreation needs and development and the Municipal 
parking system, including parking enforcement and policies 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the City's 
annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal 
Auditor, the City’s short-range and long-range financial condition, 
workforce needs for City operations and financial impact 
statements developed on proposed actions; and reviews and 
develops policy recommendations on City financial and budget 
matters 


Council personnel. This committee shall be comprised of four 
members and shall include the president, the vice-president, one 
at-large councilperson, and one ward councilperson. The vice- 
president shall serve as chair of the committee. 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following council staff matters 
recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any other 
personnel matter referred to it by the council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees 
functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year 


Rule 18 Duties of Committees: Quorum: Discharge _of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 
investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing 
committees, shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such 
times unless extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members present 


Acommittee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of twothirds of the Councilmembers at the 
Committee of the Whole or City Council meeting 
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No Council committee, ad-hoc or standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council committee, ad-hoc, standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure whenever applicable. Every committee, 
standing or ad-hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to 
speak on items designated for action by the committee. The 
Chairperson of each committee, standing or ad-hoc, shall be 
responsible for setting and enforcing the rules governing public 
comment at his or her committee. 


Rule 19. Rules of Decorum for Meetings Address by Persons 


2) Referral to the appropriate committee; 
3) Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, which 
hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than five days 
after notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin boards; 

4) Report on the ordinance in writing; and 

5) Final reading and passage. 


These five steps shall take place in not less than two regular 
meetings of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by 
the affirmative vote of six Councilmembers. 


Rule_21. Manner of Introduction: Form. Each ordinance 


The presiding officer shall conduct Council meetings in an orderly 
manner. Members of Council and others in attendance shall obey 
directions of the presiding officer. Citizens attending Council 
meetings may have up to three opportunities to address Council 
Speakers are requested to print their names and addresses on 
registration sheets to assist in the accuracy of the Council 
proceedings. Extensions of speaker time limits are permissible at 
the discretion of the Council. Opportunities to address Council are: 


1) Public hearings. Scheduled public hearings are held on specific 
legislative matters under consideration by Council. A three-minute 
time limit is imposed per speaker. 


2) Comment on legislative matters scheduled for action. Citizens 
may present facts and opinions on legislative matters (consent 
matters, resolutions and ordinances) listed on the Council agenda 
and on such late legislative matters as may be added to the 
agenda. Each speaker is limited to three minutes total on 
legislative matters 


3) Comment on communications, petitions, and other city related 
matters, including reports from Council Committees, City Officers, 
or Boards and Commissions. Citizens may speak on any City 
government related matter. Each speaker is limited to three 
minutes total. The presiding officer. may rule any speaker out of 
order for failing to speak on City government related matters 


The purpose of the City Council meeting is to discuss city business 
and not to deal with individual personalities. Consequently, during 
any city council meeting, the city council shall not permit a 
personallyabusive attack upon any person during debate or public 
discussion. Nothing herein is intended to limit or restrain negative, 
positive or neutral comment about the manner in which an 
individual employee, officer, official or councilmember carries out 
his or her duties in public office or employment 


Conduct contrary to the normal presentation of business during a 
council meeting which disturbs or interrupts the orderly process of 
the proceeding is a disturbance. No speaker shall make any 
slanderous or profane remark which disturbs, or disrupts or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of any council meeting, 


No person in the audience at a council meeting shall engage in 
disorderly conduct, including the utterance of threatening or 
abusive language, whistling or stomping of feet, or any other act 
which disturbs, disrupts, or otherwise impedes the orderly conduct 
of any council meeting or the presentation of any speaker. 


ORDINANCES 


Rule 20. Introduction: Consideration. Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business. All ordinances must be in writing 
and shall be approved as to form and section numbers by the City 
Attorney, 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall 
be’ 


1) Introduction, first reading by title; 


introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 
appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage. 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
Previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
‘or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading. No amendment shall be 
received for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 


recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment. 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule _26. Final Vote; Publication. On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor. 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City with notice of their passage. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule_27. Chairperson_of Committee. When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 
except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
most recent past President of Council shall preside. 


ee, The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise 
shall always be in order and shall be decided without debate 
Motions recommending action by Council shall take precedence in 
the same order as analogous motions in Council. A motion to 
reconsider shall be in order in the Committee of the Whole 


MOTIONSAND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule 29. _Statement:_Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal. No 
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motion or resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A 
motion shall be reduced to writing if required by any 
Councilmember, and, when presented in writing, shall be read by 
the Clerk before the same shall be open to debate. A resolution 
shall always be reduced to writing before being adopted. A request 
by any Councilmember for a reasonable recess to reduce a motion 
or resolution to writing shall always be in order and shall be 
granted. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the 
sponsor at any time before decision or amendment 


Rule 30. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under 
debate, no motion shall be received except: 


1) To adjourn: 
2) To take a recess; 

3) To lay on the table; 

4) Call to question; 

5) To postpone to a day certain; 
6) Torefer or re-refer: 

7) To amend; or 

8) To postpone indefinitely 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they 
appear above 


Rule 34. Motion to Adjourn; Nondebatable Motions. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, to 


lay upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions relating 
to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the 
table shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except 
in the case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the 
table 


Rule_33._Indefinite_ Postponement. A motion to postpone 
indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 


resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered. A motion to lay on the table, or a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or resolution 
has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, shall have the effect of 
postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, and shall require 
the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 34. Reconsideration. When a question has been once 
decided, it shall be in order for any Councilmember to move the 
reconsideration thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be 
in order unless made on the same day the vote was taken, or at 
the next regular meeting of Council. No question shall be 
reconsidered more than once. A motion to reconsider the vote by 
which any ordinance, motion or resolution has passed Council 
shall require the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 35. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be 
in order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the 


vote whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rule 36. Division of Question. Any Councilmember may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain 


Rule 37. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall 
be taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested 
by one or more Councilmembers, on any other matter. 


Rule 38. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the 
yeas and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the 
question is stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll 
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After the first vote is given, no Councilmember shall be entitled to 
speak on the question, nor shall any motion be in order until such 
roll call is completed and the result declared 


Rule 39, Appeals. Any Councilmember may appeal from any 
decision of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shail 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?" 
Appeals shall be debatable except when Council is under 
operation of the order to vote immediately, or when the decision 
appealed from relates to the priority of business. 


Rule 40. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 
upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter 
before Council at the time such appeal is taken.

of five Councilmembers. These Rules may be revised or amended 
and re-adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made 
under this Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than 
the next Council meeting 


Rule 43. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure 


shall govern in all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the 
standing Rules and orders of Council or the City Charter during all 
meetings of Council and its committees and committees appointed 
by Council 


Rule 44. Closed Sessions. Council shall meet in closed session 
for the following purposes only: 


1)To consider the dismissal, suspension or disciplining of, or to 
hear complaints or charges brought against, a public officer, 
employee, staff member or individual agent, when the named 
person requests a closed hearing: 


2)For strategy and negotiation sessions connected with the 
negotiation of a collective bargaining agreement when either 
negotiating party request a closed hearing; 


3) To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained; 


4) To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body; 


5) To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
or appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting. 


6)To consider material exempt from discussion or disclosure by 
State or Federal law. 


Acclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or 
any two Councilmembers at any regular or special meeting. The 
person requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such 
session. The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute 
the only agenda items for the closed session 


A majority roll call vote of the entire Council shall be required to call 
a closed session for purposes set forth in paragraphs 1. and 2. 
hereof. Atwo-thirds roll call vote of the entire Council membership 
serving shall be required to call a closed session for purposes set 
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forth in paragraphs 3. through 6. hereof. Council may adjourn a 
closed session or open the meeting to the public upon the vote of 
five Councilmembers. Council may deliberate during the closed 
sessions. However, all decisions, determinations, actions, votes or 
dispositions upon a proposal, recommendation, resolution, order or 
ordinance must be made at a meeting open to the public. A 
separate set of minutes of the closed session shall be taken by the 
designated secretary of the Council, shall be retained by the City 
Clerk, shall not be available to the public and shall only be 
disclosed pursuant to a court order. 


The minutes of a closed session, which are on file in the office of 
the City Clerk, shall be returned unopened to the Council President 
‘one year and one day after approval of the minutes of the regular 
meeting at which the minutes of the closed meeting was approved 
The Council President shall destroy the minutes unless a civil 
action regarding a closed session has been filed or is pending 


Whenever Council enters a closed session in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall, all persons not required for the 
closed session shall immediately leave the Conference Room and 
clear adjacent areas. The Council lobby shall be the nearest 
congregating area for those waiting to re-enter the meeting upon 
completion of the closed session when the closed session is held 
in the tenth floor Conference Room of City Hall 


Rule 45. Council Parking. Each member of Council shall have a 
permanently assigned parking space in the basement of City Hall 
These parking bays shall be nonassignable and shall be used 
exclusively by the Councilmembers unless prior approval has been 
given by that Councilmember. 


Rule 46. Smoking Prohibited (deleted on January 31, 2000) 


Rule 47. Compensation of Judges. if Council is requested or 
desires to appropriate money for the purpose of increasing the

WHEREAS, the Emergency Management Coordinators of Clinton 
County, Eaton County, Ingham County, Delta Township, and the 
City of Lansing have met with representatives of the MSP and the 
Tri-County Regional Planning Commission (TCRPC) to explore a 
joint cooperative planning process with the TCRPC for application 
for the Hazard Mitigation Grant Program funds and subsequent 
preparation of a Regional Hazard Mitigation Plan; and 


WHEREAS, the five Emergency Management Coordinators 
unanimously agreed to proceed in preparing these plans through a 
joint cooperative planning process coordinated and staffed by the 
TCRPC with funding provided by the MSP and FEMA and a 
required 25% in matching funds being provided by participating 
agencies as in-kind services; and 


WHEREAS, it is expected that a Regional Hazard Mitigation Grant 
Application will be submitted to the MSP in February, 2003, and 
the subsequent planning process will take approximately 12 
months, with Ingham County through mutual agreement of all 
Emergency Management Coordinators and their respective 
governments acting as the contracting agency with the MSP and 
pass-through agency to the TCRPC for the planning funds; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council, hereby, authorizes the Administration, and the Lansing 
Emergency Management Coordinator, specifically, to participate in 
the preparation of a Regional Hazard Mitigation Plan for the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, and designates the Tri-County Regional 
Planning Commission as the planning agency responsible for the 
preparation of the plan with oversight provided by the Michigan 
State Police, Emergency Management Division, and also 
designates Ingham County to contract with the Michigan State

Lansing City Council Rules 
(Proposed revisions for 2003) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council. Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter 


Rule 2. Quorum: Attendance- Call of Council. Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 
adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 
Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President. 


Rule 4. Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note--Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.B. 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 
Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 


to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory committee. Each standing committee of City Council 
shall consist of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his 
or her discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory 
committees 


Rule 6. Recognition. (Repealed) 


Editor's note--Rule 6 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.4 


Rule 7. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 


Tesponsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff 
operations to the Vice President. 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule & Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 
meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
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members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council 


Rule 10. Preparation of Agenda, The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 
agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate 


Rule 41, Items Upon Agenda: Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 
accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. — Individual 
Councilmembers or committees may sponsor resolutions or 
ordinances (except initiatives and referendums presented by the 
citizenry) and place them on Council agendas. 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk. 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


Rule 12, Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCILMEMBERS 


Rule 13. Speaking, When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule 14. Compulsory Vote" Conflict_of Interest. When a 
question is put fo vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 
shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
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Councilmember with the City Clerk within then appropriate time 
frame. In the event that a Councilmember is present at the Council 
meeting but not in the Council Chambers at the time a vote is 
taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk as a "no" vote 
unless the Councilmember has been excused by the Presiding 
Officer. 


Rule 15. Important_Items; Vote Requested, Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 
which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rule 16. Generally. The order of business of the City Council shall 
be on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of 
business for Council meetings shall be as follows 


1) Roll call; 
2) Invocation and Pledge of Allegiance; 
3) Reading and approval of printed Council proceedings 
4) Consideration of late items 
5) Tabled items, if any. (Tabled items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate) 
6) Special ceremonies and announcements of city events (from 
councilmembers, mayor or city clerk) 
7) Public and mayor comment on scheduled public hearings and 
legislative or city matters 
a) Scheduled public hearings (three minutes per speaker for 
each hearing); 
b) Legislative or city matters (a total of three minutes per 
speaker; topics must be indicated on the sign-up sheet); 
8) Council consideration of legislative matters: 
a) Consent matters; 
b) Resolutions for action; 
c) Reports From Council Committees; 
d) Ordinances for introduction and setting of public hearing; 
e) Ordinances for passage 
f) Late items 
9)Reports from City Officers, or Boards and Commissions, 
communications, petitions, and other city-related matters. 
10) Motion of excused absence; 
11) Remarks by Councilmembers. 
12) Remarks by Mayor or Executive Assistant: 
13) Adjournment 


Rule 17. Standing Committees. The standing committees of 
Council and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering 
development goals, policies, services and overall direction; reviews 
all matters having to do with land use, including zoning, plats and 
historical designations; reviews proposed modifications to the 
Master Plan; reviews acquisition and disposition of public property; 
and reviews changes to C.D.B.G. programming 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
personnel matters and human services; reviews matters pertaining 
to the arts, cultural and community-wide activities, special events 
and leisure time programs; has general oversight of City 
government operations (except those more specifically covered by 
another standing committee); reviews and prepares amendments 
or revisions — to Council Rules; and develops policies that would 
turn over routine matters to the Administration wherever possible 


INTERGOVERNMENTAL REL ATIONS. REPRESENTS COUNCIL 
IN OUTREACH EFFORTS TO IMPROVE WORKING 
RELATIONSHIPS WITH OTHER POLITICAL ENTITIES, WITH 
REGIONAL AGENCIES AND, INTERNALLY, WITH SUCH BODIES 
AS THE BOARD OF WATER AND LIGHT, THE HOUSING 
COMMISSION AND THE LANSING ENTERTAINMENT AND

PUBLIC FACILITIES AUTHORITY. ITS PRIMARY CHARGE IS TO 
LEAD IN THE EXPLORATION OF INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
COOPERATION, TOWARD PROVISION OF NEEDED SERVICES 
IN THE BEST MANNER BY THE MOST APPROPRIATE 
JURISDICTION WITH THE LEAST DUPLICATION OF EFFORT, 
TO INCLUDE SPECIFIC EMPHASIS ON ACHIEVING A 
REGIONAL APPROACH TO VARIOUS ISSUES. 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to public 
safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency services, 
traffic environment and the building inspection program 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and 
parks and recreation needs and development and the Municipal 
parking system, including parking enforcement and policies 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the City's 
annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal 
Auditor, the City’s short-range and long-range financial condition, 
workforce needs for City operations and financial impact 
statements developed on proposed actions; and reviews and 
develops policy recommendations on City financial and budget 
matters. 


Council personnel. This committee shall be comprised of four 
members and shall include the president, the vice-president, one 
at-large councilperson, and one ward councilperson. The vice- 
president shall serve as chair of the committee. 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following council staff matters: 
recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any other 
personnel matter referred to it by the council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees’ 
functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year 


Rule 18 Duties of Committees; Quorum; Discharge of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 


investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing 
committees, shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such 
times unless extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members present 


Acommittee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of twothirds of the Councilmembers at the 
Committee of the Whole or City Council meeting 


No Council committee, ad-hoc or standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council committee, ad-hoc, standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure whenever applicable. Every committee, 
standing or ad-hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to 
speak on items designated for action by the committee. The 
Chairperson of each committee, standing or ad-hoc, shall be 
responsible for setting and enforcing the rules governing public 
comment at his or her committee. 


Rule 19. Rules of Decorum for Meetings; Address by Persons 
The presiding officer shall conduct Council meetings in an orderly 
manner. Members of Council and others in attendance shall obey 
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directions of the presiding officer. Citizens attending Council 
meetings may have up to three opportunities to address Council 
Speakers are requested to print their names and addresses on 
registration sheets to assist in the accuracy of the Council 
proceedings. Extensions of speaker time limits are permissible at 
the discretion of the Council. Opportunities to address Council are: 


1) Public hearings. Scheduled public hearings are held on specific 
legislative matters under consideration by Council. A three-minute 
time limit is imposed per speaker. 


2) Comment on legislative matters scheduled for action. Citizens 
may present facts and opinions on legislative matters (consent 
matters, resolutions and ordinances) listed on the Council agenda 
and on such late legislative matters as may be added to the 
agenda. Each speaker is limited to three minutes total on 
legislative matters. 


3) Comment on communications, petitions, and other city related 
matters, including reports from Council Committees, City Officers, 
or Boards and Commissions. Citizens may speak on any City 
government related matter. Each speaker is limited to three 
minutes total. The presiding officer. may rule any speaker out of 
order for failing to speak on City government related matters 


The purpose of the City Council meeting is to discuss city business 
and not to deal with individual personalities. Consequently, during 
any city council meeting, the city council shall not permit a 
personallyabusive attack upon any person during debate or public 
discussion. Nothing herein is intended to limit or restrain negative, 
positive or neutral comment about the manner in which an 
individual employee, officer, official or councilmember carries out 
his or her duties in public office or employment 


Conduct contrary to the normal presentation of business during a 
council meeting which disturbs or interrupts the orderly process of 
the proceeding is a disturbance. No speaker shall make any 
slanderous or profane remark which disturbs, or disrupts or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of any council meeting, 


No person in the audience at a council meeting shall engage in 
disorderly conduct, including the utterance of threatening or 
abusive language, whistling or stomping of feet, or any other act 
which disturbs, disrupts, or otherwise impedes the orderly conduct 
of any council meeting or the presentation of any speaker. 


ORDINANCES 


Rule 20. Introduction; Consideration. Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business. All ordinances must be in writing 
and shall be approved as to form and section numbers by the City 
Attorney, 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall 
be’ 


1) Introduction, first reading by title; 
2) Referral to the appropriate committee; 

3) Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, which 
hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than five days 
after notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin boards; 

4) Report on the ordinance in writing; and 

5) Final reading and passage 


These five steps shall take place in not less than two regular 
meetings of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by 
the affirmative vote of six Councilmembers. 


Rule 24. Manner_of_Introduction’_Form, Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
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City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading, Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 


appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage. 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading. No amendment shall be 
received for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 
recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment. 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 


commitment or recommitment 

Rule _26. Final Vote; Publication. On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor. 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City with notice of their passage. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule 27. Chairperson of Committee. When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 


except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
most recent past President of Council shall preside. 


ee. The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise 
shall always be in order and shall be decided without debate 
Motions recommending action by Council shall take precedence in 
the same order as analogous motions in Council. A motion to 
reconsider shall be in order in the Committee of the Whole 


MOTIONSAND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule_29. Statement; Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal. No 
motion or resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A 


motion shall be reduced to writing if required by any 
Councilmember, and, when presented in writing, shall be read by 
the Clerk before the same shall be open to debate. A resolution 
shall always be reduced to writing before being adopted. Arequest 
by any Councilmember for a reasonable recess to reduce a motion 
or resolution to writing shall always be in order and shall be 
granted. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the 
sponsor at any time before decision or amendment 


Rule 30. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under 
debate, no motion shall be received except: 


1) To adjourn; 
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2) To take a recess; 

3) To lay on the table; 

4) Call to question; 

5) To postpone to a day certain; 
6) Torefer or re-refer: 

7) To amend; or 

8) To postpone indefinitely. 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they 
appear above 


Rule 34. Motion to Adjourn; Nondebatable Motions. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, to 
lay upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions relating 
to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the 
table shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except 
in the case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the 
table 


Rule _33._Indefinite_Postponement. A motion to postpone 
indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 
resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered. A motion to lay on the table, or a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or resolution 
has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, shall have the effect of 
postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, and shall require 
the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 34, Reconsideration, When a question has been once 
decided, it shall be in order for any Councilmember to move the 
reconsideration thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be 
in order unless made on the same day the vote was taken, or at 
the next regular meeting of Council. No question shall be 
reconsidered more than once. A motion to reconsider the vote by 
which any ordinance, motion or resolution has passed Council 
shall require the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 35. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be 
in order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the 


vote whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rule 36. Division of Question. Any Councilmember may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain 


Rule 37. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall 
be taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested 
by one or more Councilmembers, on any other matter. 


Rule 38. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the 
yeas and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the 
question is stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll 
After the first vote is given, no Councilmember shall be entitled to 
speak on the question, nor shall any motion be in order until such 
roll call is completed and the result declared 


Rule_39. Appeals. Any Councilmember may appeal from any 
decision of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?” 
Appeals shall be debatable except when Council is under 
operation of the order to vote immediately, or when the decision 
appealed from relates to the priority of business. 


Rule 40. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 
upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter 
before Council at the time such appeal is taken. 
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Rule 44. Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
vote of six Councilmembers 


Rule 42, Amendment: Repeal _and Re-Adoption of Rules, A 
motion to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes 


of five Councilmembers. These Rules may be revised or amended 
and re-adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made 
under this Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than 
the next Council meeting 


Rule 43. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure 
shall govern in all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the 
standing Rules and orders of Council or the City Charter during all 
meetings of Council and its committees and committees appointed 
by Council 


Rule 44. Closed Sessions. Council shall meet in closed session 
for the following purposes only: 


1)To consider the dismissal, suspension or disciplining of, or to 
hear complaints or charges brought against, a public officer, 
employee, staff member or individual agent, when the named 
person requests a closed hearing: 


2)For strategy and negotiation sessions connected with the 
negotiation of a collective bargaining agreement when either 
negotiating party request a closed hearing; 


3) To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained; 


4) To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body; 


5) To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
oF appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting. 


6)To consider material exempt from discussion or disclosure by 
State or Federal law. 


Acclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or 
any two Councilmembers at any regular or special meeting. The 
person requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such 
session. The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute 
the only agenda items for the closed session 


A majority roll call vote of the entire Council shall be required to call 
a closed session for purposes set forth in paragraphs 1. and 2. 
hereof. Atwo-thirds roll call vote of the entire Council membership 
serving shall be required to call a closed session for purposes set 
forth in paragraphs 3. through 6. hereof.

But tax 
increases are not the answer. We knew we had to bring new 
investments to the city and grow our tax base 


The result has been §2.9 billion of new investment throughout our 
city. 


Lansing’s economic development hallmarks include Minor League 
Baseball, Jackson National Life, and General Motors. 


Lansing Lugnuts 


Building Oldsmobile Park downtown and bringing the Lugnuts to 
Lansing has continued to be the engine for downtown 
development. Since the opening pitch in April 1996 over 3 million 
fans have attended games at Oldsmobile Park, and thousands 
more have enjoyed concerts, movies and our Halloween event. 
Cities from alll over the country send their officials to Lansing to see 
what we have done 


Jackson National Life 


When we learned that Jackson National Life Insurance Company 
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was considering relocating its world headquarters to either 
California or Colorado, we sprang to action 


We forged an agreement with Alaiedon Township that kept 
Jackson National Life and its 1,200 jobs in our region, maintained 
Lansing's tax base, and preserved the rural nature of the township 
This win-win intergovernmental agreement was the model for 
others with Delta Township and Meridian Township.

Ryan chose downtown because of ‘its 
expansion potential, reliable power and telecommunications 
infrastructure, and dynamic work environment.” 


| know that as Mayor, Tony Benavides plans to work with the Blue 
Ribbon Committee for Downtown Development, the Principle 
Shopping District, property owners and businesses to revitalize 
downtown and market it as an IT center. 


Information Technology 


Information technology is transforming the way business gets done 
in Lansing, and we're increasing its use throughout the City. We 
brought City Hall onto the information superhighway. Citizens can 
now receive applications for licenses, building permits and 
employment on-line, and alsoregister for classes. 

While Lansing is second only to Detroit in its connectivity to the 
Internet, our goal is to make low-cost, high-speed Internet access 
available to everyone within the next five years. And, Lansing has 
recently been recognized as the seventh most creative community 
in the nation based on technology and innovation efforts 


The Boji Project 


‘Supporting and nurturing investors from outside mid-Michigan also 
is an important priority. While the national economy has slowed 
the Boji Project, | remain optimistic about its potential to transform 
the skyline through a new office building and the eventual 
expansion of the old Michigan National Tower. 


Boys Training School Site 


New housing continues to be one of our most urgent needs. The 
Boys Training School project being developed by Burton-Katzman 
will bring families, vitality and new growth to the Eastside and 
complete the fifteen year effort to develop that vacant property. 


Capital City Airport 


Making Capital City Airport a thriving facility is an important part of 
Lansing's long-term economic strategy. | have expressed my deep 
concern about the troubled airline industry and the effect air 
service cuts have had on our region's economy 


But we have turned the corner. Just last month, more people 
chose to FLY LANSING than any other month last year, thanks in 
part to the innovative strategies and strong leadership of our new 
Executive Director at Capital City Airport, Bob Selig.

Bud Schmidt was a 
mentor to me. He would always say: "You have to work the 
smarter, not the harder.” And he said: “The customer is always 
right.” 

Ihave always tried to remember his advice 


When | stopped working in the fields, | went back as a volunteer. | 
knew the people and conditions and felt a responsibility to go back 


| continued my volunteer activities to help carry out the social 
mission of the Catholic Church. In 1968 | became president of the 
Cristo Rey Community Center Board of Directors and in 1969 | left 
a secure job with Schmidts to become director of Cristo Rey. | was 
32 years old 


In my professional life, | have experienced many high points and 
some low. | set high goals for myself and those around me and 
always expect toreach them. | will not be deterred from my goals 


Lansing citizens have helped to shape me as a person. Like the 
citizens of this city | am a survivor. | have learned that regardless 
of your economic or social situation, you should have dreams and 
that only by working hard can you achieve them 


My brothers, sisters, their children and my wife Carmen's family 
are a great source of strength to me. Although my mother and 
father have passed, | can still see my mother at 80 years old going 
to her neighbors and asking them to “vote for my boy.” 


I have been married for 44 years to Carmen. Together we have 4 
adult children and 5 grandchildren. Would Carmen and my family 
stand and be recognized 


Now that you know more about me and my background | want to 
share my vision for Lansing. We have worked hard at making 
Lansing a world class city. | want to continue our work toward that 
goal 
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But | want to add another phrase as part of my administration 
want to make Lansing a “family friendly city.” 


| want Lansing to be known as a city where families want to come 
to raise and educate their children 


To do this, | assure the citizens of Lansing that | am committed to 
sustaining the economic strategies that will make our city grow. 


| will work with General Motors and the Blue Ribbon Committee on 
the development of the Lansing-Delta Township Assembly Plant 


| will work on the development of Information Technology and our 
downtown revitalization including the new Homeland Security 
Building 

| will continue to work with the Lansing School District, Lansing 
Community College and Michigan State University to provide our 
young people with the skills to enter the w work force of the future 
and add to the cultural and economic well being of our city. 


| will also champion the HOPE Scholarship program which offers 
our children of promise a two-year scholarship at Lansing 
Community College. 


My administration will focus on achieving goals in the following 
categories: 


1. Economic Development; 
2. Strengthening Neighborhoods; 

3. Improving the quality of life for families and youth; 

4. Improving government operations and services and assuring our 
citizens that we will continue to be ethical, open and trustworthy.

We will work with 
the vendor association, City agencies, and the MicroEnterprise 
Fund to create opportunities for new businesses at the market 


| will work with the Board of Water and Light to identify 
redevelopment opportunities for the Ottawa Power Plant as part of 
our riverfront development strategy. 


Keeping our families in Lansing, and encouraging home 
ownership, will be a priority for my administration. | want to make 
sure that Lansing is the number one place in which to live, invest 
and educate our children 


My administration will establish a proactive, comprehensive, 
people approach to serve neighborhoods. | call this community 
government. It is designed to bring together police, code 
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compliance, parks, public service, human relations, neighborhood 
organizations and the schools in a partnership to solve 
neighborhood problems. 


And | will continue to foster residential housing development in the 
City, including the new neighborhood on the Boys Training School 
site and the development of an upscale residential complex on the 
former BWL Coal storage site along the river.

| am a firm believer in these goals. The theme for my 
administration is "Yes We Can.” And so | say: “Yes we can” 
achieve these goals. 

Lansing is and will continue to be a “can do’ City. Together we can 
enjoy the achievements of the past administration and continue to 
reach for and conquer new challenges 


We thank Mayor Hollister for his leadership during these past nine 
years. We thank you for securing the General Motors Grand River 
Assembly Plant and for building Oldsmobile Park. We wish you 
our very best in your new role with the State of Michigan. And we 
look forward to working with you 
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To my colleagues and partners on City Council: | have appreciated 
your support and look forward to working with you. As | have often 
said: “There are nine of us responsible for the operations of this 
City.” 

We face a tough economic year ahead. We already dealt with a

ANNOUNCEMENT FROM PRESIDENT WOOD 


Before continuing this evening 's meeting | would like to take a few 
minutes to say that | am extremely proud to be serving as 
President of Lansing City Council. On January 2nd when Council 
voted on a president and vice president we were well aware of the 
changes facing the city and how the roles of those serving in these 
positions would also change 


Tonight our new Mayor, Tony Benavides has not only changed 
seats but jobs as well. His mission remains the same to serve the 
citizens of Lansing, especially now at a time when we are all faced 
with difficult choices. 


Council is facing the same challenges. We have tremendous 
budgetary concerns not only for this year, but next as well. To deal 
with budget short falls former Mayor Hollister's recommended a 
5% vacancy factor in every department, including police and fire, to 
begin the July 1st the start of the next fiscal year. The Council 
must examine the current and proposed budgets to see where 
funding might be reallocated to ensure our residents have fully 
staff emergency service. We will have to weight the importance of 
paving of sidewalks, traffic calming and, public relations versus 
police and fire protection. 


At the same time, we must continue to strengthen neighborhoods. 
Council has actively and consistently supported improved housing 
in Lansing, and we must continue to look for inventive ways to 
promote our unique neighborhoods. We've enacted a new 
housing code ordinance, supported aggressive code compliance, 
provided incentives for city employees to live in Lansing, and 
challenged other local businesses and institutions to do the same. 
We've established neighborhood enterprise zones, supported the 
rehabilitation of homes by local non-profits, and encouraged the 
construction of new housing, like the BTS project. 


Just this past Friday, at the Westside Neighborhood Association 
meeting, | heard a young couple who used to live in Lansing 
Township describe how they moved to Lansing's west side 
because they loved that neighborhood. We do not tell these 
stories enough. Too often we read about people leaving the city, 
but every day, people are choosing to move to Lansing. All of us 
on Council have heard our own stories of why people love living 
and working here. Those are stories that others must hear as well. 


We also have to bring businesses back to Lansing. We have 
already begun several projects to add office space downtown, but 
we must also develop plans to fill current vacant spaces. This will 
bring additional jobs to Lansing, not only downtown, but also in 
other vacant properties such as the Farmer Jacks on Cedar, and 
Metro Ford on South Martin Luther King. 


This year, Council and the Mayor will work together to accomplish 
these goals and better serve all of those who live and work in 
Lansing. Thank you for allowing me these few moments. Now let 
us get down to work,

» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings:

» Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said the Ingham County Board of 
Commissioners is in the process of making a decision as to who 
gets the contract for the 911 system and the intercommunications 
for Police Departments and Fire Departments. This decision 
should not be that hard to make since Tyco is American based 
The 425 Agreement is a dying cash cow and we don't need to put 
anymore money into anything that is not going to benefit us. 


Melissa Robinson of 1121 E. Leamed St., Director of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Transgendered People, spoke 
about the lack of a discrimination ordinance protecting citizens or 
visitors of Lansing based on sexual orientation and transgendered 
status. Their organization is requesting a civil rights ordinance be

adopted because they are being discriminated against in housing 
and other areas and the City Charter does not cover 
Transgendered people 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said his heart is with 
Josephine Ferguson who passed away. He displayed and named 
books dealing with Black History. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he was sorry he missed 
the last meeting and spoke about how bad the economy is looking 
and the recall petition 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke about Governor Granholm getting 
rid of State Owned cars issued to Officials to help with the budget 
deficit. He asked if someone could tell him about David Hollister’s 
campaign account. He spoke about the loss of speaking time and 
questioned Mayor Benavides about how he felt about the amount 
of time for speaking. 


City Attomey Smiertka stated that this is a limited Public Forum 
and three minutes is reasonable in complying with the first 
amendment according to the courts decision. 


Ray Ziarno of 1615 James St. stated that he attended the Council 
meeting on January 23, 2003 and presented an anti war resolution 
that he was informed would be part of the Committee of the Whole 
Meeting. He read a newspaper article that was published in the 
New York Times regarding anti war resolutions and said many 
municipalities have acted and approved such resolutions and 
asked the Council to consider adopting the resolution 


Councilmember Leeman asked Ray Ziarno if he was representing 
the Greater Lansing Network Against War in Iraq (GLNAW)? He 
said that he was with the Greenhouse Peace Project, which is a 
similar group. Councilmember Leeman said the Council has been 
presented with two resolutions and asked if there was any way the 
two groups could get together and join their resolutions into one. 
Ray Ziarno said that he has offered himself to the GLNAW and 
they have not responded

1. Presentation by Ingham County Prosecutor, Stuart Dunnings, III 
to Lansing Police Officers 


Ingham County Prosecutor Stuart Dunnings Ill, said a year ago the 
Ingham County Prosecutor's office was awarded a grant to work 
with the United States Attomey's office under the Project Safe 
Neighborhood Program. The purpose of Project Safe 
Neighborhood is to try to bring more effective punishment to a 
group of individuals who pose a clear and present threat to the 
community, a person who has previously been convicted of violent 
felonies with possession of a hand gun.

Fortunately the 
City has put some money aside in a Rainy Day Fund that can be 
used to protect basic services. Many cities did not have such 
foresight and are now in a much more serious position than 
Lansing is.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING ISSUANCE AND SALE OF A 
COMBINED SEWER OVERFLOW 
LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND 
(PHASE III, SEGMENT 5), SERIES 2003 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. Ml 0023400 (the 
"NPDES Permit") requiring the City of Lansing (the "City") to 
develop a final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
"CSO Control Program") to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (subsequently 
restructured and renamed the Department of Environmental 
Quality and collectively hereafter referred to as the "DEQ") for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, 
DEQ, acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality 
Division, has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the 
City in compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of 
Michigan 1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to. 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit issued 
by the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Fourteen 
Million Dollars ($14,000,000) for the purpose of financing the 
Segment 14, Subarea 44 improvements and necessary 
wastewater treatment plant improvements (the "Improvements"), 
included in Phase lll, Segment 5 of the Combined Sewer Overflow 
Improvements Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the "Notice"), which, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended ("Act 279") 
required the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Thursday, 
January 2, 2003, in the Lansing State Journal, an official notice to 
electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing of intent to issue 
bonds (the "Notice of Intent") which describes the bonds to be 
issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter Ill, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance 
Act, Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, 
and Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as amended, 
permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations which shall be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
authorized officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for 
obligations, and to approve interest rates or methods for fixing 
interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, principal amounts, 
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denominations dates of issuance, interest payment dates, 
redemption rights, place of delivery and payment, and other 
matters and procedures necessary to complete the authorized 
transaction: 


NOW, THEREFORE, PROVIDED THAT NO PETITION IS 
RECEIVED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO THE NOTICE AND 
SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, IT 1S HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
‘approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the 
City shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The 
estimated period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less 
than forty (40) years 


Authorized Officers. The term "Authorized Officer" as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city 
officers: the Finance Director, the Director of Public Service, the 
Mayor, or the City Clerk 


Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City designated 
‘Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax General Obligation Bond 
(Phase III, Segment 5) Series 2003 (the "Bond") is authorized to 
be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the costs of the 
Improvements, including costs incidental to the issuance, sale 
and delivery of the Bond. Unless the City has received approval 
from the DEQ of the plans and specifications for the 
Improvements. 


Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate principal 
‘sum not to exceed Fourteen Million Dollars ($14,000.00) or 
such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the "Principal Amount") and approved 
by the DEQ and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 
Authority"), pursuant to the Notice of Intent 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix 
A, with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect 
changes in Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized 
Officer at or prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority 
granted by this Resolution. The Authorized Officer shall have the 
authority to make such changes in the form of Bond as shall be 
requested by the Authority, deemed reasonable by an 
Authorized Officer and not in conflict with the law or provisions 
of this Resolution. The Bond shall be in the form of a single fully. 
registered, nonconvertible, non-chargeable Bond of the 
denomination of the Principal Amount, dated as of the date of 
delivery of the Bond, or such other date as may be determined 
by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and 
approved by the DEQ and the Authority, 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 2004, or on such 
other dates as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. The schedule of serial principal installments shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the 
Bond and approved by DEQ and the Authority. Interest on the 
Bond will be payable as provided under Section 5, on October 1, 
2003, and semiannually thereafter on April 1 of and October 1 of 
each year until maturity or earlier prepayment of said 
installment, or on such other dates as determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of the sale of the Bond and 
approved by the DEQ and the Authority, 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be subject 
to prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times 
as provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or 
as determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the 
Bond and approved by the DE Q and the Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the 
Principal Amount and the dates and amounts of principal 
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installments, shall be evidenced by execution of the purchase 
contract to be executed between the City and the Authority as 
described below. 


Sale of Bond Calculation of Repayment Obligations, The City 
shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 


interest rate of not to exceed two and one-half percent (2.50%) 
per annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority. 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one 
lump sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal 
installments of the Bond (the "Purchased Principal Installments") 
from the Authority as such purchases are approved by the DEQ 
These Purchased Principal Installments shall be deemed to 
correspond to the serial principal installments contained in the 
Bond in direct chronological order of said serial principal 
installments. The City shall have no obligation to repay any 
serial principal installments for which the City did not receive 
proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal Installments 
of at least a like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, any 
portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided below, or 
any serial principal payment becomes due before the City has 
received proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal 
Installments of at least a like amount, then the Authority may 
prepare a new serial principal installment repayment schedule 
acceptable to the City. 


Bond Register Record of Payments, The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the finance 


director. The finance director shall record on the bond register 
payment by the City of each installment of principal or interest or 
both when made and the canceled checks or other records 
evidencing such payments shall be returned to and retained by 
the finance director and shall be conclusive evidence of such 
payments and the obligation of the City with respect to such 
payments shall be discharged to the extent of such payments 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to the 
City for cancellation. 


Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 
signatures on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall 
have the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or 
impressed on the Bond. After execution, the Bond shall be 
delivered to the Authority by the finance director or his designee 


LTGO Nature of Bond The Bond is anticipated to be paid from 
funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City's sewage 
disposal system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of 
the City's limited tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a 
limited tax general obligation of the City. As such, it shall be 
payable as a first budget obligation from the general fund of the 
City and from taxes imposed on all taxable property in the City, 
subject to applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate 
limitations. Commencing with the year 2003, there shall be 
levied upon the tax rolls of the City in the manner required by 
the provisions of Act 202, Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as 
amended, an amount such that the estimated collection 
therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay, when due, the 
principal of and interest on the Bond becoming due prior to the 
next annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at the time of 
making any such annual tax levy there shall be other monies to 
make the required payments on the Bond, then the City shall 
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take such monies into account in determining such annual levy 


Debt Retirement Payments, The Finance Director is authorized 
‘and directed to open a separate depositary account with a bank 
or trust company to be designated CSO Debt Retirement Fund 
(the "Debt Retirement Fund"), the moneys to be deposited into 
the Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically earmarked and 
used solely for the purpose of paying principal of and interest on 
the Bond and additional future series of bonds issued by the 
City for the purposes of completing construction of the 
Improvements as such principal and interest become due. The 
Finance Director is further authorized and directed to pay, or 
cause to be paid, from the Debit Retirement Fund or other 
available funds, all payments of principal, if any, and interest on 
the Bond to the Authority's depository, or in the event the 
Authority is no longer the owner of the Bond, to the owner of the 
Bond, in accordance with the requirements of the Bond 


Construction Fund, The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
Series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of 
completing construction of the Improvements and no other 
moneys shall be deposited in a fund designated as the CSO 
Limited Tax General Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the 
"Construction Fund"). Said moneys shall be used solely for the 
purposes for which the Bond, and other bonds issued for the 
CSO Control Program, are issued. Any unexpended balance of 
the proceeds of the sale of the Bond remaining after completion 
of the Improvements herein authorized may be used at the 
discretion of the Director of Public Service for further 
Improvements included in the CSO Control Program required by 
the NPDES Permit. Any remaining balance after such 
expenditure shall be used for the prepayment of installments of 
the Bond or the purchase of installments of the Bond at not 
more than the fair market value thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for "eligible" (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the bond) and “ineligible” costs of 
the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority 
and DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used 
solely for the purposes of making Improvements included in the 
CSO Control Program required by the NPDES Permit, and 
ancillary related expenses. After completion of the 
Improvements and disposition of remaining proceeds, if any, of 
the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this section, the 
construction fund may be closed. 


Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event any 
Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the 
City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, 
maturity and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or 
destroyed. In the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond 
shall not be delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is 
surrendered to the City. 


In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement 
Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall have 
received such proof of ownership and loss and indemnity as 
they determine to be sufficient, which shall consist at least of (i) 
a lost instrument Bond for principal and interest remaining 
unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed Bond; (ii) an affidavit of 
the registered owner (or his or her attorney) setting forth 
ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or destroyed and the 
circumstances under which it was lost, stolen or destroyed; (iii) 
the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her attorney) 
to fully indemnify the city against loss due to the lost, stolen or 
destroyed Bond and the issuance of any replacement bond in 
connection therewith; and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the 
Bond (or his or her attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in 
connection with the replacement, including the transfer and 
exchange costs which otherwise would be paid by the City. 
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Arbitrage and Tax Covenants. The City hereby covenants that, 
to the extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as 
amended (the "Code", including but not limited to, actions 
relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the 
expenditure and investment of Bond proceeds and moneys 
deemed to be Bond proceeds. 


Approval_of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the "Purchase 
Contract"), the proposed form of issuer's certificate to be 
executed by the City and the proposed form of Supplemental 
Agreement among the City, the Authority and the DEQ (the 
"Supplemental Agreement") on file with the City Clerk are 
hereby approved. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or 
severally authorized to execute and deliver the Purchase 
Contract, the Issuer's Certificate, and the Supplemental 
Agreement upon completion, in the forms approved hereby with 
such revisions as they may determine to be necessary or 
desirable, permitted by law, and not materially adverse to the 
City. 


Related Financing. The City previously borrowed the original 
principal amount of $3.475000 pursuant to its City of Lansing 
Combined Sewer Overflow Bond (Phase II, Segment 3), Series 
2 (Limited Tax General Obligation) dated as of June 27, 1996 
(the "1996 Bond"). In connection with construction of the project 
financed, the City expended only $3,365,073.00 in principal. In 
accordance with provisions of the 1996 Bond, the Authority has 
prepared a new payment schedule for the Bond, which is 
attached as Appendix B. The revised Principal Amount 
($3,365,073.00) and the revised payment schedule (Appendix 
B) are both hereby ratified and confirmed as satisfactory to the 
City. The revised payment schedule (Appendix B) shall be 
attached to the 1996 Bond, and payments thereunder shall be 
made in accordance with the revised payment schedule from 
and after the date hereof. 


General Authority for Authorized Officers, The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 


actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority 
and DEQ in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority, 
and modification of the 1996 Bond as set forth above, including 
the administrative appropriation and transfer of funds related to 
the Bonds. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or 
severally authorized to execute and deliver such other 
certificates, documents, instruments, and other papers as may 
be required by the Authority or DEQ or as may be otherwise 
necessary or convenient to effect the delivery of the Bond and 
modification of the 1996 Bond as set forth above

Councilmember Smith said she brought Mr. Porter here to let 
everyone know of his great accomplishments in the City.

He grew up here and was very 
fortunate. He obeyed his mother and father and he did not get into 
any trouble.

Lansing is great because of people like him and he deserves our 
honor and respect.

There are a lot of stories about Grady who served in VWIl under 
George Patton. Grady has a love for music and during his tour of 
duty he had the privilege to perform for President Roosevelt, for 
Winston Churchill and Stalin in North Africa. He served several 
years with the UN after the war and is very involved with the Civil 
Rights movement here in Lansing. He was one of the first union 
organizers for the UAW. It was a privilege to serve with Grady.

5. Presentation; Moores Park Neighborhood Association 


Former City Councilmember Howard Jones said one of the things 
that the Moores Park Neighborhood has done over the years is 
take advantage of neighborhood grants issued by the City of 
Lansing. This money is put to good use. With it they have 
celebrated the 75th Anniversary of the Moores Pool and celebrated 
the continuation of the Rivertrail. They used this money to create a 
garden around the pool and hope to produce some plays on the 
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stage by the pool this year. With the last grant they created a 
Moores Park Neighborhood Hand Book. He distributed copies to 
Councilmembers and urged everyone who wants to see beautiful 
colors in the fall to come to Moores Park. It is probably one of the 
best places for fall colors in the State. He thanked all the 
merchants who participated in the making of this book 


Councilmember Allen thanked Mr. Jones on behalf of the Moores 
Park Neighborhood Association and said he has done a lot of work 
for this community and he never stops. 


> Announcement of City Events: 


Mayor Benavides invited Dave Tijerina, City Assessor to come 
forward and speak to the public regarding the property 
assessments that are going out in the mail 


Dave Tijerina, City Assessor, said his office is getting ready to send 
out their largest mailing of the year, the notice to all property tax 
owners. This past year assessment have risen more than usual 
Normally there is a four to eight percent increase across the 
board. This past year we had an eleven percent increase 
attributable to low interest rates that were charged by banks 
throughout the country Percentage wise, lower valued property 
tended to have higher increases. Some neighborhood had an 
increase as much as twenty-one percent. The good news is, that 
because of proposal “A” passed in 1994, assessments can not go 
up by that percent. Proposal “A” caps property taxes increases at 
the rate of inflation. This year inflation was at 1.5%. If you did not 
sell your house last year your increase will be 1.5%, and if you just 
bought your house it will go up to half of what it is assessed at. If 
your assessment is higher than you feel it should be, then you 
have the ability to appeal 


Councilmember Allen asked about the process that should be 
followed by someone who does not agree with increase in the 
assessed value? Dave Tijerina answered that everyone will 
receive a notice in the mail and it will explain the process 


Councilmember Leeman announced that on Tuesday, March 25, 
2003, North Town is having a meeting with the Grand River PTA at 
Grand River School at 6:30 PM. On February 26, 2003, the Old 
Town Commercial Association is having their annual meeting at 
6:30 P.M. at Creole Gallery at 1216 Turner St. and the public is 
welcome. 


Councilmember Smith announced that there is another Fish Fry 
fundraiser being held February 28, 2003 from 11:00 A.M. until 7:00 
PM. at the South Precinct for Calvin Jones and his wife to help 
raise funds to bring their daughter Kimberly back to Lansing. In 
November of last year Kimberly gave birth to a health baby 
daughter. She later suffered heart failure and went into a coma. 
She has been in that state since. She thanked Willy Williams and 
Councilmember Meyer who gave her a check for the family 


Councilmember Bauer introduced the students from Lansing 
Community College Speech 120 Class who are currently studying 
group communication and small group behavior. She asked them 
to stand and be acknowledged 


Mayor Benavides announced that tomorrow February 25,2003 we 
will welcome the first Firefighter class of the year at 10:00 A.M at 
the training academy on Alpha St.. Council is invited to attend 
This Thursday is the Chamber of Commerce Dinner at 5:30 PM 
The Human Relations Department is putting on an Initiative for 
Race and Diversity featuring a keynote speaker who is a professor 
from Harvard University. 


David Weiner, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, 
announced that there has been a tax assistance program initiated 
to help people who need help with their Federal Income Tax. 
Contact the City Treasurer, Jill Rhode, at 483-4112 and she will 
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inform you about the various sites where income tax assistance is 
available. Low income working families are eligible for Earned 
Income Tax Credit in amounts anywhere from two to four thousand 
dollars and millions of dollars in our own community go unclaimed 
Low income families who meet certain criteria and own property 
are eligible for a property hardship benefit. When assessments 
are received, low income families can contact the Assessors office 
and apply for an appointment with a Tax Tribunal to fill out the 
forms, and if eligible, can get their property tax reduced. He 
encouraged people to apply for this program 


PUBLIC’S AND MAVOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of the acceptance of a grant from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources for the Extension of the River 
Trail South Loop Development from Potter Park 


Darnell Oldham Sr. said that he hopes that the Council is going to 
vote favorably to accept this grant. The River Trail is a secret of 
the City and a treasure. He used the trail considerably this spring 
and it is really scenic. He hopes that the City expands on the 
River Trail as often as they have an opportunity to do so. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that extending the River Trail 
at this time would be unwise. We have to put money into the pot 
for the extension of the River Trail yet we know that our new Mayor 
is having a hard time reducing the budget. So, Council can help 
the Mayor by reducing spending 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said the River Trail is a wonderful 
resource and an asset to the City, but this is the wrong time. We 
should wait until we get some money. 


» Public Comment on Legislative/CityMatters: 


David Snyder 2621 N. Grand River said he is here in regard to 
SLU-10-2002. He spoke about a letter of support that he received 
from a property owner in the area and said that he had the support 
of the owner of Peckham. He played a recorded message 
received from the owner of Peckham stating that he has no 
opposition to SLU-10-2002 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick spoke about the SLU at 2410 
S. Pennsylvania. He hopes that this will be granted to Solid Rock 
Baptist Church. The City has a strong desire for economic growth 
and development. Three companies have come together to form 
the Foresight Group, and they plan to put a lot of money into the 
property over the course of the years. 


Stephan Wenis of 501 S. Pennsylvania said he has been trying to 
get the Council Agenda off of the Website, and asked someone to 
look into it. February 15, 2003 there were some 1500 people who 
marched down Michigan Ave. to the Capital in a peace protest 
That was a very diverse protest. As diverse as they were, they all 
had one message and that is that war is the wrong solution for 
Iraq. He asked the Council to please give this Resolution 
consideration. Terror alert, deficits and bloody war do not make 
him feel secure at all. Peace is the only security 


City Clerk Miner said that the City recently underwent a revision to 
the location of our Website. At that time our Webmaster 
mistakenly gave the authority for uploading agendas and minutes 
to City Council, rather than to the City Clerk. We worked on that 
last week and that situation has been corrected. She believes that 
those agenda’s are on the web now , as that authority was 
restored to the City Clerk on Friday. 


Fred Porter of 3700 W. Holmes Rd. said there has been 
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something troubling him for years and that is the lack of adequate 
representation for neighborhoods. He suggested that maybe we 
need to seriously consider how we elect our officials. Do we really 
need At-Large candidates or should we not have eight Wards? He 
believes that if he had a Ward representative that he could speak 
to them directly as opposed to an At-Large candidate who really 
doesn't have any political pressure put on them by individual 
neighborhoods. He said that he was very pleased when the 
candidates were announced for the final round of 3rd Ward Council 
seat interviews. He thought that there was finally a turnaround 
where people who were really qualified were going to be given an 
opportunity to be his representative. He was quite disappointed in 
the results 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. said he was one of the 
eleven people who did not get the Council job. He spoke about the 
interview process and said that the City of Lansing will never know 
what kind of Councilmember he could have been for the 3rd Ward 
He said that he would support the person who did get the position 
and hopes that everything goes well 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that he appreciates what 
Councilmember Smith is doing with the fundraiser at the South 
Precinct. He said we need to help one another and to teach our 
kids our history. He asked that there not be any layoffs in the 
Police and Fire Departments. 


James Carter of 2550 Glen Cove said he was here for the SLU at 
2410 S. Pennsylvania. He has been to the Planning Board and 
has been to the Council and he would like to reiterate, the church 
is going to be a positive factor in the neighborhood. They will be a 
comerstone for the neighborhood. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he agrees with a 
speaker from last week who said that the Committee meetings 
should be televised and on the Website. Citizens should have the 
right to turn on the television and see the replays of the Committee 
meetings. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she attended a 
meeting of the Ingham County Commissioners where they were 
speaking about a conflict of interest with Ingham County Sheriff 
Wrigglesworth having to do with the Police and Fire Emergency 
Response System. It seems that our Police and Fire Personnel’s 
lives have been endangered with the current faulty communication 
system. She said Councilmember Smith has been unfairly target 
by a recall committee 

Michael John Simon of 3200 S. Washington said that he got new 
glasses for a closer look at Lansing. He said he gives Christine 
Timmon money and tries to help her with what ever she needs 
help with. He said he will continue to support her because he 
believes in her. The River Trail is a beautiful part of Lansing. Itis 
going to cost money to build the Rivertrail and we should look at 
putting money in other areas. Let’s put money in the right areas 
We need peace between Countries because it is God’s way. 
There have been a lot of bad killings in wars 


Anabel Dwyer of 1325 Lilac said the resolution on Iraq will help 
insure that we as citizens and public officials adhere to the US and 
Michigan Constitution and the United Nations Charter. She 
thanked the Council for their positive participation in this crucial 
democratic decision and urges continuation to insure a peaceful 
resolution in Iraq and elsewhere 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said the talk of war 
brings to mind what are we fighting for. We are fighting for 
democracy and the way we live. She has fought for freedom of 
speech for the last year because speaking time was taken away. 
She spoke about the way in which the time was taken away and 
said it was supposed to streamline meetings. We need to do 
everything we can to protect our freedom of speech. You may not 
agree with what is said, but the right to say it still exists because 
that is what the Constitution says. She spoke about the language 
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in the recall petition 


President Wood said there has only been one vote on the time 
issue and when it was talked about in Committee, streamlining the 
meetings was not talked about. 


Julie Alexander of 1429 Somerset Clove urged support of the 
adoption of a resolution to pursue peaceful and diplomatic 
alternatives to the war in Iraq. She said she is representing the 
Greater Lansing Network Against War in Iraq. a network of 35 
organizations and hundreds of individuals who have come together 
with a commitment to non-violent resolution to war. She thanked 
everyone at the City for the partnership that was formed in regard 
to the peace march. She urged the adoption of the resolution and 
encouraged the Council to become the 9th governmental body in 
the State of Michigan to adopt this resolution 


Ann Francis of 221 Leslie St. said that her organization GLNAW 
has been working hard to prevent a war with Iraq. Going to war is 
wrong because innocent people will die. This war will not solve the 
problem of terrorism and aggression, it will make it worse. This 
war will drain our Country and City of valuable resources, billions 
of dollars will go into this war which we don't have. She supports 
the resolution that is being considered and urges the Council to 
pass it 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said "RRD is still another word for tax 
abatement. He asked Mayor Benavides not to make cuts in the 
police department. He questioned the Council about the Adhoc 
Committee on Diversity and Contracts and said a statement was 
made about the date being changed. He has looked and can not 
find where that was changed, however, he did find other dates that 
had been extended, but not that one. He apologized to Mr. Weiner 
about his comment on the Rainy Day Fund, he made a mistake 


Ken Harrow of 1147 Daisy Lane spoke about the Iraq Resolution 
He said we are touched locally because we are going to march 
down Michigan Ave. and try to prevail on our citizens to take a 
stand. Council must vote in favor of this resolution 


Phillip Thorp of 14650 Center Rd. said that he could not speak 
anymore elegantly than the people who have already spoken 
regarding the resolution for peace. It is apparent why a statement 
should be made to Washington 


Anna Fisher of 321 N. Magnolia spoke in support of the peace 
resolution. She said if we can disarm Saddam without going to 
war, which is a stated objective of the Bush Administration, then 
how have we harmed our credibility. She questions what the Bush 
administration is doing by pushing us into war. 


Ellie Kennedy of 1120 N. Foster spoke in support of the anti-war 
resolution. She said that she is a gulf veteran. She urged the 
Council to vote for the resolution. She spoke about the number of 
veterans who are receiving disability or some form of disability 
compensation. There are neurological disorders associated with 
exposure of Gulf War veterans to low levels of gas, because they 
were not given the kind of protection needed. They are currently 
experiencing neurological disorders, including herself, that they are 
receiving financial compensation for. 


Jeff Finley of 226 Russell St. spoke regarding SLU-10-02 and 
asked the Council to give the same consideration that they would 
give to themselves if they were in the same business, and to use 
the same guidelines for everybody. 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W Jolly Rd. said he got the results of the vote 
for the 3rd Ward Council position about 5:00 P.M. and was not 
happy. He questioned if there was any diversity in the vote. The 
person that should have been sitting up there is Darnell Oldham 
Sr. That would have brought diversity to the Council. The only 
thing he saw was five rubber stamped votes. He told Mr. Williams 
not to get too comfortable in that chair, because he believes there 
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will be a new Councilmember come November. 
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Ray Pentz of 5731 Enterprise Dr. said he was here on behalf of 
Bills Heavy Duty, they had to be off the beaten path and asked the 
Council not to do for one what they don't do for others. 


Beth Monteith of 1445 Fine st. said she was here to speak about 
the resolution relative to the war in Iraq. She said that she 
believes that everyone understand that this war is a ridiculous 
undertaking at this time. She read some famous quotes, one by 
Martin Luther King Jr.; "A nation that continues year after year to 
spend more money on military and defense than on programs of 
social uplift is approaching spiritual death’. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. said she saw the new 
Councilmember on the news and he said that one of his goals will 
be to reduce flight to the suburbs, and to change the perception of 
fear. She agrees with him. In order to end flight and to get people 
to live here, we must stop tearing down beautiful historic homes. 
She suggested that we need to get due process into our code 
compliance

Vice President Bauer was joined by Mayor Benavides and 
representatives of Senator Virgil Berero's Office in the 
presentation of resolutions of tribute and a proclamation honoring 
the 100" Anniversary of Mayflower Congregational Church. 


Vice President Bauer presented the resolution of tribute adopted 
by City Council and complimented the members of Mayflower 
Congregational for their achievements and longevity in Lansing. 
She recognized particular longstanding members of the Church, as. 
well as their Pastor for their contributions to Lansing. Mayor 
Benavides said that the presence of the Church is the community 
is extremely important to our quality of life, and He is honored to 
present this proclamation to them tonight. He thanks them for 
doing God's work in our City. Pam Zeller of Senator Virgil 
Bernero’s Office presented a proclamation on behalf of the Senator 
and wished members of the congregation good luck in the future.

3. Proclamation; “Cover the Uninsured Week” 


Mayor Benavides presented a prociamation to Ted DeLeon and 
Maria Enriquez of the Mextizo Anishnabe Health Alliance (MAHA), 
funded by the Ingham County Health Plan Access to Health Care 
Initiative, an agency designed to reach out to members of the 
American Indian and Chicano/Latino community to assist them in 
procuring health care coverage. He expressed his appreciation for 
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this effort to help provide health care coverage to at risk families. 
He thanked the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation for helping to 
promote opportunities for health care in our community, and 
declares March 10 through 16" as “Cover the Uninsured” week in 
Lansing. 


Ted DeLeon said that the efforts of much of our community have 
been focused on the uninsured, and much of their organization has 
been working with Maria and her outreach workers to see that 
people have coverage for some of their medical needs. He said 
that 2,200,000 Michigan residents under the age of 65, or 26.3% of 
the public are uninsured. Of these, 73% are employed, but do not 
have access to health care through their employers. We should all 
be very aware that it is not just about insured versus uninsured, the 
use of emergency and other medical services by people who are 
uninsured place a strain on our medical system. People who are 
uninsured are much more likely to use hospital emergency rooms 
for treatment rather than visiting family doctors, thereby placing a 
strain on emergency services. A lot of situations surrounding the 
uninsured have to do with poverty. If you want a happy City, it has 
to be a healthy City and have health programs. An uninsured 
population taxes our emergency rooms and strains medical 
systems 


Maria Enriquez said that families with an annual income under 
21,000 are eligible for this program through Ingham County. 
Without this program these families would go without health care 
She urged anyone who needs, or knows someone else who needs 
their services to contact her.

President Wood, along with Mayor Benavides presented a 
resolution of tribute to representatives of All Children Connected to

1. In consideration of the issuance of a Make-Safe or Demolish to 
the owners of property located at 924 W. lonia 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer spoke in support of issuing an 
order for make safe or demolish at 924 W. lonia, saying that this 
neighborhood has lived with this fire damaged structure for two 
years. She is speaking on behalf of Jan Danado, who could not be 
here this evening. This building suffered fire damage two years 
ago and has sat vacant and unrepaired since then with the 
weather contributing further deterioration to the structure. The 
neighborhood is asking that the buildin be demolished. It could 
have been saved, had reconstruction begun in a timely manner, 
but the additional damage caused by leaving the home exposed to 
the elements would cost too much to repair now. She said that the 
audience in Council Chambers is having difficulty hearing what is 
being said at the dais tonight 


Hazel Bethea of 1002 W. Shiawassee stated her support for the 
demolition of this structure. This building is an eyesore to their 
neighborhoods. Two other homes in this neighborhood have been 
destroyed by fire. Owners should be made to repair these homes 
in an expendient manner for the safety of the neighborhood. She 
would like Code Compliance to get on board and do something 
about these fire damage properties. They are making the 
neighborhood look bad 


Dennis C. Cullinan of 1002 W lonia St. stated his support for the 
demolition of this property. The fire happened more than 2 years 
ago. Last summer the owner was out with workers tearing the rest 
of the roof off, but he has not come back to put a new roof on or 
make other repairs. He stated that he has been mowing this 
property for 12 years so that it does not overrun his yard, and 
would like to purchase the lot without the house on it so that he 
could turn it into a credit to the neighborhood 


Marji Seeman of 629 W. Lapeer stated her support for the 
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neighborhood

Courtney Cole of 3424 Braeburn Dr. said she is here to talk about 
the Hope Scholarship Fund, because itis not inclusive. She feels 
that it is unfair that the Hope Scholarship Program is only open to 
students of the Lansing School District. She attends the San 
Koufa Academy. There are many deserving students that do not 
attend LSD schools that are not elgible for this program. She 
asked Council to consider opening this program up to make it 
accessible to everyone 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said the orders to make- 
safe or demolish should have been issued at 924 W. lonia last 
year. She stated her opposition to the effort to recall 
Councilmembers Meyer and Smith, saying it is time to recall the 
recall. She declared that the election/campaign process is not 
subject to freedom of speech. The clarity of recall ballot language 
must be attested to by a Judge who sits on the County Election 
Commission. She accused the recall committee of making 
misleading statements and said she wants the City of Lansing 
Election Commission to do something about it. She said that 
"Patty Pipeline’ is coming to town and will debate the relative 
merits of pipelines vs. gasoline tankers with “Tommy Tanker.” 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. said that major streets 
are cleared of snow in a timely manner, not so secondary streets.

BY COUNCILMEMBER JOAN BAUER

WHEREAS, in 1891 a band of Congregationalists, known as 
Plymouth Church and Society, saw fit to establish a Bible School 
which met in Byrd's Hall at the corner of Division and West Main 
Streets in south Lansing; and

imminent so in 1897 land and a chapel building were provided by 
Plymouth Church at the northeast corner of Logan and St. Joseph 
streets where the fellowship became known as the Mayflower 
Branch of Plymouth Church with thirty-nine members; and 


WHEREAS, on March 12, 1903, this fellowship saw fit to charter 
itself as a new and independent church known as the Mayflower 
Congregational Church; and 


WHEREAS, like most churches of the time, its congregation 
continued to grow and increase so in 1910 a new building was 
commenced at the northwest comer of then Logan and St. Joseph 
Streets, and then in 1957 a new building was commenced at the 
current location of 2901 West Mount Hope Avenue; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayflower Congregational Church has survived 
good times and bad times, but always remaining true to its 
Congregational roots while honoring its Creator, administering to 
its parishioners and serving the needs of its followers and the 
Lansing community in general with worship and outreach services, 
education, music, and social programs with a congregation of 115 
members; and

Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove said she would like to 
honor Cesar Chavez.

She spoke 
about the Election Commission meeting and said that she was 
puzzled by this meeting. She said that she read the charter and 
the state constitution and they talk about election but they do not 
talk about recall. She is very doubtful that this is something that is 
covered by the Election Commission. She said there was nothing 
on the flyers that had not been written, documented or said. This 
was just another delay tactic, but this recall is real. Flyers are a 
form of free press. They will continue to fight for the recall 


City Attorney Smiertka said the Election Commission is authorized 
by State statute and City Charter and consists of three members 
the City Clerk, City Attorney and City Assessor by virtue of their 
office. Their responsibility is to insure that all elections in the City 
are conducted properly according to rules and procedures. This 
commission was looking at the issue of literature being distributed 
stating that an official body had acted in a certain way and had 
approved the recall. The Commission found that there was the 
possibility of the public being misled or confused by the flyers. The 
Commission asked the circulator to reword the flier so as to 
remove the potential for confusion. It is his understanding that the 
circulator has agreed to revise the circular so that it does not 
appear to have been approved by an official body. Additionally, the 
Commission raised issues about some of the language that was 
being used, that was bordering on liable and slander. The 
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Commission advised the petitioner to consult his attorney 
regarding legal liability. So, what the election commission did was 
make sure that this was done fairly and uniformly under the laws 
of the State 


City Clerk Miner said the City Charter of Lansing does address 
recalls and their conduct, and establishes the oversight of elections 
with the Election Commission 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, questioned who the language 
had to be fixed for regarding the recall. He feels this is a freedom 
of speech issue. He said we are still working on freedom of 
speech. He said Dr. Chavez did not get what was due him, which 
He should have gotten a long time ago. He said we have the right 
to protest the war. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said the right thing was done 
by trying to straighten up the recall petition. She spoke about the 
FIA taking children and said this is a real problem that we should 
be paying attention to. She spoke about the pipeline and said 
there are very few people who want to keep 75 hundred tankers on 
the road. She said the officials at Wolverine do not understand 
why Lansing officials don’t see the need to have these tankers 
taken off the road. 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. said last week he read an article 
about Councilmember's pay raises. This is another junk story, and 
the publishers of the State Journal owe Sandy Allen and Harold 
Leeman an apology. There are better stories to report on. He 
said the Wolverine Company has not done anything to improve the 
situation in Blackman Township.

The City Council of the City of Lansing met in regular session and 
was called to order at 7:00 P.M. by President Wood.

Mayor’s Budget Message for Fiscal Year 2003-2004 
President Wood, City Council Members and Fellow Citizens; 


As you know, for cities and states throughout this nation this is the 
most difficult budget year in almost twenty years. The impact of 
war, the uncertain economy, the large budget deficits in the federal 
and state budgets, create stress and strain for our City's budget 


Yet, in spite of the severe problems, | am pleased that | can 
present to the Council a budget that will maintain the fundamental 
services and policies that our citizens have come to expect. 


The challenges that we have had to meet in preparing this budget 
include a 18.3% percent increase in health care costs, an 
additional 3.0% reduction in state shared revenues and increases 
in salaries and wages required by our collective bargaining 
agreements 


Yet we have been fortunate that there is a small growth in our 
income tax revenues and we are actually seeing an increase in 
property taxes. Compared to many other communities, we are in 
relatively good shape. Nevertheless, our anticipated expenditures 
exceed our reduced revenues by 2.2% of the total general fund 
budget 


We are taking a conservative approach to resolving the coming 
year's problems. We do not have to make drastic reductions in our 
operations or capital investments as is happening at the state 
level. We do not have to make significant changes in our fee 
structures. Nor do we have to raise taxes. 


We do, however, maintain all of our policies for sound fiscal 
management, including our 5% infrastructure funding, our use of 
reserves policy and our commitment to using one time revenues 
for infrastructure improvements. 


The budget for FY04 is based upon a total property tax rate of 
15.93 mills, including debt service, the same as last year. This is 
a decrease of 1.47 mills over the last ten years. 


The budget recommendation for the General Fund is $107.3 
million, a 2.8% increase over the original FY 2003 budget. The 
FY04 budget is fully funded with projected revenues of $105 million 
and use of our reserves of $2.3 million. 


Use of Reserves 
Over the past several years, as we saw the budget crisis 


approaching, our departments have budgeted frugally and 
managed carefully. Furthermore, we had the foresight to develop 


and fully fund our budget stabilization fund (our rainy day fund) 
And through careful management we saved money in our fund 
balance 


By adhering to our recommended financial policies we did not use 
onetime revenues to add to our base. We cooperated with our 
unions to insure that our reserves would be maintained to avoid 
layoffs and provide for basic services. For this | would like to thank 
our unions and employees for working with us in the good times to 
help prepare for these economic slow downs. 


These policies put us in an excellent position to weather the storms 
that are now upon us. We can maintain our operations and meet 
our obligation to have a balanced budget by using our reserves 
And to protect us against continued bad times in the future, we 
have agreed upon a policy that will only use a maximum of 20% of 
our reserves in any one year, or approximately 2% of our general 
fund budget. 


Thus, it will not be necessary to make severe cuts or undermine 
the fundamental services that we have built together over the last 
decade. We can make modest changes that will help us sustain 
our basic operations, with the hope that even these changes can 
be restored in good times. 


Vacancy Factor 


In January, we took the initial steps to address the budget deficit. 
Mayor Hollister and |_ presented to Council an executive order to 
hold open the equivalent of 5% of all positions in every 
department. This means that we will keep these positions on our 
table of organization, but we will not fill certain positions that are 
already or will become vacant during the coming fiscal year. 


Over the past ten years we have built into the budget a vacancy 
rate for all of our positions. This vacancy rate assumes that a 
certain number of positions will always be open as we experience 
the normal staff turn-over in an organization with over 1250 
employees. In some departments the vacancy rate has been 
equivalent to 5%, in others not. But this year, we have required 
that each department maintain the equivalent of a 5% vacancy 
rate, in addition to the normal vacancy rate attributable to staff 
turn-over. 


Department directors have worked diligently with their staff to 
identify positions that they can hold open for the coming year 
without undermining basic services. This has been difficult for all 
departments, and we are all grateful to city employees for stepping 
up to this challenge. 


This policy has raised the concerns of Council and the public as 
they have looked at the details of which positions will be held open, 
particularly in the police and fire departments. | would like to 
assure the Council and the public that we have made a 
commitment that in these departments, as well as in others, the 
vacancies will have a minimal affect on the direct citizen services 
that it is our responsibility to provide. As Council reviews the 
budget prior to their action in May, we will once again explain the 
rationale for and impact of the vacancies that police and fire will 
hold open and how they will affect direct services, 


After the books are closed on Fiscal Year 2003 and the State 
Budget is finalized, we will assess our residuals and fund balance 
and the full impact of state budget cuts and determine if we can fill 
any of the positions that are held open. | will then propose a 
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policy to Council that will commit to restore critical positions, 
especially those in the areas of public safety, as quickly as we can, 
ifit does not require further use of reserves 


Operating Reductions 


In addition to the 5% vacancy rate, we have asked each 
department to reduce their operating budgets by 10% in Fiscal 
Year 2003 with no additional increase in FY04. This reduction also 
applies to our special service contracts with our Lansing lobbyist 
and our public information firm. These reductions will have an 
impact on programs and services, but again, our staff are 
committed to give the highest priority to essential operations. 


Other Budget Reduction Strategies 
Our other strategies for reducing the budget for FY04 are 


prefunding retirement health care in FY03; 
reducing fringe accounts because of the vacancy rate; 
keeping deputy director positions open in several departments; 
reducing training programs; 

funding the Mayor's Initiative on Race and Diversity in FY03; 


Sustaining Capital Improvements 


In spite of our budget reductions, we believe it is essential that we 
continue our commitment to setting 5% of our general fund dollars 
aside for capital improvements, including supporting the 
maintenance of our streets and continued, although reduced, traffic 
calming and sidewalk maintenance program. Our commitment to 
existing policies and refraining from deferring needed capital 
improvements will allow us to move Lansing forward 


The total recommended budget for capital projects is $42 million 
This includes $1 million for general infrastructure for basic 
maintenance and improvement, $2.7 million in Parks 
improvements, $9.5 million in parking and street improvements, 
$28.6 million in sewer improvements including sewer separation, 
and $344,000 in public safety for fire apparatus 


Lansing’s Financial Health 


Despite the state of the national economy Lansing’s financial 
health is strong. Our unemployment rate is among the lowest in 
the state at 3.8%. We have had a long succession of balanced 
budgets, maintained infrastructure improvements and have 
collective bargaining agreements that are based upon the rate of 
inflation 


We have gained and maintained a strong and respected financial 
position with major credit rating agencies. We have a AA+ credit 
rating from both Fitch and Standards and Poors, and a Aa3 from 
Moody's 


We have a Budget Stabilization Fund currently funded at $10.2 
million. After we appropriate the FY04 budget, it will be at $8.1 
million 


Our retirement systems are strong and include pre-funding of 
health care. The Police and Fire Retirement System is 111.4% 
funded. The General Employees Retirement System is 89.6% 
funded 


Improving Neighborhoods and Quality of Life 
I have made strengthening neighborhoods a major commitment of 
my administration. These commitments are borne out in this 
budget through a variety of programs. Some of them are our 
administrative initiatives, some are priorities of City Council 


We will purchase 16 new police vehicles that will support our team 


police units. A new medic unit will be delivered in July (a fully 
equipped emergency medical care unit) 


Our Parks Department will improve services and programs for 
senior citizens and provide the same number of athletic programs, 
kids camps and other summer programs they had last year. We 
will also continue to rebuild playgrounds and improve both 
neighborhood and city parks throughout the city. 


Our Public Service Department will introduce a refuse system pilot 
program which will provide a free supply of green bags along with 
a 90 gallon container for any new city customer. This will both 
improve competitiveness with other providers and reduce litter in 
the neighborhoods. 


We will establish a special neighborhood clean-up program for 
those neighborhoods not covered by the Community Development 
Block Grant clean-up program. Using the Moores Park 
Neighborhood model, we will work with neighborhood groups to 
create special clean-up days and provide large trash containers 
that neighbors can use to discard items that our refuse collection 
cannot pick up. 


We will continue our successful Neighborhood Grants that provide 
seed money for neighborhood improvements and set aside 
additional CDBG grants and other planning funds to support 
special projects in our Community Government endeavors. 


In addition to this successful neighborhood grant program, | am 
happy to announce an exciting new program this year. Through 
the creativity of the Parks Department, we are launching the Park 
Challenge grant. This grant will give community groups an 
opportunity to raise funds for a special project and get a one-to 
one match from Park Millage Funds. We will be launching this 
program with further announcement on the details of this grant 
later this spring 


Recognizing the importance of the City Market and its historic role 
in the downtown, | am recommending some additional funds that 
will enable the LEPFA Board and the EDC to work together to 
develop micro-enterprise opportunities for new merchants at the 
market and to encourage new marketing strategies for the coming 
summer. 


Finally, in support of the work done by the Ad Hoc Committee on 
South Cedar Corridor and to advance the proposal to develop 
three of our major corridors, the Planning Department will contract 
with our Economic Development Corporation to organize plans for 
corridor development and provide seed money for special projects 
to implement short term strategies. 


Business and Downtown Development 


We must continue to support our business community and 
downtown to provide for quality jobs for our citizens. We will 
continue to work with General Motors to ensure construction of a 
new facility under our Act 425 agreement with Delta Township, and 
develop opportunities for parts suppliers in the area. 


And while we are working on new initiatives for neighborhoods, we 
cannot neglect our downtown. | will forward to you 
recommendations to improve downtown. With input from our local 
businesses, we will develop a comprehensive program to attract 
new development from the private sector in coordination with 
further development of state offices in Lansing 


At the same time we must not forget our existing building 
infrastructure. We have reconvened the Blue Ribbon Committee 
on Downtown Development and have asked that all downtown 
property owners join together to develop a strategy to improve 
downtown 
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| hope to announce soon a new strategy for downtown 
development that will keep firms downtown and recruit new 
businesses. Part of this strategy will be a special fund for 
downtown development that will create incentives and be a tool for 
innovative efforts to fill empty buildings and shops. 


Council Budget Priorities 


The Council asked that the Administration develop next year's 
budget by protecting essential services, using the budget 
stabilization fund to prevent layoffs and use tax increases only as a 
last resort. We have followed Council's guidelines and have 
protected essential services and prevented layoffs by using the 
budget stabilization fund. And we have not raised taxes 


In regard to sewer increases, we have maintained our plan to have 
a 4% increase in sewer rates starting in October. The 
Departments of Finance and Public Service will be developing a 
plan to assist low income and fixed income users by establishing a 
low income sewer credit, modeled on the state’s home heating tax 
credit. We will present this plan to you later in the year. 


In regard to improving our ability to interface and exchange data, 
we are implementing a new Financial Management System which 
will enable us to improve our process for managing financial 
transactions and purchasing. This system will also enable all 
departmental budget staff to have accurate and up-to-date 
information on all their accounts. And it will facilitate preparing the 
budget and analyzing the need for transfers. In addition it will 
improve our purchasing systems and give us more complete 
information on city contracts 


Our Purchasing Division has begun to track contracts with women 
and minority owned businesses. In addition, they have started to 
advertize for city bids in minority owned newspapers. They also 
participate in a purchasing consortium of local institutions (the 
Lansing Area Public Purchasing Group), including Lansing 
Community College, Cooley Law School, Board of Water and 
Light, Ingham County, the State of Michigan and Michigan State 
University in order to collectively improve opportunities for women 
and minority owned businesses to get contracts from government 
agencies. 


Our Human Relations and Community Services Department has 
launched the Mayor's Initiative on Race and Diversity. We began 
this historic initiative on February 28 with a Forum keynoted by 
Harvard Law Professor and writer Lanie Guinere. Six workshops 
set the stage for on-going task forces that will develop and 
implement strategies. Thank you, City Council, for supporting this 
important project 


We have maintained funding in the budget for seasonal code 
compliance personnel. In addition, through our Community 
Government program, we are mapping code compliance violations, 
including abandoned buildings. Our mapping will include over a 
dozen indices that will give us a comprehensive picture of each 
section of the City. With this information, we will be better able to 
coordinate intervention and assistance strategies. 


As Council requested, we have budgeted $75,000 for continuing 
traffic calming programs. We appreciate the cooperation of 
Council, and particularly the Public Service Committee, in building 
consensus with neighborhoods about traffic calming proposals. 


Council has asked that the police department allocate $60,000 to 
provide overtime funds to address problems in zero tolerance 
areas. The Community Government program is designed to 
identify and work with neighborhoods that have special 
circumstances and needs. In those areas designated for 
Community Government intervention, we will coordinate and focus 
resources, including additional police resources as needed. 


The Community Government program will enable our officers to 


continue the excellent work already done by the Department in 
building trust and good working relations between neighborhood 
organizations, citizens and team police officers 


We continue to add video cameras to police vehicles. In the 
coming fiscal year, we will add twelve additional cameras as well 
as utilize new technology for storing recordings of police stops. 


On the issue of expediting and front-loading positions for public 
safety, we will make every effort to continue this practice once we 
determine whether our budget allows for additional hiring to reduce 
the 5% vacancy factor. 


In response to the Council's policies on Parks and Recreation, this 
budget does not reduce any staff in the Forestry Operation, so we 
continue our commitment to improve the tree trimming and 
replacement cycle. We will also purchase an additional chipper 
and high bucket truck that will enable our foresters to speed the 
cycle of trimming large trees 


We have added funding to the Economic Development 
Corporation, as part of the Corridor Initiative, that will provide seed 
money for beautification projects along major corridors. Proposals 
for beautification will be considered as part of a comprehensive 
planning process that Councilmember Allen has already 
undertaken on South Cedar Street and that has been underway 
through the Physical Development Committee of the Southside 
Summit Process. Beautification will include upkeep and weed 
control for the bricks along South Cedar Street. 


In addition our Planning Department, in collaboration with EDC, 
has begun a special corridor study program that will add 
information and provide for public input into corridor improvement 
and beautification efforts 


In order to maintain park amenities, the Department has 
programmed millage funds for renovating restroom facilities at 
Westside, Bancroft, Davis and Kircher parks. We are repairing 
basketball courts at Gier, Marshall and Ormond Parks, rebuilding 
the tennis courts at Letts Center and St. Joseph Park and 
improving the balifields at Francis Park. We are replacing 
playground equipment at Seventh, Reola, Elm and Edmore parks 
The Department is continuing its Adopt A Park program which 
include some of the parks where the amenities are being 
enhanced. And the Department is continuing its RSVP River Trail 
Patrol Program in cooperation with the Police Department 


We still anticipate that the South Washington Armory will be 
returned to the City in the foreseeable future. This facility and its 
outbuildings lend themselves to a community center and a service 
garage that could replace the Oak Park garage. Funds from the 
earlier effort to develop the Southside Community Center are in 
reserve and funds borrowed for the First Tee program are being 
repaid. This is the first of four installments on repayment. 


| will also formulate a policy for Council consideration on the use of 
our existing police precincts. We need to consider the pros and 
cons of permanent Cityowned facilities. Now is the time to 
evaluate and provide options for the Council prior to our current 
leases expiring 


Turning now to the Council's priorities regarding the Public Service 
Department, the City will continue to invest in road repair as it has 
over the past seven years. | am recommending that we sustain 
our road improvement and repair program by budgeting $7 million 
for major and local roads as well as gravel roads. 


The Public Service Department is also beginning the process of 
developing a multi-year plan for sidewalk, alley and gravel road 
repair and installation. Needless-tosay this year we are 
constrained in funding these efforts, but we can begin to identify 
the needs, develop a plan and begin the process 
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I have asked the Departments to prepare responses to Council's 
other items on Public Service, including the noise barrier along US- 
127; repairing the Pennsylvania Avenue Boulevard strip between 
Main and Hazel Street; rerouting left turn traffic from east bound 
Michigan onto Howard Street; coordinating CSO and street repair 
on South Washington before the 2004 R.E. Olds Celebration: 
installation of green arrows and traffic lights in congested 
intersections; installing pavement markings in newly paved areas 
in a more timely manner; restriping on a more frequent basis; and 
oversight of contractors during construction and clean-up 


I have also asked our Finance Department to research the costs of 
installing antique lighting fixtures along several historic streets and 
corridors. | agree with Council's priorities for such placement and 
it is my plan to begin placing these fixtures and continue the 
process on a yearly basis 


Conclusion 


President Wood and Members of the City Council, the budget that | 
am presenting to you is austere and restrained. Department 
Directors and staff have carefully analyzed areas where we can 
hold the line on hiring staff without affecting basic services. While 
we recognize Council and the public will focus on our decision to 
keep public safety positions open, we are confident that we can 
provide the same level of basic public safety services as we have 
provided in the past. Neither the Council nor the public need fear 
that their safety is being put at risk by this budget. 


We are fortunate that we had the foresight to build a Budget 
Stabilization Fund and to begin constraining expenditures over the 
past two years. Through this fiscally sound policy and 
management we are able to utilize the funds that we have set 
aside for a rainy day and not layoff workers or diminish essential 
services 


| am grateful that we, in the City of Lansing, have a devoted 
professional staff who are committed to serve our citizens. With 
this staff, their leadership and the good working relations between 
the Administration and Council, we will be able to face these 
difficult times with the confidence that the finances of our City are 
sound and our future promising. We can go forward into the new 
fiscal year and continue to make Lansing a familyfriendly City that 
has a “Yes, We Can” attitude that will enable us to meet the 
challenges and continue to create a great city.

Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


In consideration of the acceptance of a grant from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources for the Extension of the River 
Trail South Loop Development from Potter Park 


Murdock Jemerson, Director of Parks and Recreation, explained 
the Grant Proposal that will be voted on this evening. He went 
over the results of the public meeting that was held March 11, 
2003. He said the resolution that is being voted on tonight will 
allow us to go ahead and submit the Grant to the Department of 
Natural Resources for the first phase of the River Trail Extension 
heading south 


Bob Ford, Consultant and President of Landscape Architect and 
Planners, said the Grant being voted on is the connection for the 
existing trail. He displayed a map that showed where the River 
Trail would be as a result of the River Trail Study. 


Councilmember Allen asked for clarification. The initial proposal 
included going down by the river near Lindberg Dr. Mr. Ford 
responded by saying that was included in the original proposal, but 
due to citizens concerns that was part was eliminated. 


Bill Guerin of 1700 Lindberg Dr. thanked Councilmembers who 
came to their neighborhood meetings to hear their concerns and 
said he does support the modified plan that has been proposed. 


Suzanne Elms-Barclay of 1628 Lindberg said she is in support of 
the River Trail and encourages that there be an overhead bridge 
be put on Mt. Hope because it can be a very busy area. She 
would like to have curb cuts in the sidewalk by the golf course 


Edward Spink of 1636 Lindberg commended the Parks 
Department on their sensitivity to neighborhood concerns.

He said the 
grants from MDOT and the Department of Natural Resources are 
all very good, but what is it going to cost to maintain the additions 
to the River Trail? The City cannot afford this.

(B) DEFINITIONS.

OTHER UTILITIES FURNISHED TO THE OCCUPANTS. 


(3) "AUTHORITY" MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY; MCL SECTION 
125.1401, ET SEQ. 


(4) "CITY" MEANS THE CITY OF LANSING, A MICHIGAN 
MUNICIPAL CORPORATION 


(5) "COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION" MEANS THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF THE REHABILITATION OF THE 
EXISTING FACILITIES LOCATED IN LANSING AT 517 NORTH 
WALNUT. 


(6) "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT" MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF 
OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS 
THE AUTHORITY DETERMINES IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF 
THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR

(8) "LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES" MEANS LOW 
INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES AS DEFINED IN SECTION 
15(A)(7) OF THE ACT. 


(9) "MORTGAGE LOAN" MEANS A FEDERALLY-AIDED OR 
AUTHORITY-AIDED MORTGAGE OR ADVANCE FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AS DEFINED IN THE ACT, TO THE SPONSOR FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMANENT FINANCING OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 

(10) "SPONSOR" MEANS PERSON(S) OR ENTITIES WHICH 
HAVE APPLIED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR A MORTGAGE LOAN

APPLY AND FOR WHICH A SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE PAID 
IN LIEU OF SUCH TAXES SHALL BE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH ARE FINANCED OR ASSISTED 
PURSUANT TO THE ACT. IT IS FURTHER DETERMINED THAT 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IS OF THIS CLASS. 


(D) ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU

(1) SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS PRECEDENT IN

ORDINANCE #01065 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND SECTION 656.02 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING BY PROVIDING FOR PARKS AREAS 
DESIGNATED BY THE DIRECTOR OF PARKS AND 
RECREATION, OR HIS OR HER DESIGNEE, AND REVIEWED

COUNCIL AS BEING LEASH FREE DOG PARKS. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Section 656.02 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan be, and hereby is, amended to read as 
follows 


656.02. Animals. 


(a) Asused in this section, "animal" includes, but is not limited to, 
reptiles, amphibians, insects, fish, birds and mammals. "Animal" 
does not include human beings. 


(b) No person shall bring or permit any animal owned by him or 
her, or under his or her control, upon any City park, when 
prohibited and so posted by the Parks and Recreation Department, 
or when it is being used for an organized event pursuant to the 
authorization of the City, unless advance written permission to do 
so is obtained from the Director of Parks and Recreation or his or 
her authorized agent 


(c) No person shall bring or permit any animal owned by him or 
her, or under his or her control, upon any park at any time, unless 
the animal is restricted by enclosure in a cage or other enclosure 
of adequate strength. This provision does not apply to dogs which 
may be brought upon any park, except as prohibited by subsection 
(b) hereof or any other provision of these Codified Ordinances, 
provided that they are restrained by a leash of adequate strength, 
which leash is not longer than six feet. THIS SUBSECTION 
SHALL NOT APPLY TO DOGS IN A PROPERLY FENCED PARK 
AREA DESIGNATED BY THE DIRECTOR OF PARKS AND 
RECREATION, OR HIS OR HER DESIGNEE, AND REVIEWED 
BY THE PARKS BOARD AND APPROVED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL AS BEING LEASH FREE DOG PARKS 


(d)_ No person shall bring or permit any dog or cat owned by him 
or her or under his or her control into any park at any time without 
possessing at all times a container of sufficient size to collect and 
Temove dog or cat droppings. The person shall exhibit the 
container upon the request of any City official or law enforcement 
officer 


(e) Any person who owns, harbors, keeps, is in charge of or is in 
control of any dog or cat while in a park shall immediately remove 
all droppings deposited by such dog or cat in a park by placing the 
droppings in a container being carried for such purpose. The 
droppings shall be removed by the person owning, harboring 
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keeping, in charge of or in control of the dog or cat in the park by a 
sanitary method to the property of the person owning, harboring, 
keeping, in charge of or in control of such dog or cat. 


(f)The prohibitions of subsections (b) through (e) hereof shall not 
apply to: 
(1) Horses, dogs or other animals being used by the Police 
Department or by any other governmental agency in the course 
of its duties; 
(2) Seeing eye dogs or other animals being used by 
handicapped persons for the purpose of assistance in 
connection with their handicaps; or 


(3) Animal-drawn vehicles being operated with the permission 
of the City 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with these provisions are 
repealed.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
RESPONSE TO COMMENTS 


David Weiner, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, said he 
would like to respond to comments made earlier this evening 
There was an impression that there is going to be significant cuts 
in the Police Dept. Budget. Currently there are anywhere from 100 
to 125 police officers assigned to patrol on our streets everyday 
What was proposed in the budget is keeping open two out of 100 
to 125 positions. The Fire Department keeps a vacancy factor, 
and if vacancies are open, then we meet our obligation to provide 
53 firefighters on staff at all times. That is a function of the union 
contract that we have. We are not proposing any reductions in that 
number. The vacancies that we are talking about is when people 
retire positions will be left open. When we get into the budget you 
will see that we have hundreds of thousand of dollars devoted to 
repairs and renovations including the riverwalk for this year. The 
money that was suggested be moved from the River Trail to 
general services can not be done because that is millage money 
and that must be dedicated to park activity. In regard to the 
administrative fleet and reducing it, this is used by code 
compliance and building safety employees. We have done 
research, and there is no cost savings generated by making 
people drive their own cars. We maintain an administrative fleet 
because the expense of paying them for mileage is greater. We 
have done this research several times. Comments were made 
about Sister Cities traveling expenses. Everyone pays their own 
way for these trips. The city does not pick up any of the cost. He 
said a friend of his, Amy Demello, passed away this week. She 
was a dance teacher and a person who was loved by the 
thousands of students that she had over the fifty years that she 
taught. She brought great pleasure to many peoples lives, and he 
wanted to praise her and thank her for all that she has given to the 
community over the years.

» Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Larned, director of the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of Transgenderd Persons spoke 
regarding the closing of the SBC office in Lansing and the potential 
for layoffs because of it. She spoke regarding the Police 
Department and the vacancy factor, and urged City Council to 
adopt an anti-discrimination ordinance protecting residents against 
discrimination based on sexual preference 


City Attorney Smiertka reported that the next speaker has hired 
attorneys who have enjoined anyone from the City from discussing 
the issues surrounding his property with anyone but them. They 
have placed a letter on the City Council agenda demanding that all 
communications on the matter of 800 and 812 E. St. Joseph St. be 
directed to them exclusively. Consequently, the City and it's 
representatives may not discuss the issue with him and must 
communicate with his attorneys 


Peter DeLuca of 800 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding the problems 
he is having with the City regarding property at 800 and 812 E. St 
Joseph. He said that the planning department has lost all of the 
paperwork regarding his purchase of the property and limitations 
placed upon it. He can supply them with copies if necessary. He 
warned the City to stop interfering with his ability to sell this 
property. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that he believes Mr. 
DeLuca is right about his property. He said there is no reason for 
the war with Iraq, and we should not be wasting life in this way. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he is experiencing 
problems with the volume of City Council Meeting replays on 
Channel 12. He said the Parks and Recreation Department should 
use some of the Parks Millage funds to pay for the upkeep of golf 
courses and tennis courts instead of extension of the Rivertrail 


Judy Hackett of 625 N. Pennsylvania thanked Councilmembers 
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and the Mayor's staff for helping with the ENO Souper last 
Saturday. This was a wonderful event and their support was very 
much appreciated. They are very supportive of all neighborhood 
associations, and each one appreciates it. She stated her support 
for a leash free dog park and said she hopes this proposal goes 
forward. She asked Council to support the request for help with 
funding of the Evening of Memories event at Eastern High School 
for senior citizens. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that the Police and 
Fire Chiefs are safe now. County Commissioner Mark Grebner 
has earned an A+ from her for selecting the right communications 
system provider. She stated that 7,130 people have died in 
highway fatalities related to tanker accidents and we need to keep 
tankers off the roads. The new pipelines are safer than the old 
ones were. They are constructed better and made of better 
materials. She reported that she picketed Congressman Roger's 
Office today. She made accusations about the Family 
Independence Agency removing children from the custody of their 
parents 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. said he read about 
Councilmember pay raises in the newspaper again this week. He 
urged Councilmembers to vote any pay raise down, He suggested 
that the Mayor's public relations firm be eliminated and the money 
they would have been paid could be used to fund the DARE 
program. He spoke in favor of eliminating city cell phones and city 
cars as a means of reducing the budget 


Raymond Ziarno of 1615 James thanked Councilmembers for 
adopting the resolution calling for a peaceful resolution to the war 
in Iraq. He stated that he supports the concept of leash free dog 
parks, however, he is not supportive of the proposed location of 
such a park in Scott Woods. The East Wood Pond in Scott Woods 
is a wildlife habitat area. Putting a leash free dog park there would 
endanger many species of wild life. He urged Councilmembers to 
find an alternative location for the leash free dog park, because the 
first time a dog swims out into that pond it is going to destroy every 
duckling and rabbit nest out there. There are many other attractive 
locations that could be used.

T. Van Fox of MHT Housing, Inc. at 20505 W. 12 Mile Rd. in 
Southfield said he will soon be the owner of Hickory Woods 
apartments at 601 Sadie Ct. They have submitted a letter on 
tonight's agenda requesting the issuance of a PILOT (Payment of 
a Service Charge in Lieu of Taxes) tax abatement. His plans for 
rehabilitation of the property include a new police mini station, 
along with other capital improvements.

Melissa Robinson of 1121 E. Larned St. said she is a candidate for 
Mayor and the Director of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Transgendered Persons. She asked Council to 
adopt a civil rights ordinance protecting sexual orientation 


Rick Kibbey of 1609 E. Kalamazoo spoke regarding the letter from 
Mayor Benavides submitting the recommendations of the Boys 
Training School Advisory Implementation Committee for 
development of the BTS property.

1. Presentation; Ferris Development Oak Park Neighborhood 
Preservation Project 


Mayor Benavides presented certificates of appreciation to Roger 
Newcomb of Ferris Development, a housing organization that has 
been in existence since 1994 and completed numerous projects in 
our community. They have been involved in educating individuals 
and through their programs eighthundred fifty families have 
benefitted by becoming property owners.

This program 
encourages groups, organizations, families, labor unions and 
businesses to adopt certain sections of the Grand and Red Cedar 
Rivers as they flow through Lansing and to keep the banks clear.

Jennifer Rostar, Water Stewardship Coordinator for the Ingham 
County Conservation District, invited everyone to come out and 
participate in the clean-up. She said they are the body that 
coordinates all of the five-hundred volunteers that come out to help 
clean up the rivers. She said we all have a responsibility towards 
this beautiful natural resource that comes through our City.

The renters can call code compliance 
and they will red tag their house leaving them no place to live 
‘She asked the Council to address the ordinance that pertains to

> Public Comment on Agenda Item: 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes said after reviewing the material 
and listening to the information presented today, and given the fifty 
percent vacancy factor for office space in downtown Lansing, he 
feels that we have enough parking lots. He said this is a public 
commitment that will benefit a private entity. 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn Dr. questioned if the money 
generated from tax revenue would go back to the general fund and 
benefit the City and the people who live in the City. He questioned 
who was going to manage this project. He said the rate for the 
parking spaces is ridiculous. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he is having a problem with the 
amount of money that is being paid for parking spaces. The 250 
parking spaces that Boji has committed to is being phased in and 
the building is going to be on the tax rolls for fifteen years even 
though the lease is for fifty years. 


City Attorney Smiertka said we are not here today to approve an 
agreement. The only thing before Council today is a request to 
approve a notice of intent to be printed in the newspaper allowing 
for a forty-five day notice, to start the Bond period running. The 
agreement will be placed on file starting Monday in the City Clerk's 
Office. There will be an opportunity to talk again about this 
agreement, there will be a Public Hearing on this agreement afer it 
has been on file for thirty days, and then the public will have the 
opportunity to speak again when it is up for approval. There will 
also be an opportunity to speak before the bonds are authorized to 
be sold. He said the City is purchasing more than land and leases 
so there are other considerations than just parking spaces. 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. said that he would like to 
know the number of jobs that would be generated by this project. 
He said that he was pleased to hear that local union labor will be 
used. It is unfortunate that the tax money will not come back into 
the community. 

Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope questioned why the Ellis Parking 
Lot is the only parking lot that is one hundred percent filled and the 
others are not. If Ellis is one hundred percent filled why do they 
need the City’s money. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she was very 
concerned about having this meeting at 3:30 in the afternoon.

John Truscott of 222 W. Genesee spoke about the way downtown 
Lansing was when he was growing up and said unfortunately, 
downtown has changed and we need to address that.

§ 1.150-2(c)) under general Federal income tax 
principles (as determined at the time the expenditure is

(5) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City or the 
Authority in reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution 
will be used in a manner described in Treas. Reg. § 
1.150-2(h) with respect to abusive uses of such 
proceeds, including, but not limited to, using funds 
corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a 
manner that results in the creation of replacement 
proceeds (within Treas.

8. IRS Required Covenant. if Bond Counsel (defined below) 
advises the City that the interest on all or a portion of the Bonds 
can be excluded from gross income for federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the “Code”), then the City hereby covenants to take all action 
within its control, to the extent permitted by law, necessary to 
maintain the exclusion of the interest on such Bonds from gross 
income for federal income tax purposes under the Code, including, 
but not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage 
earnings and the expenditure and investment of proceeds of the 
Bonds and moneys deemed to be proceeds of such Bonds. The 
Finance Director or his deputy are hereby authorized and directed 
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to execute and deliver such documents, instruments and 
certificates, including, without limitation, documents, instruments 
and certificates necessary or desirable to satisfy the requirements

9. Financial Advisor. The City Council hereby approves 
retention by the Authority of a Financial Advisor to advise the 
Authority with respect toissuance and sale of the Bonds. 


10. Bond Counsel. The City recognizes that Miller, Canfield, 
Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., has represented from time to time, and 
currently represents various financial institutions, and other 
potential participants in the bond financing process for unrelated 
projects, any of which might offer to purchase the City’s Bonds or 
to act as Transfer Agent for the Bonds. The City Council hereby 
approves retention by the Authority of Miller, Canfield, Paddock 
and Stone, P.LL.C. as bond counsel for the Bonds, notwithstanding 
the potential concurrent representation of any such bidder 
regarding any unrelated matter. 


14. Continuing Disclosure Required by SEC Rules. In order to 
enable underwriters of the Bonds to comply with the requirements 
of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, the City hereby agrees to undertake Continuing 
Disclosure on behalf of itself as an obligated person of the Bonds, 
and on behalf of the Authority as the issuer ofthe Bonds. Pursuant 
to the terms of the Continuing Disclosure Undertaking, the City 
would provide, or cause to be provided, (i) certain annual financial 
information and operating data, including audited financial 
statements for the preceding fiscal year, (ji) timely notice of the 
occurrence of certain material events with respect to the Bonds, 
and (iii) timely notice of a failure by the City to provide the required 
annual financial information on or before the date required in the 
Continuing Disclosure Undertaking. Either the Finance Director or 
his deputy shall execute such Continuing Disclosure Undertaking 
‘on behalf of the City in such form as he or she shall, in consultation 
with bond counsel, determine to be appropriate 


12. Other Actions. Any officer of the City is hereby authorized 
to take such actions, including preparation and circulation of an 
Official Statement describing the Bonds, and preparation of 
applications for a rating on the Bonds and, if recommended by the 
Financial Advisor, insurance on the bonds, and any officer of the 
City is hereby authorized to execute any and all agreements, 
certificates and documents necessary to effectuate issuance of the 
Bonds.

The Ways and Means Committee reviewed the letter from UAW 
Local 2256 Unit President Scott Dedic regarding Council 
Resolution #448 on Monday, September 24, 2001 "Wages and 
Benefits during Military Leave.” The resolution authorized the 
Mayor to enter into agreements with each City bargaining unit to 
provide for a wage differential payment and to extend health, 
dental, and other City benefits to employees who are called to 
active military service 


Mr. Dedic raised the concern that Military Pay is based on 24 hours 
each day for seven days a week for thirty days while the City Pay 
is based only on twenty days. Finance Director Doug Rubley 
explained that the intent of the Administration's implementation of 
Council Resolution #448 is to make sure that those who are called 
to service are "made whole.” That is, any employee, who was 
called to active military service, would essentially obtain the same 
wage and benefits as if he or she were still working for the City. 
City Attorney Jim Smiertka also noted that each bargaining unit 
could negotiate an alternative wage differential payment provision 
within the labor agreement with the City. 


The Committee determined that the Administration has provided 
wage differential payments and benefits during Military Leave on a 
consistent basis with Council Resolution #448

foot for the first floor and 1.2 cents per square foot for second 
floors and above; for a total of $366,208.78. 


ZONE B - 9.2 cents per square foot for first floor and 3.45 cents 
per square foot for second floors and above, parking structures at 
the rate of 4.6 cents per square foot for the main floors and 2.3 
cents per square foot for second floors and above, parking lots at 
46 cents per square foot, vacant land at 1.15 cents per square 
foot, and industrial & manufacturing properties at 2.3 cents per 
square foot for the first floor and 1.15 cents per square foot for 
second floors and above; for a total of $20,246.39. 


ZONE C (North & South)-2 cents per square foot for first floor and 
1 cent per square foot for second floors and above, parking 
structures at the rate of 2 cents per square foot for the main floors 
and 1 cent per square foot for second floors and above, parking 
lots at 2 cents per square foot, vacant land at 1 cent per square 
foot, and industrial & manufacturing properties at 2 cents per 
square foot for the first floor and 1 cent per square foot for second 
floors and above; for a total of $32,272.45. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the cost and expense of 
making estimates, plans and assessments incidental to the 
preparation of the assessment and the role, and providing notices 
shall be included in the expense of the assessment. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Principal Shopping District 
public improvement and services be financed by a special 
assessment of these costs against the properties especially 
benefitted as contained in the assessment Roll No. PSD02-A/ 
PSD02-B/ PSD02-C, compiled by the City Assessor and presented 
to Council with this resolution 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in zones “A” “B” and “C” all 
property owners whose assessment would otherwise exceed 
$10,000.00 per one parcel, shall be capped at no more than 
$10,000.00 per one parcel on an annual basis. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in zones “A” “B” and “C” any 
property owned by a non-profit entity which as received a Federal 
IRS Section 501(c)(3) non-profit designation shall have their 
property assessment capped at 40% of the proposed assessment 
rate; provided that said entity shall file with the City Assessor, not 
later than August 12, 2003, a written application for non-profit 
Principal Shopping District designation, together with a copy of 
said determination of IRS Section 501(c)(3) status.

THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE NUMBER OF UNITS AND THE 
PURPOSES FOR THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT

All publicity contained a similar 
message and large signs were posted at the entrance approaching 
the stage. Every effort was made to fully inform those attending 
the performance of the adult themes. Efforts were also taken to 
reduce the volume of speakers and place the stage away from the 
street. 


The performance was well received by the Old Town Association 
and the community with close to 1000 people attending its four 
performances.

City Attorney Smiertka said that Council President Wood is 
properly sitting as presiding officer of this body for four very distinct 
reasons. Reason number one is the Charter provides that the Vice 
President serves in the absence of the President and Carol Wood 
was Vice President at the time Mayor Benavides vacated the 
Presidency. Reason number two under Council Rules #3, it 
provides that the Council Vice President takes over in the absence 
of the Council President. Reason number three is Mason Rules of 
Order, which governs the proceedings of this Council, provides 
Rule #579.3, which says when it is necessary for the presiding 
officer to vacate the chair the President pro tempore, speaker pro 
tempore or the vice chair is to take the chair. Reason number four 
is by Council electing the Vice President it has interpreted the 
rules to provide that Carol Wood has become presiding officer, so 
by acquiescence she has become the defacto President if all the 
other reasons are not true 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about the use of 
barricades and said they do not stop the use of drugs or 
prostitution. He said the Council does not have the right to use 
barricades for that purpose 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke about parking regulations 
on the street and said that he believes this is aimed at the poor 
because they do not have money to keep operable veticles. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. said that she supports the 
fair share for minority suppliers and the solution to the fair share 
problem is to go local.

1. In consideration of Brownfield Plan #14 Prudden Area 
Redevelopment under the Brownfield Financing Act for property 
known as the former Prudden and Motor Wheel Plant 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said his major concem is that there are 
volatile organic compounds on this site. He said that he is very 
concerned about moving people on top of the most polluted land in 
all of Lansing. He spoke about the taxes that would be involved 
with this project. 


Patrick Gillespie of 2501 Coolidge spoke on behalf of Gillespie 
Development. He said the Prudden site has been developed over 
the last several years into office space and it has cleaned up the 
area quite a bit and he would like to expand on that. He gave an 
overview of the development and the different phases of the 
project. He said their target audience is anyone who works 
downtown and wants to stay downtown. 
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Jill Ferrari of Gillespie Development said the best thing that could 
happen to this site is residential development and the reason for 
that is Michigan law. Michigan Law requires site cleanup based on 
perspective use. The closer to residential the use is, the greater 
the clean up. The uses that are proposed for this site would 
generate a lot of clean up and a lot of due diligence. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said that the gentleman from 
Gillespie who spoke about the amount of taxes being generated is 
speculative because you have to first rent out the apartments. 
She said that the land is toxic and will never be completely cleaned 
up 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said he is retired from the 
former automotive plant where the proposed development is and 
the place is filthy. He said there should be tests done before 
people are placed on this property. 


Ed Simmer of 424 W. Jolly said this project should be rejected 
completely because of the toxins on the property 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. said one of the things that 
bothers her about this development is that as a State worker they 
can not buy supplies or get basic services but there is Brownfield 
Development money. She questioned why there is all sorts of 
money for big projects but not money to help people who have 
poured their sweat equity into their property. 


Howard Jones of 426 W Barnes said this development is going to 
cost the City about 2.9 million dollars. The money could be used 
to take care of the five hundred red-tagged homes in the City 
which is a problem that needs to take priority before we involve 
ourselves with this poor use of our money.

WHEREAS, in April 2000 the Committee on Public Safety selected 
the MARTIN LUTHER KING-Pettis and Frances Park segments for 
implementation;

WHEREAS, in April 2000 based on the approved resolution that, 
the Committee on Public Safety and the Transportation and 
Parking Office would continue to monitor the Moores River Drive 
Corridor segments in which traffic calming measures were not 
implemented;

ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of the closure of Sheridan St. at the crossing of 
the CSX Transportation railroad 


Jared Becker of 3232 Ginger Snap Ln., a MDOT employee from 
the railroad safety section, said there are 54 crossings in the State 
under his management said there is little need for these little used 
crossings. He supports the closure of this crossing. In the past 6 
years there has been improvement in the movement of trains 
through the downtown Lansing area through the preparation of 
lines by CSX. The closure of this crossing is the final step in a 
good project for the City. 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. of 3218 Berwick Dr. said that he worked with 
Mr. Becker for many years. He asked Councilmembers if they 
invited MDOT to make a presentation to them regarding railroad 
closings. This information would be very important regarding this 
crossing. He said the only safe railroad crossing is a closed one.

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Melissa Sue Robinson praised the courage Mayor Benavides 
displayed by issuing the executive order for a living wage. She 
complimented him on the honor and dignity with which he has 
conducted his campaign. She advised him to spend his time 
conducting the business of the tax payers of the City rather than 
engaging in political debate which will only stir up controversy and 
waste tax money. 


Emma Baker of 1714 Donora said that the Baker/Donora Focus 
Center was very busy this summer. Anita Celinas did a great job 
‘on a very small budget. No other City does all of these things with 
such limited funding. They served breakfasts, went shopping for 
school clothes and supplies and provided activities for senior 
citizens. Their center needs a classroom and money to teach GED 
Classes. She expressed her appreciation to Councilmembers 
Wood and Leeman for their dedication to her neighborhood and 
attending their meetings. She invited all residents to attend them 
and see what they are trying to make out of their Focus Center and 
their community 


Peter DeLuca of 800 E. St. Joseph said that he does not want to 
be arrested again. He stated that he hired an attorney and filed 
the correct paperwork but have never gotten a response from the 
Mayor or the City Attorney. He asked Mayor Benavides to find out 
what is happening to him. He had the property sold for $250,000, 
but the City killed the deal for him. Now he cannot get any 
response to the letters and calls that he makes. He got through to 
Margo Vroman in the City Attorney's Office, but she told him she 
did not know what his issue was. He said that his problem is the 
Manager of the Code Compliance Office and the Director of the 
Planning and Neighborhood Development Dept. He said that the 
City caused the problem in the first place by making him move a 
fence on his property. Then the Federal Government told him it 
was too far back. It cost him $4,800 to move this fence only to find 
that the City had forced him to take an illegal action. He get 
conflicting information from different City Departments. He has 
been in business in Lansing for 57 years and has been an 
honorable businessman 


Kris Young of 610 W. Ottawa said that he hopes Mayor Benavides 
will agree to debates with Senator Bernero. 


Loren Glasscock of 515 Everett Dr. stated his support of a series of 
mayoral debates. He said that last years economic development 
plan is not viable in today's business climate, and businesses feel 
neglected 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, stated his support in the 
Mayoral race 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that the traffic calming that is being 
passed for Moores River Drive tonight should not be passed until 
Council has the affirmation of 50% of the residents over there 
Currently they have only received a response from 42% of the 
residents. This is supposed to be a democracy. He said that the 
CSO Project is 15 months behind in the Moores River Drive area 
The Contractors over there are planting junk seed that grows 
nothing but weeds in residents lawns. He demanded that Council 
do something about Foster Park where a Pop Werner Football 
League is practicing without benef of toilet facilities, trash cans or 
fresh water. He called for port-a-johns to be delivered over there 
by the end of this week. They also want the lights at the park left 
on until 8:00 P.M 


Kristin Sullivan of 2100 Moores River Dr. said she is here tonight 
about the traffic calming project on Moores River Drive. This 
project was initially approved over three years ago and most of the 
neighbors supported it. Since that time the project has been 
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downscaled. They are still waiting for the final stages of the project 
to be completed, and this includes the installation of speed humps. 
There are a lot of walkers, bikers and joggers as well as 
automotive traffic on Moores River Dr. There are many other traffic 
calming projects in the area, but they want their speed humps 
completed. 


Peter Sullivan of 2100 Moores River Drive echoed the statements 
made by the former speaker, his wife, Kristin. There has been a lot 
of neighborhood concern over the completion of this project. They 
are concerned about traffic and parking. What is before Council 
this evening is a downsized plan for speed humps and He is not 
objecting to that, what he objects to is the time frame for 
completion. This project was begun in 2000. Now it is 2003 and 
the project is still not completed and they are looking at speed 
versus emergency vehicle response. A lot more speeding takes 
place along Moores River Drive than do incidents requiring 
emergency vehicle use. The neighborhood has experienced a 
huge growth in the number of households containing children since 
2000. He urged Councilmembers to pass this resolution 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. said that Code Compliance Officers need to 
be reigned in and the Code Compliance Manager needs an 
attitude change. Citizens deserve more than they get from this 
department. They are being cited for grass violations they should 
not be cited for. The City needs to work with these Officers so they 
do not act like storm troopers. Developers receive all 
considerations from the City there is another instance on tonight's 
agenda for an extension on the deadline for the BTS project, but 
property owners who are trying to repair their homes cannot get 
extensions. These are the people that Council should be most 
concerned with, they pay taxes in the City 


Ed Simmer of Jolly Rd. said that he is President Emeritus of 
Citizens for a Better Lansing. He commended Mayor Benavides, 
saying he was a major player in the Keep GM campaign, and in 
the construction of Oldsmobile Park. A lot of good things have 
happened in Lansing during the time that Mayor Benavides sat on 
City Council. He stated his opposition to the idea of selling a City 
Golf Course. The economy is bad, but we have to wait it out, not 
sell off our assets. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope Ave. said he will not vote for a 
school bond until he receives a refund for the Storm Water 
Enterprise Fund fees he paid. He said that General Motors is still 
paying their CEO's a two million dollars per year salary. If they are 
in such bad shape they should reduce that pay. He said that he 
cannot even afford to pay for cable television service. He opposes 
the sale of any of the Cities Golf Course because it would 
represent a loss of green space. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said she opposes 
the sale of a City Golf Course and thanked Mayor Benavides for 
working to retain that green space in the City. She spoke in 
support of City Council's confirmation of Mayor Benavides’ 
appointment of Diane Royal to the Board of Water & Light and 
urged Councilmembers to put an end to the hesitation over 
confirmation of this appointment. 


Richard Clement of 1719 Victor accused the Personnel 
Department of profiling. He complained about the procedures for 
completing background checks on applicants for City positions. He 
claimed that a lot of public and private companies are being given 
money to do City work that live hundreds of miles away, while at 
the same time rules prohibit City employees from working from 
their homes. He supports the proposal for Mayor Benavides to 
enter into a series of debates with Senator Virg Bernero. He 
opposes the idea of selling a golf course 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that the Lansing 
School District is badly in need of new schools. Property values 
would appreciate in response to improvements to our school 
system and the economy would improve. For these reasons she 
supports the school bond, it is reasonable and necessary and 
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nothing like the previous proposal. She encouraged Dr. Banks to 
begin reaching out to senior citizens to get them to reach out and 
help youngsters by passing the bond proposal. She opposes the 
sale of any City owned golf course 


Reverend Viol Trice of 3514 Aragon thanked the community and 
volunteers who greeted kids on their return to school. He thanked 
everyone who has worked with them on the backpack give away. 
He thanked the police officers who worked on the first day of 
school and urged all parents to remain involved in their kids 
education and to keep checking on their kids to see what progress 
they are making. Children need their parents to be involved in 
their activities during the school day. Parents should be monitoring 
where their kids are going in the community, especially in the 
Everett High School area. He urged all voters to get behind the 
bond issue and pass it 


Elbert Suttles of 819 Riverview spoke regarding what he described 
as an illegal board up of his property in which nails were driven into 
his windows. His tenants were living in a house with nailed down 
windows for three months. There is no record of arrests in this 
matter and he never got a letter letting him know his house was in 
violation of the public nuisance laws, yet they nailed his windows 
down. He was cited for having broken windows in the home, but 
they were not broken, just cracked. He accused the City of 
harassing him in this matter 


Ray Saenz of 1717 Moores River Drive stated his support for the 
traffic calming project on Moores River Dr. When he moved into 
this area there were only 2 kids in the neighborhood, now every 
other house has small kids living in it. There has been a lot of 
redevelopment in the neighborhood, especially around Frances 
Park, and speeding is a very bad problem. He agreed with 
previous speakers who said that the grass mix used to reseed in 
construction areas was inferior and had a lot of weeds in it

WHEREAS, Trooper Jake, Inc., P.O. Box 12147, Lansing, Ml 
48901, has requested approval of Act-29-98, the conveyance of 
the Sheridan Street right of way (ROW) in the 700 Block, between 
the CSX Railroad ROW on the west and Prudden Street on the 
east; and 


WHEREAS, Gillespie Development, LLC, 2501 Coolidge Road, 
East Lansing, MI 48823 requests approval of Act-8-03, the 
conveyance of the Sheridan Street ROW in the 600 Block, 
between the CSX Railroad ROW on the east and the extended 
east line of 618 Sheridan Street on the west; and 


WHEREAS, the Act-29-98 and Act-8-03 requests are made by the 
applicants to support and be incorporated as part of the Prudden 
site development and redevelopment for residential land use, as 
set forth in SLU-2-03; and 


WHEREAS, Sheridan Street is a two-lane road that runs along the 
south side of Oakland Avenue, approximately 66' wide and 1,100 
long, and includes a 30' wide roadway, a guardrail along the north 
side, a sidewalk along the south, and City and Board of Water & 
Light utilities within the ROW; and 


WHEREAS, on June 3, 2003, the Planning Board reviewed the 
location, character and extent of Act-29-98 (as revised) and Act-8- 
03, pursuant to its Act 285 Review procedures, and found based 
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on testimony, evidence and the staff report that: 


1. with the development of the proposed Prudden Place housing 
units (SLU-2-03) in the 600 Block of Sheridan (west of the CSX 
railroad ROW), and the proposed parking lot at the 700 Block of 
Sheridan Street (E of the CSX tracks), the Sheridan Street 
roadway will no longer be needed for circulation and access within 
the development area, 


2. the circulation function of the subject roadway, if conveyed, will 
be accommodated by May Street and the interior circulation within 
the parking lot now proposed for the 700 Block of Sheridan Street, 


3. the public interest in the ROW for utilities and retaining wall 
repair can be protected by reserving easements, 


4. approval of both Act-29-98 and Act-8-03 provides the 
opportunity to eliminate the Sheridan Street/CSX railroad crossing;

Councilmembers and residents raised concerns that the property 
‘owner all too often waited too long to make the needed repairs and 
thus regularly requested for extensions of the make safe deadline 
at the last moment. To resolve this concern, the property owner 
will now be required to provide the Code Compliance Office with a 
realistic timeframe for repairs and a letter of financial commitment 
indicating that he or she has adequate financial capacity to pay for 
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all the needed repairs, and that necessary permits are pulled to 
complete the repairs within 30 days from the date that the City 
Council approved the make safe order. If the property owner fails 
to provide the timeframe or letter of financial commitment within 30 
days, the Code Compliance Office will arrange for the property to 
be demolished as set forth in the City Council resolution. If the 
timeframe and financial commitment materials are given, then the 
Code Compliance Office will forward the documents to the City 
Council to approve any appropriate extensions. 


If an extension is granted by Council, the Code Compliance Office 
will monitor the progress of the repairs. Thirty days before the 
extension expires, the Code Compliance Office will ask the 
property owner to reply within 15 days as to whether: 


the repairs will be completed by the deadline specified within the 
extension 

all the structures will be “made safe” by the deadline date 
another extension is needed to complete the repairs and the 
owner will provide the Office with an explanation as to why 
another extension would be needed and a specified timeframe 
for those repairs 

the structures will be demolished by the owner 

permission is granted to have the City proceed with the 
demolition 


The Code Compliance Office will provide the property owner's 
response to the Public Safety Committee to review and consider 
whether another extension is warranted. If an extension is denied 
by the Public Safety Committee or City Council, then the Code 
Compliance Office will immediately seek bids and award contracts 
for demolition. If the extension is granted, then the steps outlined 
above will be followed again, and the owner needs especially to 
comply with the timeframe for repairs within the first 30 days of the 
extension. If at any point, especially after the first 30 days after an 
extension was granted, the Code Compliance Office determines 
that the property owner is not adhering to the timeframe for repairs, 
the property will be scheduled for demolition 

The Code Compliance Office will regularly provide the Public 
Safety Committee with a status report on the properties that 
Council has ordered to be Made Safe or Demolished

Councilmember Smith wished a happy birthday to her oldest sister 
Juanita 


Councilmember Leeman expressed his appreciation to the Baker 
Donora residents, particularly to Emma Berry who has put so much 
work in on a limited budget. He asked Mayor Benavides to look at 
options for a classroom at their community center, such as a 
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modular trailer, etc. He announced that S. Washington at -496 
has been repaved at the railroad track crossing and is in much 
better condition than it was before. All of the businesses and 
residents in the area are most appreciative. He spoke regarding 
the suggestion in the State Journal that a golf course be sold and 
said that any such proposition wold have to go to a vote of the 
public.

+ Special Ceremoni 
1. Presentation; Capital Area United Way 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, introduced 
Mike Brown, the new Director of Capital Area United Way here to 
announce the beginning of the fall campaign and to talk about the 
New United Way. 


Mike Brown said they have a critical role to play in communities 
across the country because they fund many things that the 
Government can not fund. He said the United Way has a great 
challenge ahead because there has been a breach of trust in the 
community. He said it is his role to get out into the community and 
meet each and every person that he can, especially businesses 
and employees who give so generously through the United Way to 
support many Human Service Agencies. It is the citizens who own 
the United Way and he pledges that under his administration they 
will be very open. He appreciates this opportunity to come before 
the City Council and is looking forward to working for the citizens of 
Lansing 


2. Presentation; Haven House 20" Anniversary 


David Wiener announced the 20" Anniversary of Haven House as 
a shelter for homelessness families in the Lansing area. They 
have served thousands of people over the last twenty years. He 
recognized Board Members and Volunteers; Beverly Wiener, 
Dorathy Wilson, Jennie Rum, Theresa Hatt, Darlene Cole and 
Wendy Reynolds. He said it is really unique when a community 
agency has served the public for this length of time and provided 
the type of services they have. Mayor Benavides has designated 
this day as Haven House Day in the City of Lansing and urges all 
citizens to recognize and appreciate the great contributions they 
have provided to our community. He presented the Proclamation to 
Beverly Wiener who has been the Director for nineteen and one 
half years. 


Beverly Wiener, Director of Haven House thanked the City Council 
and the Mayor for allowing them to be here tonight and for the 
Proclamation. The City of Lansing has been a supporter since the 
early years financially and in other ways. They provide a safe 
comfortable place for seven to nine families to stay while they get 
their lives together. They also provides job search and housing 
search services as well as activities for children and help to deal 
with stress. She said they are having a fundraising event and 
celebration for all of the contributions made by the volunteers. It 
will be at the AP Capital Building in E. Lansing from 5:30 PM. until 
7:30 PM. 


Councilmember Bauer added her congratulations to Haven House 
for their twenty years of service to our community. Most of us are a 
few paychecks away from being homeless and we are very 
fortunate that we have a place in our community than can provide 
resources in a time of need 


Councilmember Smith said that she is a former Board Member of 
this organization and she knows the importance of what they do. 
This organization is the top of line and she congratulated them on 
twenty years of service. 


3. Proclamation; 4" Annual National Hispanic Health Fair Day 


Councilmember Meyer said that Mayor Benavides has declared 
the 4" Annual Hispanic Health Fair Day, an activity being held at 
Cristo Rey Catholic Church for all citizens in the community. The 
event is Saturday September 27, 2003. 


Angela Somora, Co-Chair of the 4" Annual National Hispanic 
Health Fair Day said they are doing this during Hispanic heritage 
month to make the Hispanic Latino population aware of health 
needs. This years theme is Stress and Stress Related Illnesses 
screening. Everything is free and it is open to the public. The 
event is from 10:00 A.M. until 2:00 P.M.

2. Install traffic calming devices at various points in the interior 
roadways. Additional access through Pleasant Grove Road should 
be assessed in coordination with the Traffic Engineer. 


3. Sidewalks should be designed to integrate the development with 
the surrounding neighborhood and to provide access to the private 
park 


4. The developer conduct an inventory of all existing trees on the 
site with a diameter of at least 6" including location and common 
name. The developer should preserve as many of the existing 
trees as possible. Trees with a diameter of more than 6" that are 
removed are to be replaced with trees that are at least 2 inches in 
caliper at the time of planting and are of a species that has been 
approved by the Lansing Forester 


5. The abutting residential uses be screened by landscape buffers, 
utilizing existing natural vegetation as much as possible 
Coniferous trees be planted in those setback areas lacking trees 
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that abut adjoining residential structures; trees will be planted no 
less than 15 feet on center and at least 8 feet in height at the time 
of planting 


6. Barrier-free pedestrian pathways be provided between lots 5 
and 6, 16 and 17 and between lots 33 and 34 


7. The applicant work with the surrounding residents to develop a 
landscape buffering plan for those areas where the development is 
directly adjacent to existing houses in the area

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Melissa Robinson of 1121 E. Larned spoke about the Mayoral 
Campaign and the violations of campaign rules. She stated that 
she supports the living wage. 


Anne M Schrader of PO. Box 80732 said that she is a real estate 
investor in downtown Lansing. She and her husband purchased 
some property on Lapeer and Pine and have concerns with some 
of the things that they see happening in the neighborhood such as 
trespassing, littering, loudness, loitering, profanity, break in 
attempts, mugging and solicitation. One of the solutions has been 
the barricades which has been helpful in stopping the traffic and 
they are hoping to get the funding to put the barricades back and 
to make them permanent 


Williams Hubbell of 3916 Wedgwood spoke about cars being 
parked on the streets all night and how it creates a problem for the 
street sweepers to clean up the leaves on the street and it also 
creates a problem for the car owners because they are not allowed 
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to front yard park 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer said that the barricades have 
been removed from the Genesee Neighborhood for one month and 
there has been an increase in illegal activity. She said there are 
many different means of cul-de-sacs and they are willing to sit 
down with the City Council and the traffic department to do 
research as to the least expensive but effective solution. She said 
that she would like an answer as to why officers are not given 
more time to help them improve property evaluation and why there 
can not be conditional hiring 


Marji Seeman of 629 W. Lapeer said that she lives in the Genesee 
Neighborhood and she, along with Ruth Hallman, formed the 
Redesign Committee to fight for the neighborhood. She said they 
need help and they need it now and they would love to see 
permanent cul-de-sacs. 


Colleen Beeman of 610 N. Sycamore St. said that dealing drugs 
and prostitution is a crime and she wonders why the City is so 
afraid to take the decisive action to eliminate the crime from 
neighborhoods. She said since the barricades have been taken 
down the drug dealers have returned. Cul-de-sacs are a proven 
method of obstructing the movement of drug dealers in 
neighborhoods and she asked the Council to give them that tool so 
that we can have drug ‘ree corners. 


Mary Ann Prince of 2116 Ferrol asked the City Council to have the 
crosswalk checked at the corner of Holmes and Washinaton 
because the light only holds for thirty seconds which is not long 
enough for the seniors citizens or handicap to cross the street. 


Jim Gillies of 516 W. lonia spoke about the problems of ongoing 
crime in the Genesee Neighborhood. He said they need decisive 
change. He said there was great improvement after the barricades 
were installed. He urged the Council to decide positively in the use 
cul-de-sacs 


Dario F. Medrano Jr. of 617 Louisa St. spoke about the Mayoral 
Campaign and the accusations of racism. 


Pete DeLuca of 800 E. St. Joe said that he called the City 
Attorney's Office inquiring about his lawsuit and was told that no 
one was aware of his lawsuit.

Robin Turner of 2117 Beacon Hill spoke about the school bond 
proposal.

Senator Virg Bernero of 6017 spoke about the amendment to 
Chapter 1460 of the Code of Ordinances.

In most instances the delay only increased the cost of 
repairs and only furthered the likelihood that the property would 
face demolition, not rehabilitation 


Clearly, the Council and the City want to restore homes, not 
destroy them. The City will use P.A. 80 to keep homes from facing 
the wrecking ball. The City will now be able to convince property 
owners early on in the process to make the needed repairs before 
they become too costly. The City will also help resolve any 
outstanding issues regarding ownership of the property. The Office 
of Code Compliance provide counseling to assist property owners 
as to the options available to them

(1) Apperson, whether licensed or not, shall not operate a vehicle 
upon a highway or other place open to the general public or 
generally accessible to motor vehicles, including an area 
designated for the parking of vehicles, within this City if THE 
PERSON IS OPERATING WHILE INTOXICATED. AS USED IN 
THIS SECTION, ‘OPERATING WHILE INTOXICATED” MEANS 
either of the following applies: 


(a) The person is under the influence of ALCOHOLIC liquor, a 
controlled substance, or a combination of ALCOHOLIC liquor and 
a controlled substance 


(b)_ The person has an alcohol content of 0.08 grams or more 
per 100 milliliters of blood, per 210 liters of breath, or per 67 
milliliters of urine, OR BEGINNING OCTOBER 1, 2013, THE 
PERSON HAS AN ALCOHOL CONTENT OF 0.10 GRAMS OR 
MORE PER 100 MILLILITERS OF BLOOD, PER 210 LITERS OF 
BREATH, OR PER 67 MILLILITERS OF URINE. 


(2) The owner of a vehicle or a person in charge or in control of a 
vehicle shall not authorize or knowingly permit the vehicle to be 
operated upon a highway or other place open to the general public 
or generally accessible to motor vehicles, including an area 
designated for the parking of motor vehicles, within this City by a 
person 


IF ANY OF THE FOLLOWING APPLY: 


(A) THE PERSON IS UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF 
ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR, A CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE, 
OR A COMBINATION OF ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR AND A 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE. 


(B) THE PERSON HAS AN ALCOHOL CONTENT OF 0.08 
GRAMS OR MORE PER 100 MILLILITERS OF BLOOD, 
PER 210 LITERS OF BREATH, OR PER 67 MILLILITERS 
OF URINE OR, BEGINNING OCTOBER 1, 2013, THE 
PERSON HAS AN ALCOHOL CONTENT OF 0.10 GRAMS 
OR MORE PER 100 MILLILITERS OF BLOOD, PER 210

(3) Aperson, whether licensed or not, shall not operate a vehicle 
upon a highway or other place open to the general public or 
generally accessible to motor vehicles, including an area 
designated for the parking of vehicles, within this City when, due to 
the consumption of ALCOHOLIC liquor, a controlled substance, or 
a combination of ALCOHOLIC liquor and a controlled substance, 
the person's ability to operate the vehicle is visibly impaired. If a 
person is charged with violating subsection (1), a finding of guilty 
under this subsection may be rendered. 


(4) Apperson who is less than 21 years of age, whether licensed 
or not, shall not operate a vehicle upon a highway or other place

within this City if the person has any bodily alcohol content. As 
used in this subsection, "any bodily alcohol content" means either

Compensation means a member's salary, wages, longevity bonus

system from future pension claims, or any former employee of the 
Housing Commission whose right to a retirement allowance has 
been deferred by the Board of Trustees.

Regular interest means such rate or rates of interest per annum, 
compounded annually, as the Board from time to time determines, 
subject to the approval of Council 


Retirant or retiree means a member who retires from employment 
with a retirement allowance payable by the retirement system: 


Retirement allowance means the sum of the annuity and the 
pension. 


Retirement system or system means the retirement system 
established under this chapter. 


Service means personal service rendered to the City, the District 
Court or the Housing Commission, whichever is applicable, by an 
employee while a member of the retirement system. 


Workers’ compensation period means the period a member, 
retirant or beneficiary is in receipt of workers’ compensation on 
account of a disability or death arising out of and in the course of a 
member's employment. If the member, retirant or beneficiary is 
paid a single sum in lieu of future workers’ compensation, then 
such individual's workers' compensation period shall be the period, 
if any, the individual was in receipt of weekly workers 
compensation plus the period arrived at by dividing such single 
sum by the weekly workers’ compensation award.

292.155. Purchase of service credit 


(a) (1) A member of the retirement system may elect to 
purchase service credit for prior full-time service as an employee 
with the City upon request, upon verification of the employment by 
documentation satisfactory to the Board of Trustees and upon 
payment to the retirement system of an amount equal to 14.9 
percent of the member's current annual rate of compensation, 
including longevity bonus, multiplied by each year and fraction of a 
year of service to be purchased 


(2) Asused in this section, "service as an employee with the 
City" consists of prior fulltime employment with the City or its 
boards and commissions, or with the District Court, which 
employment has not already been credited to the member's 
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service account and for which the member would not 
otherwise be entitled to a service credit, but for this section; 
"service as an employee with the City" includes periods 
during which the member's income from the City or its boards 
or commissions, or from the District Court, consisted of 
Workers' Compensation payments, provided the member has 
not already received credit for such service or is not otherwise 
entitled to service credit for such periods.

NUMBER OF YEARS AND FULL MONTHS THAT THE

(b) Effective June 30, 1987, a member whois associated with the 
FOP Park Security Division and who either has attained or attains 
the age of fiftyeight years and has eight or more years of credited 
service, or has attained or attains the age of fifty years and has 
twentyfive or more years of credited service, may retire upon 
written application to the Board setting forth at what time, neither 
less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof, such member desires to be retired 
Upon retirement, the member shall receive a retirement allowance, 
as provided in Section 292.21. Effective December 1, 1989, a 
member who has twentysive years of credited service may retire 
regardless of his or her age 


(c) Effective November 1, 1995, a member who is associated 
with United Auto Workers Local 2256 and who either has attained 
or attains the age of fiftyeight years and has eight or more years 
of credited service, or who has attained the age of fifty years and 
has twentyfive or more years of credited service, may retire upon 
his or her written application to the Board setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21 


(d) A member, employed in a covered position on or after the 
covered position's effective date, who does not elect to terminate 
membership as provided in Section 292.14(c)(1) or has elected to 
return to the employees’ retirement system as a member pursuant 
to Subsections 292.14(c)(2) through (c)(4), who has eight or more 
years of credited service, and whose years and full months of 
attained age, when added to the years and full months of credited 
service, equal or exceed sixty-five years, may retire upon his or her 
written application to the Board. Such application shall set forth at 
what time, neither less than thirty nor more than ninety days 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, the member desires 
to be retired. Upon the member's retirement, the member shall 
receive a retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21. The 
foregoing notwithstanding, this provision shall not be operative for 
any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employees, except as follows:

regarding voluntary reduction in force (ratified and accepted as a 
binding collective bargained agreement by Council Resolution No. 
201 on April 13, 1992) and Resolution No. 382 adopted by Council 
on July 13, 1992, members described in Section 292.14 who were 
then in the following classifications: Local 580 Teamsters 
supervisory and clericaltechnical/professional bargaining units

(g) The adoption of the provisions of subsection (f) hereof shall 
not be deemed nor construed as a waiver, release or 
relinquishment of any rights of the City or the Board of Trustees to 
pursue civil or criminal actions against any individual(s) who may 
have committed or participated in actions, or omissions to act, of 
misfeasance, malfeasance, breach of fiduciary duty, breach of 
public trust, negligence or any kind of wrongdoing whatsoever in 
connection with the implementation and/or adoption of the 1992 
early retirement plan, which is being codified in certain respects by 
subsection (f) hereof.

(1) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of

If 
there is no such designated person surviving the retirant, such 
difference, if any, shall be paid to the retirant's legal representative 
No benefits shall be paid under this subsection on account of the

For a person receiving a retirement allowance provided 
in Section 292.25 or Section 292.28 a minimum of twenty years of 
credited service shall be used for purposes of this paragraph 


The point value is one of the following 


For a RETIRANT who elected Option A provided in Section 292.27, 
or a beneficiary of such a RETIRANT the point value is $100.00 
times the ratio of the RETIRANT'S original Option A retirement 
allowance divided by the RETIRANT'S original straight life 
retirement allowance; or 


For a RETIRANT who elected Option B provided in Section 
292.27, the point value is $100.00 times the ratio of the 
RETIRANT'S original Option B retirement allowance divided by the 
RETIRANT'S original straight life retirement allowance; or 


For the beneficiary of a RETIRANT who elected Option B provided 
in Section 292.27, the point value is $50.00 times the ratio of the 
RETIRANT'S original Option B retirement allowance divided by the 
RETIRANT'S original straight life retirement allowance; or 


For all other RETIRANT’S and beneficiaries the point value is 
$100.00. 


The cost of this minimum retirement allowance provision shall be 
borne by the December 31, 1997 contingency reserve in the 
retirement reserve fund 


Effective January 1, 1999 and each January 1 thereafter, the 
retirement allowance will be increased for each RETIRANT and 
beneficiary who meets both of the following conditions: 


The RETIRANT'S or beneficiary's effective date of retirement is at 
least six months prior to the January 1 increase date, and 


The RETIRANT has attained the age of sixty years as of the 
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January 1 increase date, or, in the case of a beneficiary the 
deceased RETIRANT or deceased member would have attained 
the age of sixty years as of the January 1 increase date 


The retirement allowance increases are cumulative but not 
compounded. A person affected by Subsection 292.20({) shall have 
his or her cumulative retirement allowance increase under this 
subsection reduced by the retirement allowance increase 
attributable to the 2.75% benefit formula and the five additional 
years of credited service provided in Subsection 292.20(f). A 
person affected by any early retirement window incentive benefit 
provision other than the provision in Subsection 292.20(f) shall 
have his or her cumulative retirement allowance increase under 
this subsection reduced by the retirement allowance increase 
attributable to the early retirement window incentive provision. A 
person whose retirement allowance is based on fewer than eight 
years of credited service, other than persons receiving retirement 
allowances under Section 292.25 or Section 292.28, shall not be 
eligible for the retirement allowance increases under this 
subsection.

‘straight life retirement allowance; or 


For all other retirants and beneficiaries the maximum annual 
retirement allowance increase is $200.00. 


In no event shall the cumulative retirement allowance increase 
provided in this subsection exceed, on a percentage basis, the 
cumulative increase in the consumers price index from the 
effective date of retirement to the January 1 increase date. The 
cost of the benefits provided in this subsection shall be borne by a 
pottion of the investment income credited to the members benefit 
fund.

The actuary shall report annually on the sufficiency of the

292.311. Transfers of assets 
(A) For each employee who elects to terminate membership in

The amount transferred shall be the sum 
of 


(1) The accumulated contributions standing to the member's 
account in the Employees Savings Fund, the total amount of 
which shall be transferred from the Employees Savings Fund;

292.35. Employees’ savings fund 


(a) There is hereby established an employees’ savings fund. In 
it shall be accumulated, at regular interest, the contributions 
deducted from the compensations of members to provide their 
annuities, and from it shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this chapter 


(b) Until January 1, 1967, the contributions of a member to the 
retirement system shall be the sum of three percent of the first 
four thousand, two hundred dollars ($4,200) of annual 
compensation plus five percent of the portion, if any, of the 
annual compensation which is in excess of four thousand, two 
hundred dollars ($4,200). Beginning December 31, 1966, each 
member shall contribute to the retirement system three percent 
of his or her annual compensation, except as hereinafter

(1) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after July 1, 1982, 
each of the following shall not contribute 


A. A member who is a part-time or full-time elected 
official; and 


B. Amember who is part of the executive pay plan 


(2). Beginning with pay periods ending on or after July 1, 1982, 
and through alll pay periods ending before July 1, 1983, each of 
the following shall contribute 1.5 percent of the member's annual 
compensation 


A. Amember who is unrepresented by a labor union, is 
not employed on a regular or permanent basis by the 
District Court, is not employed by the Housing Commission 
and is not described in paragraph (b)(1) hereof; and 


B. Amember who is represented by a union which has 
entered into a collective bargaining agreement providing for 
the contribution of not more than 1.5 percent of each 
member's annual compensation to the employees’ savings 
fund 


(3) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after July 1, 1983, 
each of the following shall not contribute 


A. Amember who is unrepresented by a labor union, is 
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not employed on a regular or permanent basis by the 
District Court and is not described in paragraph (b)(1) 
hereof; and 


B. Amember who is represented by a union which has 
entered into a collective bargaining agreement which does 
not provide for its members to make any contribution to the 
employees’ savings fund 


(4)Beginning with pay periods ending on or after October 1, 
1987, teamster supervisory and _non-supervisory 
bargaining unit employees, elected officials, exempt and 
appointed employees and executive pay plan employees, 
shall contribute 2.5 percent of their wages to the 
employees’ savings fund; effective October 1, 1988, said 
employees shall contribute 3.0 percent of their wages to 
the employees' savings fund; effective October 1, 1989, 
said employees shall contribute 4.0 percent of their wages 
to the employees’ savings fund; effective July 1, 1992, said 
employees shall contribute 3.0 percent of their wages to 
the employees’ savings fund; beginning with the pay date 
on or after October 1, 2000, said employees, except 
elected officials, shall contribute 3.25 percent of their 
wages to the employees’ saving fund; and beginning with 
the pay date on or after July 1, 2001, elected officials shall 
contribute 3.25 percent of their wages to the employees’ 
saving fund 


(5) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after October 1, 
1987, District Court exempt employees shall contribute 4.0 
percent of their wages to the employees’ savings fund; and 
beginning with the pay date on or after October 1, 2000, said 
employees shall contribute 4.25 percent of their wages to the 
employees’ saving fund 


(6) Beginning with the pay date on or after October 1, 2000, 
district court teamsters shall contribute 3.25 percent of their 
wages to the employees’ saving fund 


(7) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after December 1, 
1989, FOP Parks Security Division employees shall contribute 
3.4 percent of their wages to the employees’ savings fund 


(8) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after September 
16, 1992, FOP 911 Operators’ Division employees shall 
contribute 4.0 percent of their wages to the employees’ savings 
fund. Effective with the pay period ending August 20, 1994, FOP 
911 Operators’ Division employees shall contribute 6.0 percent 
of their wages to the employees’ savings fund. Beginning with 
the pay date on or after May 1, 2001, FOP 911 Operators’ 
Division employees shall contribute 6.75 percent of their wages 
to the employees’ saving fund 


(9) Beginning with the pay date on or after March 1, 2001, 
UAW employees shall contribute 1.70 percent of their wages to 
the employees' saving fund 


(10) BEGINNING WITH THE FIRST PAY DATE ON OR AFTER, 
THE STATED DATE, EVERY MEMBER WHO IS AN 
EMPLOYEE IN THE STATED BARGAINING UNIT OR 
EMPLOYEE GROUP CLASSIFICATION SHALL CONTRIBUTE 
AS FOLLOWS: 


A. TEAMSTER 580, IF A MEMBER OF THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM PURSUANT TO SECTION 
292.14(D), HE OR SHE SHALL CONTRIBUTE 5.5 
PERCENT OF HIS OR HER WAGES TO THE 
EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND ON OR AFTER OCTOBER 
1, 2003. 


B. TEAMSTER 580, IF A MEMBER OF THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON SEPTEMBER 30, 2003, HE 
OR SHE SHALL CONTRIBUTE 3.5 PERCENT OF HIS OR 
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HER WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND ON 
OR AFTER OCTOBER 1, 2003. 


C. EXEMPT, EXECUTIVE MANAGEMENT PLAN, 
TEAMSTER 214, MAYORAL STAFF AND COUNCIL 
STAFF, IF A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
PURSUANT TO SECTION 292.14(D), HE OR SHE SHALL 
CONTRIBUTE 6.5 PERCENT OF HIS OR HER WAGES 
TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND ON OR AFTER 
OCTOBER 1, 2003. 


D. EXEMPT, EXECUTIVE MANAGEMENT PLAN, 
TEAMSTER 214, MAYORAL STAFF AND COUNCIL 
STAFF, IF A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
ON SEPTEMBER 30, 2003, HE OR SHE SHALL 
CONTRIBUTE 3.75 PERCENT OF HIS OR HER WAGES 
TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND ON OR AFTER 
OCTOBER 1, 2003. 


E. DISTRICT COURT EXEMPT AND DISTRICT COURT 
TEAMSTER, IF A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM PURSUANT TO SECTION 292.14(E), HE OR 
SHE SHALL CONTRIBUTE 5.5 PERCENT OF HIS OR 
HER WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND ON 
OR AFTER DECEMBER 1, 2003. 


F. DISTRICT COURT TEAMSTER, IF A MEMBER OF 
THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON NOVEMBER 30, 2003, 
HE OR SHE SHALL CONTRIBUTE 3.50 PERCENT OF 
HIS OR HER WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS

G. DISTRICT COURT EXEMPT, IF A MEMBER OF THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON NOVEMBER 30, 2003, HE 
OR SHE SHALL CONTRIBUTE 4.5 PERCENT OF HIS OR 
HER WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND ON

(c) The Director of Finance, or other officer responsible for 
making the payroll, shall cause the contributions provided in 
subsection (b) hereof to be deducted from the compensation of 
each member on each and every payroll, for each and every 
payroll period, so long as the member remains employed by the 
City, the District Court or the Housing Commission. 


(d) The contributions provided for herein shall be made 
regardless of the fact that the minimum compensation provided by 
law for any member shall be changed thereby. Every member shall 
be deemed to consent and agree to the deductions made and 
provided for herein. Payment of the member's compensation less 
such deductions shall be a full and complete discharge and 
acquittance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period covered by such 
payments, except as to benefits provided under this chapter. When 
deducted, the contributions of each member shall be paid to the 
retirement system and shall be credited to the member's individual 
account in the employees’ savings fund 


(e) In addition to the contributions deducted from compensation 
of a member as hereinbefore provided, a member shall, in order to 
qualify for prior service credit, deposit in the employees’ savings 
funds, by single payment or by an increased rate of contribution as 
determined by the Board, the accumulated contributions, if any, 
which the member withdrew therefrom, together with regular 
interest from the date of withdrawal to the date of repayment 
Repayment shall be made in accordance with rules which the 
Board shall from time to time determine. The rules shall not require 
full repayment prior to the date which is one year following the date 
of renewed membership, nor shall the rules permit full repayment 
to extend beyond the date which is four years following the date of 
renewed membership, or following the effective date of this 
amendment, whichever is later. If a member dies prior to 
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completion of repayment and leaves a spouse, then the spouse 
may pay the balance due within sixty days of the member's death 
In no case shall any member be given credit for service rendered 
prior to the date he or she withdrew the accumulated contributions, 
until he or she repays to the employees’ savings fund all amounts 
due such fund by the member 


(f) Upon the retirement of a member, his or her accumulated 
contributions shall be transferred from the employees’ savings fund 
to the retirement reserve fund. At the expiration of a period of five 
years from and after the date an employee ceases to be a 
member, any balance standing to the member's credit in the 
employees’ savings fund, unclaimed by such member or the 
member's legal representative, shall remain a part of the moneys 
of the retirement system if no retirement allowance will become 
payable under this chapter on account of the member's 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission 


292.37B. Health insurance fund 


The health insurance fund is hereby created as of January 1, 1998, 
and shall be the fund for receiving contributions for post-retirement 
health insurance benefits. The initial balance as of January 1, 
1998, shall be $x,xxx,xxx, which amount is equal to the December 
31, 1997, asset receivable allocated to health insurance advance 
funding from the city's general fund. City contributions, as specified 
in this section, for post-retirement health insurance benefits, 
including dental insurance and medicare reimbursement benefits, 
shall be credited to the health insurance fund. Transfers from the 
members benefit fund, as specified in Section 292.37A, shall be 
credited to the health insurance fund. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of Section 292.43, the health insurance fund shall be 
credited investment income at a rate consistent with the method 
used to determine the actuarial value of assets in the annual 
actuarial report. Premiums or charges, as specified in this section, 
for post-retirement health insurance benefits, including dental 
insurance and medicare reimbursement benefits, shall be paid 
from the health insurance fund. 


(1) Beginning July 1, 1998, the city's annual contribution to the 
health insurance fund equal the sum of the actuarially computed 
normal cost for the year plus an amortization of the cumulative net 
actuarial gains and losses arising from the experience of active 
members on or after January 1, 1998, using an amortization period 
adopted by the board of trustees for this purpose. However, in no 
case shall the city’s annual contribution to the health insurance 
fund exceed the limitation imposed by Internal Revenue Code 
Section 401(h) and the regulations thereunder. The amount, if any, 
by which the contribution must be reduced, in order to comply with 
the limitation imposed by Section 401(h), shall instead be 
contributed to a voluntary employees’ beneficiary association 
established by the city for this purpose. 


(2) Beginning July 1, 1998, and each year thereafter, a portion of 
the premiums or charges for post-retirement health insurance 
benefits, including dental insurance and medicare reimbursement 
benefits, may be paid from the health insurance fund on behalf of 
eligible retirees and beneficiaries of the retirement system in 
accordance with the applicable collective bargaining agreements 
and personnel rules of the city. EXCEPT FOR RETIREES WHO 
BECOME ELIGIBLE PURSUANT TO SECTION 292.14(D) OR 
SECTION 292.14(E), the portion of the premiums or charges that 
will be paid from the health insurance fund is a percentage of such 
premiums or charges paid on behalf of persons with retirement 
effective dates on or after January 1, 1998. The percentage shall 
be four percent in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1998, increasing 
four percent each year thereafter until it reaches one hundred 
percent for fiscal years beginning on or after July 1, 2022. The 
amount of premiums or charges paid from the health insurance 
fund shall be reduced by the amount, if any, paid from a voluntary 
employees beneficiary association established by the city for this 
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purpose. Notwithstanding the method specified in this subsection 
to compute the portion of the premiums or charges that are paid 
from the health insurance fund, the fund balance of the health 
insurance fund at any point in time is reserved to support the post 
retirement health insurance benefits, including dental insurance 
and medicare reimbursement benefits, of all eligible retirees and 
beneficiaries of the retirement system regardless of retirement 
effective date. 


(3) Notwithstanding the creation or maintenance within the 
retirement system of the health insurance fund, this section is not 
to be construed or deemed to have established or removed any 
benefits, financial or otherwise, subject to Article IX, Section 24 of 
the 1963 Constitution of the State of Michigan. Nor shall the 
creation and maintenance of the health insurance fund preclude 
the city from giving consideration to and implementing cost 
containment measures as provided by law. Instead, the purpose of 
this section is to put in place a mechanism for the advance funding 
of post-retirement health insurance benefits for eligible retirees, 
and not, apart from the advance funding obligation, to grant 
additional rights or to take away any rights which eligible retirees 
may already have

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 293. HEALTH CARE BENEFITS FOR 
QUALIFIED MEMBERS OF DEFINED CONTRIBUTION MONEY

Section 1. That Chapter 293 of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, is amended in its entirety, as follows:

293.01. Definitions. 


As used in this chapter, unless a different meaning is plainly 
required by the context: 


Defined Contribution Money Purchase Plan's Governing 
Committee or Governing Committee means the Governing 
Committee of the fund or trust, as established in this chapter and 
designated by the Plan Administrator pursuant to the Defined 
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Contribution Money Purchase Master Plan. 


Eligible member means a member who is a participant in the City 
of Lansing’s defined contribution money purchase plan AND/OR A 
MEMBER OF THE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
(CHAPTER 292) PURSUANT TO CODE SECTION 292.14(D) 
AND SECTION 292.14(E) 


Fund means the employee health care fund established pursuant 
to this chapter and authorized by the Public Employee Health Care 
Fund Investment Act, MCL § 38.1212 et seq., and used for the 
accumulation and investment of funds for the purpose of funding 
health care for ELIGIBLE MEMBERS 


Investment fiduciary means a person or persons who do any of the 
following 


(1) Exercise any discretionary authority or control in the 
investment of the fund's or trust's assets; or 


(2) Render investment advice to a fund or trust for a fee or 
other direct or indirect compensation 


Plan administrator means the employer or the Mayor of the City. 
Qualified person means any person eligible to receive health care 
benefits from this fund or trust who: (1) was a former Eligible 
member who has terminated their employment with the City of 
Lansing or 54-A District Court, and has met the requirements 
under Section 293.08 of this chapter; or (2) was the Eligible 
member's spouse at such date on which the deceased Eligible 
member would have obtained age fiftyfive (55); or (3) was an 
Eligible member's dependent(s) at such date on which the 
deceased Eligible member would have obtained age fiftyfive (55) 
subject to the limitations of Section 293.08 


Total members’ payroll means the total annual payroll of all active 
covered positions as defined in Chapter 292, Section 292.01, 
excluding UAW employees. 


Trust means a trust created under the authority of a State or 
Federal law for the purpose of funding health care benefits for 
qualified persons. 


293.02. Establishment and effective date of the fund or trust. 


The City of Lansing hereby provides the authority to establish a 
health care fund or trust for the purpose of accumulating funds to 
provide for the funding of health care benefits to qualified persons 
of the City of Lansing's Defined Contribution Money Purchase 
Plan, AND FOR QUALIFIED PERSONS OF THE EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM PURSUANT TO CODE SECTION 
292.14(D) AND SECTION 292.14(E). This fund or trust shall be 
effective on October 1, 2000 FOR QUALIFIED PERSONS OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING'S DEFINED CONTRIBUTION MONEY 
PURCHASE PLAN; ON OCTOBER 1, 2003, FOR QUALIFIED 
PERSONS OF EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
PURSUANT TO CODE SECTION 292.14(D); AND DECEMBER 1, 
2003 FOR QUALIFIED PERSONS OF EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM PURSUANT TO CODE SECTION 
292.14(E). 


293.03. Restrictions of withdrawals from fund 
Withdrawals from the fund or trust are restricted solely for paying 
health care benefits on behalf of qualified persons and for paying 


expenses of administration of the fund or trust 


293.04. Defined Contribution Money Purchase Plan's Governing 
Committee; functions. 


(a) The Governing Committee shall serve as an investment 
fiduciary pursuant to this chapter. The Governing Committee is 
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vested with the following authority: 


(1) General administration, management and responsibility for 
the proper operation of the fund or trust; 


(2) Interpreting and making effective this chapter; 


(3) Promulgating all bylaws and rules of procedure applicable in 
the administration of this fund or trust 


(4) Establishing all actuarial assumptions including but not limited 
to investment return assumptions, mortality projected benefit 
levels, inflation rates, and reasonable amortization periods; 


(5) Deciding any cases of doubt as to the eligibility of any 
employee in the fund or trust; and 


(6) Responsibility to contract for services pertaining to the 
fiduciary duties prescribed under this chapter. Such service 
contracts are to be paid out of fund or trust assets. 


(b) The Governing Committee shall not have the authority to alter 
or diminish any contractual provision referred to in this chapter. 


293.05. Actuary. 


The Governing Committee shall appoint an Actuary who shall be 
the technical advisor to the Governing Committee on matters 
regarding the operation of the fund or trust, and shall perform such 
other duties as are required under this chapter 


293.06. Actuarial evaluation; adoption of tables of experience and 
rates of interest 


(a) At least once in each three-year period, the Governing 
Committee shall cause an actuarial evaluation to be made into the 
mortality service and other experiences of eligible members and 
qualified persons. Such evaluations shall use assets valued on a 
market related basis. On the basis of such actuarial evaluation, the 
Governing Committee shall adopt for the fund or trust such 
mortality service and other tables of experience as are necessary 
in the operation of the fund or trust on an actuarial basis and shall 
adopt for the fund or trust a rate or rates of interest 


(b) The Governing Committee shall have prepared and issue a 
summary annual report to the Mayor and City Council, showing the 
fiscal transactions of the fund or trust that ended on the preceding 
December 31, the amounts of cash and securities held by the fund 
or trust, and the last balance sheet of the fund or trust 


293.07. Contributions to fund or trust. 


The City of Lansing shall provide and pay 100 percent of the 
premium (including dental insurance and medicare reimbursement 
benefits) for single, double, or full family coverage (up to the 
appropriate premium under the base plan) EFFECTIVE OCTOBER 
1, 2000 for any eligible member OF THE DEFINED 
CONTRIBUTION MONEY PURCHASE PLAN who is a full-time 
employee with the City after October 29, 1990 AND; EFFECTIVE 
OCTOBER 1, 2003, FOR ANY ELIGIBLE MEMBER WHO IS A 
MEMBER OF THE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
PURSUANT TO CODE SECTION 292.14(D); AND DECEMBER 1, 
2003, FOR QUALIFIED PERSONS OF EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM PURSUANT TO CODE SECTION 
292.14(E). 


(a) The City, in establishing this pre-funded fund or trust, shall be 
responsible for the pre-funding of the health care benefits for all 
Eligible members. 


(b) The City shall deposit annually into the fund or trust assets to 
pre-fund the health care benefits. A minimum of four (4) percent of 
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total members’ payroll will initially be used to base contributions. 


(c) Any unfunded liabilities shall be amortized over a prudent 
period of time 


293.08. Coverage and benefits. 


This coverage shall begin on the date of an eligible member's 
termination of employment with the City or at age fiftyfive (55), 
whichever is later, provided the ELIGIBLE MEMBER has at least 
fifteen (15) years of applicable fulltime service with the City 
(including full-time service prior to October 1, 2000), OR MEETS 
THE PRO-RATA ELIGIBILITY REQUIREMENTS CONTAINED 
WITHIN THE PERSONNEL RULES OR COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING AGREEMENT APPLICABLE TO SUCH ELIGIBLE 
MEMBER AS OF OCTOBER 1, 2003, OR DECEMBER 1, 2003 


(a)_ In the event that an eligible member dies prior to age fifty five 
(55), and has fifteen (15) years of service with the City, OR SUCH 
LESSER AMOUNTS OF SERVICE CONTAINED WITHIN THE 
PERSONNEL RULES OR COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
AGREEMENT APPLICABLE TO SUCH ELIGIBLE MEMBER AS 
OF OCTOBER 1, 2003, OR DECEMBER 1, 2003, the eligible 
member's spouse and eligible member's dependents shall retain 
the vested health care benefits. Such eligible dependents’ 
coverage shall cease as defined by the City of Lansing health care 
provider. Eligibility for these health care benefits shall commence 
at such time that the deceased eligible member would have 
obtained age fifty five (55) 


(b) An eligible member, as defined in this chapter, must select 
health care benefit coverage prior to age seventy (70) or upon 
termination from employment with the City whichever occurs later 


293.09. Investment of assets of the fund or trust 


An investment fiduciary shall invest the assets of the fund or trust 
in accordance with an investment policy adopted by the Governing 
Committee as authorized by the employer, and that complies with 
Section 13 of the Public Employee Retirement System Investment 
Act, MCL § 38.1133 or successor LEGISLATION. However, the 
investment fiduciary shall discharge their duties solely in the 
interest of the City and the qualified persons of the fund or trust. 
The City may invest the fund's assets in the investment 
instruments and subject to the investment limitations governing the 
investment of assets of public employee retirement systems under 
the Public Employee Retirement System Investment Act, MCL § 
38.1132 to 38.1140 


293.10. Contractual authority. 


Nothing contained in this chapter shall diminish the contractual 
requirements of the City of Lansing, 54-A District Court, Teamster 
580 and 214, FOP 911, and the personnel rules for CITY 
EMPLOYEE UNITS. 


293.11. Elected officials. 


It is acknowledged that compensation, including post-employment 
RETIREMENT health care benefits, is determined for elected 
officials by the Lansing Elected Officers Compensation 
Commission (EOC) and that the EOCC has, through its official 
determinations, approved and ratified such benefits for eligible 
elected officials as contained in this chapter. When the EOCC, 
pursuant to its duties and authority determines these benefits that 
become effective for eligible elected officials and those benefits are 
not already included but are to be a part of this chapter, this 
chapter shall be amended accordingly. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with these provisions are 
repealed 
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Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this Ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of 
the Ordinance as a whole, or any part other than the part so 
declared to be invalid 


Section 4. This Ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by the City Council

It 
requires a written request for a specific record that is in existence 
If these conditions are met, you are entitled to that record or the 
inspection of that record. If the record is a large one, then the 
time frames are expanded and a deposit may be required 


Gordon Wilson of 2101 W. Holmes said he is here to represent the 
South Lansing Community Coalition. He said the grand opening 
and ribbon cutting ceremony is Saturday October 11, 2003 from 
11:30 AM. until 1:30 PM. at 2101 W. Holmes Rd. He expressed 
his appreciation for Mr. Curtis X, who started this fifteen yeas ago. 


Howard Jones of 426 W Barnes thanked Frank S. Curtis X for his 
hard work regarding the creation of the South Side Community 
Coalition.

Christine Timmons of 339 E. St. Joe thanked Police Chief Alley

" to preserve and ensure clean, safe, well-maintained housing 
and neighborhoods; 

" to provide comprehensive and affordable recreational programs 
and youth and family services;

He said this proposal is compatible with the City’s master plan for 
the area. This plan does have professional expertise and the 
financial backing to be implemented within the coming year 


Robert McCarty of 411 W. Lake Lansing, attorney for Giving Tree 
Farms, said he is here to answer any questions concerning the 
project 


Rod Shangle of 3203 Westwood Ave. spoke in opposition to PRD- 
02-03. He asked the Council to request a financial plan for the 
completion of Phase II and to complete the thirteen stipulations 
recommended by the Planning Board 


Damell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. said that he was 
impressed with how the neighbors united in the Westwood area 
and all came to the City Council meetings. He said the closer you 
build to a railroad track the more inherent danger there is 


Traci Gorman of 3233 Westwood spoke in opposition to PRD-02- 
03 


Brian Yusten of 3119 Westwood Dr. spoke in opposition to PRD- 
02-03 and encouraged the Council to vote against it 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair questioned why PRD-02-03 was before 
the City Council again. He said the people in this neighborhood 
have already suffered enough 


Marilyn Shaver of 3211 Westwood spoke in opposition to PRD-02- 
03. She said that she wishes that the decision could come down to 
the people who actually live in the neighborhood. 
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Mary Corso of 3026 Westwood spoke in opposition to PRD-02-03 
She said that when she moved in to this neighborhood she never 
thought that the City of Lansing would dismantle her neighborhood 
She asked the Council to vote down this proposal 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. spoke about PRD- 
02-03 and said that she can not imagine putting condominiums in 
this area because it is such a small area. She said the human 
factor is very deeply involved here.

Pete Deluca of 800 E. St. Joe spoke about Mayoral candidates 
and said that we need a Mayor who will take care of the deadwood 
in City Hall 


Nancy Wonch of 2805 Bryan Circle spoke about the School Bond 
and said that she was committed to the upcoming proposals as 
should every citizen, because our kids need the access to 
technology in order to compete on standardized testing 


Georgia Brown of 1341 Emerson said she is here to urge citizens 
to flock to the polls on November 4, 2003 to support proposal | and 
II to modemize our schools. 


Melanie Rogers of 409 W. Willow St. urged everyone to get out 
and vote on the School Bond Proposals. She said it is everyone's 
right to vote and she hopes that everyone will vote yes on the 
School Bond Proposals. She said the NAACP is having a 
candidates forum on October 28, 2003 at the Hill Center 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 gave his picks for the November 
4, 2003 election. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, stated who he would be 
supporting in the November 4" election. He spoke in opposition to 
the School Bonds 


Dorothy Jones of 426 W. Barnes spoke in favor of the School 
Bond. She spoke about how technology has advanced and said 
our children need resources to be able to keep up with technology 


Dario Medrano Jr. of 617 Louisa St. said that when he comes to 
the Council meetings and speaks about certain candidates it is 
personal as well as political 


Jim Lovitt of 2214 spoke in support of the School Bonds. He said 
in order to have strong schools you have to support them 
financially 


Howard Jones of 426 W Barnes said that he would like to honor 
Georgia Brown she has been stellar in the community for a long 
time. He said that we need to pay attention to the neighborhoods 
in this City because we can not afford to degrade them, which is 
what will happen if PRD-02-03 is to go forward 


Loren Glasscock of 515 Everett spoke about Mayoral debate that 
took place today. He was surprised by the number of police that 
are reportedly on staff. He checked that number and found it to 
be in error. He feels that the Mayor one should know how many 
officers are on staff 


Farhan Bhatti of 681 E. Mcdonel Hall, E. Lansing, addressed the 
City Council in Spanish. 
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The City Council meeting recessed at 8:50 P.M. 
The City Council meeting reconvened 8:50 P.M. 


Brian Smith of 1607 Woodbine encouraged everyone to get out 
and vote and to plunk for certain candidates and vote no on the 
School Bond Proposals. 


Rod Shangle, no address given, said he is trying to understand 
what is happening with the PRD on Westwood. He said he does 
not understand the process. It sounds like it is being put on the 
back burner. He said if this issue is going back to another 
committee why is the decision taking so long? 


Dwight Washington of 14195 Boichot encouraged everyone to be 
informed when making a choice for the School Bond and School 
Board Candidates. 


Todd Mireles of 1443 Robertson spoke about the Mayoral 
campaign. He said David Hollister demonstrated a commitment to 
Lansing because he took his children, his most prized possession 
and placed them in Lansing School's. 


Damell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick invited all citizens to watch 
his cable show to be enlightened on the School Bond issue. He 
said, with no intentional disrespect to the Hispanic Community, 
English is the primary language of this Country and addresses in a 
foreign language should not have been allowed 


Mary Corso of 3026 Westwood spoke about the School Bond and 
said if these Bonds do not pass Lansing is going to have problems 
maintaining the schools. 


Reiner Delgado of 508 Clifford said that he has been walking the 
neighborhoods and has seen some red tags but has seen more 
building permits. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke in opposition to the School 
Bond Proposals because this will affect him more because he 
makes less money than most people 


Linda Comish of 221 E. Northrup said that she is a candidate for 
the Lansing School Board and has an interest in the students of 
Lansing as a small business owner. She said students are often 
unprepared and uneducated for the jobs of tomorrow. She 
believes there should be more emphasis on preparing high school 
students for the work force and getting them ready to goto college 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove spoke about the reasons 
students are leaving Lansing Schools. She said if the program that 
Mr. Pollard designed called BOLD had been in place, these 
situations may have been different. This program would have 
addressed the real problems, which have nothing to do with school 
buildings. 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn spoke against the School Bond 
Proposals. 


John Pollard of 1748 Blair said there seems to be some confusion 
regarding the School Bond Proposals. It can not pay for a teacher 
or crayons, it can only be used for capital improvements. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe spoke in support of the Lansing 
School Bond. She spoke about the campaign and gave her view 
of what the public is feeling towards each of the candidates 


Jack Davis of 3010 spoke about the two School Bond Proposals 
and urged support of both. He said Channel 21 is running the 
information regarding the proposals if people are looking for 
information regarding detailed financial breakdown. 


Nancy Wonch from the Lansing School Board said that information 
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on the details of the Bonding Proposal is available through the 
Administration Office. 


City Attorney Smiertka addressed the issue of which language is 
used at the podium. This is a limited public forum and the purpose 
is for the public to address the Council. Although it is not in the 
charter or rules, he believes it is in the State Constitution or 
Masons Rules that English is the common language. If someone 
is bilingual and can speak the language of English they should 
address the Council in that language. The purpose is not to speak 
to the cable TV audience or any group but to speak to the 
Councilmembers and if they can communicate in the official 
language, they should do so, if not then an interpreter should be 
made available. He said there is an issue here that he will be 
looking into

WHEREAS, the economy was robust in 1999 and 2000 when the 
Lansing City Council authorized the Administration to apply to the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality and the Michigan

there were budget surpluses for the State of Michigan there have 
been repeated major reductions to State spending, including

WHEREAS, General Motors has delayed the construction of the 
new production facilities contained in the PA 425 Agreement with

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan is currently facing a $900 million 
revenue shortfall and experts project further layoffs and revenue

WHEREAS, the economy was robust in 1999 and 2000 when the 
Lansing City Council authorized the Administration to apply to the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality and the Michigan 
Department of Transportation for the proposed CSO/Capitol Loop 
Project; and 


WHEREAS, the U.S. economy has since soured and where once 
there were budget surpluses for the State of Michigan there have 
been repeated major reductions to State spending, including 
reductions in the number of State workers and revenue sharing 
cuts that have had dramatic impacts on the City of Lansing and its 
downtown businesses; and 


WHEREAS, General Motors has delayed the construction of the 
new production facilities contained in the PA 425 Agreement with 
Delta Township which has consequently postponed the projected 
relocation of additional parts suppliers to Lansing, and 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan is currently facing a $900 million 
revenue shortfall and experts project further layoffs and revenue 
sharing cuts; and 


WHEREAS, neither Council nor downtown business and property 
owners were fully cognizant of the extent to which the CSO/Capitol 
Loop Project would force lengthy road closures on the major 
streets in downtown Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, downtown business and property owners along the

Refunding Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A authorizes the 
issuance of revenue bonds of equal standing and priority of lien 
with the outstanding bonds authorized by the Outstanding Bond 
Ordinances as follows: 


(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlargements and 
improvements to the System or for the purpose of refunding part 
of any Bonds then outstanding and paying costs of issuing such 
Additional Bonds including deposits which may be required to 
be made to the Bond Reserve Account. Bonds for such 
purposes shall not be issued pursuant to this subparagraph (a) 
unless the average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the 
System for the then last two (2) preceding twelve month 
operating years or the actual or augmented Net Revenues for 
the last preceding twelve month operating year, if the same shall 
be lower than the average, shall be equal to at least one 
hundred thirty (130%) percent of the maximum amount of 
principal and interest thereafter maturing in any operating year 
on the then outstanding Bonds and on the Additional Bonds then 
being issued. If the Additional Bonds are to be issued in whole 
or in part for refunding outstanding Bonds the maximum annual 
principal and interest requirements shall be determined by 
deducting from the principal and interest requirements for each 
operating year the annual principal and interest requirements of 
any Bonds to be refunded from the proceeds of the Additional 
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Bonds. For purposes of this subparagraph (a) the City may 
elect to use as the last preceding operating year any operating 
year ending not more than sixteen months from the date of 
delivery of the Additional Bonds and as the next to the last 
preceding operating year, any operating year ending not more 
than twentyeight months from the date of delivery of the 
Additional Bonds. If the System rates, fees or charges shall be 
increased at or prior to the time of authorizing the Additional 
Bonds, the Net Revenues for each of the two preceding 
operating years shall be augmented by an amount reflecting the 
effect of the increase had the System’s billings during such 
operating years been at the increased rates. In addition, the 
actual Net Revenues for each of the two preceding operating 
years may be augmented by the estimated increase in Net 
Revenues to accrue as a result of the acquisition of the repairs, 
extensions, enlargements and improvements to said System to 
be paid in whole or in part from the proceeds of the Additional 
Bonds to be issued. In addition, the actual Net Revenues may 
be augmented by an amount equal to the investment income 
representing interest on investments estimated to be received 
each operating year from the addition to the Bond Reserve 
Account to be funded from the proceeds of the Additional Bonds 
being issued. Determination by the Council as to existence of 
conditions permitting the issuance of Additional Bonds shall be 
conclusive. No additional Bonds of equal standing as to the Net 
Revenues of the System shall be issued pursuant to the 
authorization contained in this subparagraph if the City shall 
then be in default in making its required payments to the 
Operating and Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund. 


(b) For refunding a part of the outstanding Bonds and paying 
costs of issuing such Additional Bonds, including deposits which 
may be required to be made to the Bond Reserve Account. No 
Additional Bonds shall be issued pursuant to this subsection 
unless the maximum amount of principal and interest maturing 
in any operating year after giving effect to the refunding shall be 
less than the maximum amount of principal and_ interest 
maturing in any operating year prior to giving effect to the 
refunding. 


AND WHEREAS, the City has met or will meet all the conditions 
and requirements of Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A for the 
issuance of the proposed 2003 Revenue Bonds and 2003 
Revenue Refunding Bonds (collectively, the "2003 Bonds") as 
bonds of equal standing and priority of lien with the outstanding 
bonds authorized by the Outstanding Bond Ordinances; and 


WHEREAS, all things necessary to the authorization and issuance 
of the 2003 Bonds under the Constitution and laws of the State of 
Michigan, and the Charter and Ordinances of the City and 
particularly Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended, 
and the Outstanding Bond Ordinances, have been done or will be 
done, and the Council is now empowered and desires to authorize 
the issuance and sale of the 2003 Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, in order to take advantage of the most favorable 
market for sale of the 2003 Bonds, and purchase of securities to 
be escrowed for payment of the 1994 Refunded Bonds, the City 
Council wishes to authorize any one of the following officers to sell 
the 2003 Bonds without further resolution of City Council: either the 
Finance Director, the Deputy Finance Director, or the Director of 
Public Service (each, an “Authorized Officer’). 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1.Definitions. All terms not defined herein shall have the 
meanings set forth in the Outstanding Bond Ordinances and 
whenever used in this Ordinance, except when otherwise indicated 
by the context, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings: 


(a) “1994 Bonds” means the outstanding Sewage Disposal

System Revenue and Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1994 Series. 


(b) “1994 Refunded Bonds” means the maturities of the 1994 
Bonds or pottion thereof refunded with proceeds of the 2003 
Refunding Bonds. 


(c) "2003 Bonds” means, collectively or severally, the 2003 
Revenue Bonds, and the 2003 Revenue Refunding Bonds, 
whether they are issued as a combined issue in a single series 
or separately in different series 


(d) *2003 Construction Fund’ means the 2003 Construction 
Fund established pursuant to Section 11 of this Ordinance for 
the deposit of the 2003 Revenue Bonds for the purpose of 
constructing and acquiring the 2003 Improvements. 


(e) "2003 Escrow Agreement” means the 2003 Escrow 
Agreement described in Section 11 of this Ordinance to provide 
for payment of principal of and interest and premium on the 
1994 Refunded Bonds. 


(f)"2003 Escrow Fund’ means the 2003 Escrow Fund 
established pursuant to the 2003 Escrow Agreement to hold the 
cash and investments necessary provide for payment of 
principal of and interest and premium on the 1994 Refunded 
Bonds. 


(g) °2003 Improvements” means the following improvements to 
the System: equipping, improving, rehabilitating, acquiring, 
constructing and installing certain improvements to the City’s 
Sewage Disposal System, including but not limited to sanitary 
sewer overflow remediation, together with any appurtenances 
and attachments thereto and any related site acquisition or 
improvements. 


(h) "2003 Refunding Bonds’ means the Sewage Disposal 
System Revenue Refunding Bonds, Series 2003 authorized by 
Section 7 of this Ordinance for the purpose of refunding all or a 
portion of the 1994 Bonds. 


(i) "2003 Revenue Bonds” means the Sewage Disposal System 
Revenue Bonds, Series 2003 authorized by Section 5 of this 
Ordinance for the purpose of paying the costs of the 2003 
Improvements. 


()) “Authorized Officer” means any one of the following officials of 
the City: either the Finance Director, the Deputy Finance 
Director, or the Director of Public Service 


(k) “Bond Reserve Requirement’ means the lesser of (1) 
maximum annual debt service due on the Outstanding Bonds, 
(2) 125% of the average annual debt service on Outstanding 
Bonds, or (3) 10% of the original aggregate face amount of each 
series of Bonds currently outstanding, reduced by the net 
original issue discount, if any 


(I) “Outstanding Bonds” means any bonds issued under this 
ordinance or the Outstanding Bond Ordinances which have not 
been paid or defeased and are of equal standing and priority of 
lien as the net revenues of the System with the 2003 Bonds. 


(m) ‘Outstanding Bond Ordinances” means Ordinance No. 29- 
A, as amended by Ordinance No. 35-Aand as supplemented by 
Ordinance No. 873 and Ordinance No. 993 


Section 2.Conditions Permitting _Issuance_of_Additional_Bonds. 
Pursuant to Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A, the City Council 


hereby determines the following with respect to the 2003 Bonds: 
(a) the average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the System 
for two consecutive preceding twelve-month operating years 
ending not more than twentyeight months from the date of delivery 
of the 2003 Bonds meet the 130% requirements of Section 19(b) of 
Ordinance No. 29-A; (b) the City is not in default in making its 
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required payments to the Operation and Maintenance Fund, or the 
Redemption Fund established by Ordinance No. 29-A; and (c) the 
2003 Refunding Bonds shall not be issued unless any one of the 
Authorized Officers determines that the maximum amount of 
principal and interest maturing in any operating year after giving 
effect to the refunding will be less than the maximum amount of 
principal and interest maturing in such operating year prior to 
giving effect to the refunding 


Section 3.Necessity of 2003 improvements. It is hereby 
determined to be necessary for the public health and welfare of the 


City to proceed to acquire and construct the 2003 Improvements. 


Section 4.Cost and Useful Life of 2003 Improvements. The cost of 
the 2003 Improvements is estimated to be not-to-exceed Thirty. 
Two Million Dollars ($32,000,000) including the payment of 
incidental expenses as specified in Section 5 of this Ordinance, 
which estimate of cost is hereby approved and confirmed, and the 
period of usefulness of the 2003 Improvements is estimated to be 
not less than thirty years 


Section 5.Payment__of _Costs_of 2003 Improvements _and 
Authorization of 2003 Revenue Bonds, It is hereby determined 
that if no valid petition requesting a referendum on the question of 
the issuance of the 2003 Revenue Bonds is filed within 45 days of 
publication of the Notice of Intent referred to in the preamble of this 
Ordinance, the City shall borrow the sum of not-to-exceed 
$32,000,000, as finally determined upon the sale thereof, and the 
2003 Revenue Bonds shall be issued pursuant to the provisions of 
Act 94 to pay the cost of equipping, improving, rehabilitating, 
acquiring, constructing and installing the 2003 Improvements, 
including the payment of engineering, legal, financial, bond 
insurance, underwriter's discount and other expenses incident 
thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of the 2003 Revenue 
Bonds. The 2003 Revenue Bonds shall have equal standing and 
priority of lien with any of the Outstanding Bonds which are not 
refunded pursuant to this Ordinance. The balance of the cost of 
the 2003 Improvements, if any, will be paid from other funds of the 
City legally available therefor. 

The 2003 Revenue Bonds shall be designated as the SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE BONDS, SERIES 2003, and shall 
not be a general obligation of the City but shall be payable solely 
out of the Net Revenues 


Section 6. Necessity of 2003 Refunding Bonds. If sale of the 2003 
Refunding Bonds will accomplish gross savings equaling not less 
than 2.00% after payment of costs of issuance of the 2003 
Refunding Bonds, then it is hereby determined to be necessary for 
the welfare of the City to refund all or a portion of the 1994 Bonds 
through issuance of the 2003 Refunding Bonds 


Section 7Refunding of _1994 Bonds'_2003_Refunding Bonds 
Authorized, To pay costs of refunding all or any portion of the 1994 


Bonds, including the payment of the costs of legal, financial, bond 
insurance, underwriter's discount and other expenses incident 
thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of the 2003 
Refunding Bonds, the City shall borrow the sum of not-to-exceed 
$11,850,000 as finally determined upon the sale thereof, and issue 
the 2003 Refunding Bonds therefor pursuant to the provisions of 
Act 94. The 2003 Refunding Bonds shall have equal standing and 
priority of lien with any Outstanding Bonds which are not refunded 
pursuant to this Ordinance 


The 2003 Refunding Bonds shall be designated as the SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE REFUNDING BONDS, SERIES 
2003 and shall not be a general obligation of the City but shall be 
payable solely out of the Net Revenues. 


Section 8 Combined Issue Authorized. The 2003 Revenue Bonds 
and 2003 Refunding Bonds may be issued as a combined issue in 
a single series which shall be designated SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM REVENUE AND REVENUE REFUNDING BONDS, 
SERIES 2003. 
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If the 2003 Bonds, or either series thereof, are not sold or delivered 
in 2003, then at the time of sale of the 2003 Bonds the word “2003” 
in the designated bond name may be changed to the year in which 
such bonds will be sold or delivered 


Section 9.2003 Bond Data, The 2003 Bonds shall be issued in 
fullyregistered form in the denomination of $5,000 or integral 
multiples thereof, not exceeding the amount of bonds maturing on 
the same date such bond matures, and shall be numbered in 
consecutive order of authentication from 1 upwards. The 2003 
Bonds shall be dated as of the date of delivery thereof or such 
other date as may be determined at the time of sale of the 2003 
Bonds, and shall mature on May ‘st in the years 2004 to 2034, 
inclusive, or such other years as shall be determined at the time of 
sale, as serial bonds or term bonds. 


The principal of the 2003 Bonds shall be payable at a bank or trust 
company to be designated by any one of the Authorized Officers 
as a registrar and transfer agent 


The 2003 Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be 
determined at the time of sale, but in any event not exceeding the 
maximum interest rate permitted by law, payable initially on such 
date as approved at the time of sale, and semi-annually thereafter 
‘on May 1st and November ‘st of each year, by check drawn on the 
transfer agent and mailed to the registered owner at the registered 
address, as shown on the registration books of the City maintained 
by the transfer agent. Interest shall be payable to the registered 
owner of record as of the fifteenth day of the month prior to the 
payment date for each interest payment. The date of 
determination of registered owner for purposes of payment of 
interest as provided in this paragraph may be changed by the City 
to conform to market practice in the future 


The 2003 Bonds may be subject to redemption prior to maturity at 
the times and prices finally determined at the time of sale. In the 
event that any of the 2003 Bonds shall be issued as term bonds, 
the mandatory redemption requirements for such term bonds shall 
be specified at the time of sale 


The 2003 Bonds shall be signed by the manual or facsimile 
signature of the Mayor and countersigned by the manual or 
facsimile signature of the City Clerk. The 2003 Bonds shall have 
the facsimile corporate seal of the City printed or impressed 
thereon. No 2003 Bond shall be valid until authenticated by an 
authorized officer of the transfer agent. The 2003 Bonds shall be 
delivered to the transfer agent for authentication and be delivered 
by the transfer agent to the purchaser in accordance with 
instructions from any one of the Authorized Officers upon payment 
of the purchase price therefor in accordance with the bid therefor 
when accepted. Executed blank bonds for registration and 
issuance to transferees shall simultaneously, and from time to time 
thereafter as necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for 
safekeeping 


The 2003 Bonds may be issued in book-entry-only form through 
The Depository Trust Company in New York, New York (“DTC”), 
and any one of the Authorized Officers is authorized to execute 
such custodial or other agreement with DTC as may be necessary 
to accomplish the issuance of the 2003 Bonds in book-entry.only 
form and to make such changes in the bond form within the 
parameters of this Ordinance as may be required to accomplish 
the foregoing. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the Bonds are held 
in book-entry form by DTC, payment of principal of and interest on 
the Bonds shall be made in the manner prescribed by DTC. 


Any 2003 Bond may be transferred upon the books of the City 
maintained by the transfer agent by the person in whose name it is 
registered, in person or by his duly authorized attorney, upon 
surrender of the bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of 
a duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form approved 
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by the transfer agent. Whenever any 2003 Bond or Bonds shall be 
surrendered for transfer, the transfer agent shall authenticate and 
deliver a new 2003 Bond or Bonds of the same series, for like 
aggregate principal amount. The transfer agent shall require the 
payment by the bondholder requesting the transfer of any tax or 
other governmental charge required to be paid with respect to the 
transfer. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if 2003 Bonds are held by 
DTC in book-entry form, the transfer of 2003 Bonds shall be made 
in the manner prescribed by DTC. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the 2003 Bonds, the registered owner thereof shall 
deliver the 2003 Bonds to the City for cancellation 


Section 10. Applicability of the Outstanding Bond Ordinances. 
Except to the extent supplemented or otherwise provided in this 
Ordinance, all of the provisions and covenants provided in the 
Outstanding Bond Ordinances shall apply to the 2003 Bonds 
issued pursuant to provisions of this Ordinance, such provisions of 
said Ordinances being made applicable to the 2003 Bonds herein 
authorized, the same as though said 2003 Bonds were originally 
authorized and issued as a part of the Outstanding Bonds issued 
pursuant to the Outstanding Bond Ordinances. 


Section 11. 2003 Bond Proceeds, Any one of the Authorized 
Officers shall determine, in consultation with Bond Counsel, 
allocation of any premium received by the City from the 
underwriters from the proceeds of sale of the 2003 Bonds to the 
following funds: (i) to the Redemption Fund for payment of the next 
maturing interest on the 2003 Bonds, (ji) to the 2003 Construction 
Fund, and (ii) to the 2003 Escrow Fund 


From the proceeds of sale of the 2003 Bonds there first shall be 
immediately deposited in the Redemption Fund any portion of any 
premium received by the City from the underwriters as determined 
by any one of the Authorized Officers, and an amount equal to the 
accrued interest, if any, received on delivery of the 2003 Bonds, 
and the City may take credit for the amount so deposited against 
the amount required to be deposited in the Redemption Fund for 
payment of the next maturing interest on the 2003 Bonds. 


From the proceeds of sale of the 2003 Bonds there shall next be 
deposited in the Bond Reserve Account an amount, if any, 
designated by any one of the Authorized Officers at the time of 
sale of the 2003 Bonds as necessary to meet the Bond Reserve 
Requirement 


There shall next be deposited in the 2003 Escrow Fund, from the 
par amount of the 2003 Refunding Bonds or from any portion of 
any premium received by the City from the underwriters as 
determined by any one of the Authorized Officers, cash and 
investments in direct obligations of or obligations the principal of 
and interest on which are unconditionally guaranteed by the United 
States of America, not redeemable at the option of the issuer and 
an amount sufficient to pay principal, interest and redemption 
premiums on the 1994 Refunded Bonds. The 2003 Escrow Fund 
shall be held by an escrow agent in trust pursuant to the 2003 
Escrow Agreement which shall irrevocably direct said escrow 
agent to take all necessary steps to pay the principal of and 
interest on the 1994 Refunded Bonds when due and to call such 
1994 Refunded Bonds for redemption as specified in the 2003 
Escrow Agreement. The cash and investments and income 
received thereon held in the 2003 Escrow Fund will be sufficient 
without reinvestment to pay the principal, interest and redemption 
premiums on the 1994 Refunded Bonds when due at maturity or 
call for redemption as required by this section 


The Finance Director, Deputy Finance Director, or Treasurer of the 
City is hereby authorized to transfer monies from the Redemption 
Fund to the 2003 Escrow Fund created under the 2003 Escrow 
Agreement, to be invested as provided in the 2003 Escrow 
Agreement and to be used to pay principal and interest on the 
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1994 Refunded Bonds. The amount to be transferred under this 
section shall be an amount which will enable the interest on the 
2003 Refunding Bonds and the 1994 Bonds to be, or continue to 
be, excluded from gross income for federal income tax purposes 
as determined by bond counsel 


‘The Finance Director, Deputy Finance Director, or Treasurer of the 
City shall establish a fund designated as the 2003 SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM CONSTRUCTION FUND (the “2003 
Construction Fund’) in a bank or banks qualified to act as 
depository of the proceeds of sale under the provisions of Section 
15 of Act 94. From the proceeds of sale of the 2003 Revenue 
Bonds there shall next be deposited in the 2003 Construction Fund 
the amount borrowed to equip, improve, rehabilitate, acquire, 
construct and install the 2003 Improvements. Monies in the 2003 
Construction Fund shall be applied solely in payment of the cost of 
the 2003 Improvements and any costs of engineering, legal, bond 
insurance premiums and other expenses incident thereto and to 
the issuance of the 2003 Revenue Bonds. Payments for 
construction, either on account or otherwise, shall not be made 
unless the registered engineer in charge of such work shall file with 
the City's Department of Public Service a signed statement to the 
effect that the work has been completed in accordance with the 
plans and specifications therefor: that it was done pursuant to and 
in accordance with the contract therefor, that such work is 
satisfactory, and that such work has not previously been paid for. 


Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of sale of the 2003 
Revenue Bonds remaining in the 2003 Construction Fund after 
completion of the 2003 Improvements may, in the discretion of the 
City, be used for meeting requirements of the Bond Reserve 
Account, or for further improvements, enlargements and extension 
to the System. 


Any balance remaining after such expenditure shall be paid into 
the Redemption Fund for the purpose of purchasing Outstanding 
Bonds on the open market at not more than the fair market value 
thereof but not more than the price at which the such Bonds may 
next be called for redemption, or used for the purpose of calling 
Outstanding Bonds for redemption 


The remaining proceeds of the 2003 Bonds shall be used to pay 
the costs of issuance attributable to the 2003 Bonds. At the option 
of any one of the Authorized Officers, the costs of the issuance of 
the 2003 Bonds may be paid from a fund established for that 
purpose in the 2003 Escrow Agreement. 


Any one of the Authorized Officers shall designate a bank or trust 
company to serve as escrow agent under the 2003 Escrow 
Agreement. Any one of the Authorized Officers is hereby 
authorized to approve, execute and deliver the 2003 Escrow 
Agreement. 


Section 12. Bond Reserve Requirement, The City hereby 
covenants and agrees with the holders of the Bonds that the City 
shall maintain on deposit in the Bond Reserve Account an amount 
not less than the Bond Reserve Requirement. If at any time there 
is any excess in the Bond Reserve Account over the Bond Reserve 
Requirement, such excess may be transferred to such fund or 
account as the City shall direct. 


Section 13. Bond Form, The 2003 Bonds shall be in substantially 
the following form with such revisions, additions and deletions as 
may be advisable or necessary to conform with the final terms of 
the 2003 Bonds established upon sale thereof:

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
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has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the 
"NPDES Permit") requiring the City of Lansing (the "City") to 
develop a final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
"CSO Control Program") to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (subsequently 
restructured and renamed the Department of Environmental 
Quality and collectively hereafter referred to as the "DEQ") for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, 
DEQ, acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality 
Division, has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the 
City in compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of 
Michigan 1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit issued 
by the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Fourteen 
Million Dollars ($14,000,000) for the purpose of financing the 
018E/025 improvements and necessary wastewater treatment 
plant improvements (the "Improvements"), included in Phase IV, 
Segment 1 of the Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements 
Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the "Notice"), which, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended ("Act 279"), 
required the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Wednesday, 
October 8, 2003, in the Lansing State Journal, an official notice to 
electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing of intent to issue 
bonds (the "Notice of Intent") which describes the bonds to be 
issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as 
amended, permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations 
which shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the 
governing body, an authorized officer to sell and deliver and 
receive payment for obligations, and to approve interest rates or 
methods for fixing interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, 
principal amounts, denominations dates of issuance, interest 
payment dates, redemption rights, place of delivery and payment, 
and other matters and procedures necessary to complete the 
authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, PROVIDED THAT NO PETITION IS 
RECEIVED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO THE NOTICE AND 
SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, IT |S HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term "Authorized Officer" as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city officers: 
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the Finance Director, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, or 
the City Clerk. 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond (Phase IV, Segment 1) Series 2004B (the "Bond", 
with such changes in name as may be deemed appropriate by an 
Authorized Officer so long as such changes are not misleading, is 
authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the 
costs of the Improvements, including costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. In the event the Bond is 
to be issued simultaneously with another bond being issued to the 
Authority for similar improvements under the CSO Control 
Program, each Authorized Officer is authorized to have prepared a 
single bond and related documentation evidencing the obligation 
approved under this resolution and any other similar resolution of 
the City Council, in an aggregate maximum principal amount not to 
exceed the maximum principal amount authorized under this 
resolution and such other resolution of the City Council 


4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Fourteen Million Dollars ($14,000,000) 
‘or such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the "Principal Amount") and approved by 
the DEQ and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 
Authority"), pursuant to the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of 
Appendix A, with such modifications as may be necessary to 
reflect changes in Bond terms or details determined by an 
Authorized Officer at or prior to the time of sale pursuant to 
authority granted by this Resolution. The Authorized Officer 
shall have the authority to make such changes in the form of 
Bond as shall be requested by the Authority, deemed 
reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in conflict with 
the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond shall be in 
the form of a single fully-registered, nonconvertible, non- 
chargeable Bond of the denomination of the Principal 
Amount, dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, or such 
other date as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and 
the Authority. 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 2005, or on 
such other dates as may be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the 
DEQ and the Authority. The schedule of serial principal 
installments shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by DEQ and the 
Authority. Interest on the Bond will be payable as provided 
under Section 5, on April 1, 2004, and semiannually thereafter 
on April 1 of and October 1 of each year until maturity or 
earlier prepayment of said installment, or on such other dates 
as determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of the sale 
of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be 
subject to prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at 
the times as provided in the form of Bond contained in this 
Resolution or as determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the 
Principal Amount and the dates and amounts of principal 
installments, shall be evidenced by execution of the purchase 
contract to be executed between the City and the Authority as 
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described below. 
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5. Sale of Bond, Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The 
City shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 
interest rate of not to exceed two and one-quarter percent (2.25%) 
per annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one 
lump sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal 
installments of the Bond (the ‘Purchased Principal 
Installments") from the Authority as such purchases are 
approved by the DEQ. These Purchased Principal 
Installments shall be deemed to correspond to the serial 
principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The 
City shall have no obligation to repay any serial principal 
installments for which the City did not receive proceeds from 
corresponding Purchased Principal Installments of at least a 
like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, 
any portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided 
below, or any serial principal payment becomes due before 
the City has received proceeds from corresponding 
Purchased Principal Installments of at least a like amount, 
then the Authority may prepare a new serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City. 


6. Bond Register, Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the finance director. 
The finance director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the canceled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the finance director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
obligation of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to 
the City for cancellation 


7. Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 
signatures on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall 
have the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or 
impressed on the Bond. After execution, the Bond shall be 
delivered to the Authority by the finance director or his designee 


8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The Bond is anticipated to be paid from 
funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City's sewage disposal 
system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of the City's 
limited tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax 
general obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first 
budget obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes 
imposed on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate _ limitations. 
Commencing with the year 2004, there shall be levied upon the tax 
rolls of the City in the manner required by law, an amount such that 
the estimated collection therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay, 
when due, the principal of and interest on the Bond becoming due 
prior to the next annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at the 
time of making any such annual tax levy there shall be other 
monies to make the required payments on the Bond, then the City 
shall take such monies into account in determining such annual 
levy 
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9. Debt Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is 
authorized and directed to open a separate depositary account 
with a bank or trust company to be designated CSO Debt 
Retirement Fund (the "Debt Retirement Fund"), the moneys to be 
deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically 
earmarked and used solely for the purpose of paying principal of 
and interest on the Bond and additional future series of bonds 
issued by the City for the purposes of completing construction of 
the Improvements as such principal and interest become due. The 
Finance Director is further authorized and directed to pay, or cause 
to be paid, from the Debit Retirement Fund or other available 
funds, all payments of principal, if any, and interest on the Bond to 
the Authority's depository, or in the event the Authority is no longer 
the owner of the Bond, to the owner of the Bond, in accordance 
with the requirements of the Bond. 


10. Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the CSO Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the "Construction Fund"). Said 
moneys shall be used solely for the purposes for which the Bond, 
and other bonds issued for the CSO Control Program, are issued 
Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Bond 
remaining after completion of the Improvements herein authorized 
may be used at the discretion of the Director of Public Service for 
further Improvements included in the CSO Control Program 
required by the NPDES Permit. Any remaining balance after such 
expenditure shall be used for the prepayment of installments of the 
Bond or the purchase of installments of the Bond at not more than 
the fair market value thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for "eligible" (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the bond) and "ineligible" costs 
of the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the 
Authority and DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall 
be used solely for the purposes of making Improvements 
included in the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES 
Permit, and ancillary related expenses. After completion of 
the Improvements and disposition of remaining proceeds, if 
any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this section, the 
construction fund may be closed. 


11. Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the 
City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity 
and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed. In 
the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to 
the City, 


In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement 
Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall 
have received such proof of ownership and loss and 
indemnity as they determine to be sufficient, which shall 
consist at least of (j) a lost instrument Bond for principal and 
interest remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed 
Bond; (ii) an affidavit of the registered owner (or his or her 
attorney) setting forth ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or 
destroyed and the circumstances under which it was lost, 
stolen or destroyed; (iii) the agreement of the owner of the 
Bond (or his or her attorney) to fully indemnify the city against 
loss due to the lost, stolen or destroyed Bond and the 
issuance of any replacement bond in connection therewith; 
and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her 
attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection with 
the replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs 
which otherwise would be paid by the City 
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12. Arbitrage and Tax Covenants. The City hereby covenants 
that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the "Code"), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and

The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the Issuer's Certificate, 
and the Supplemental Agreement upon completion, in the forms 
approved hereby with such revisions as they may determine to be 
necessary or desirable, permitted by law, and not materially 
adverse to the City. 


14. General Authority for Authorized Officers. The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 
actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority and 
DEQ in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority, and 
modification of the 1996 Bond as set forth above, including the 
administrative appropriation and transfer of funds related to the 
Bonds. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to execute and deliver such other certificates, 
documents, instruments, and other papers as may be required by 
the Authority or DEQ or as may be otherwise necessary or 
convenient to effect the delivery of the Bond as set forth above. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions. All resolutions and parts of 
resolutions insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this 
resolution are rescinded.

ADMINISTRATIVE CONSENT ORDER 


This enforcement action results from allegations by the Water 
Division (WD) of the Department of Environmental Quality (“DEQ). 
The DEQ alleges that the City of Lansing (‘Lansing’), which owns 
and operates the Lansing Wastewater Treatment Plant located at 
1625 Sunset Avenue, Lansing, County of Ingham, State of 
Michigan, is in violation of Part 31, Water Resources Protection, of 
the Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Act, 1994 PA 
451, as amended, MCL 324.3101 et_seq; and the rules 
promulgated under Part 31. Lansing and the DEQ agree to 
resolve the violations set forth in the Findings section of this 
Consent Order and to terminate this enforcement action by entry of 
this Consent Order 


|. STIPULATIONS 
Lansing and the DEQ stipulate as follows: 


1.1 The Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Act, 
1994 PA 451, ("NREPA"), MCL 324.101 et seq is an act that 
controls pollution to protect the environment and natural resources 
in the State. 


1.2 Article II, Pollution Control, Part 31, Water Resources 
Protection, of NREPA ("Part 31"), MCL 324.3101 et sea, and rules 
promulgated pursuant thereto, provides for the protection, 
conservation, and the control of pollution of the water resources of 
the State 


1.3. Section 3109 (1) of Part 31 states: “A person shall not

directly or indirectly discharge into the waters of the state a 
substance that is or may become injurious to: the public health, 
safety, or welfare; to domestic, commercial, industrial, agricultural, 
recreational, or other uses that are being made or may be made of 
such waters; to the value or utility of riparian lands, or to livestock, 
wild animals, birds, fish, aquatic life, or plants or to the growth or 
propagation, or the growth or propagation thereof be prevented or 
injuriously affected; or whereby the value of fish and game is or 
may be destroyed or impaired.” 


1.4 Section 3112 (1) of Part 31 states: “A person shall not 
discharge any waste or waste effluent into the waters of this state 
unless that person is in possession of a valid permit from the 
Department.” 


1.5 The DEQ is authorized by Section 3112(2) of Part 31 of the 
NREPA to enter orders requiring persons to abate pollution and, 
therefore, the Director has authority to enter this Consent Order 
with Lansing 


1.6 The Director has delegated authority to the Division Chief of 
the WD to enter into this Consent Order. 


1.7 Lansing and the MDEQ agree that the signing of this Consent 
Order is for settlement purposes only and does not constitute an 
admission by Lansing that the law has been violated 


1.8 This Consent Order applies only to areas within Lansing’s 
corporate city limits. The Consent Order becomes effective on the 
date of execution ("effective date of this Consent Order") by the 
WD Chief. 


Lansing shall achieve compliance with appropriate state and 
federal regulations through satisfying the requirements contained 
in Section Ill, Compliance Program, of this Consent Order. 


Ul FINDINGS 


2.1. Section 3109 (2) of NREPA states: “The discharge of any raw 
sewage of human origin, directly or indirectly, into any of the 
waters of the state shall be considered prima facie evidence of a 
violation of this part by the municipality in which the discharge 
originated.” 


2.2. Section 3109 (4) of NREPA states: “A violation of this section 
is prima facie evidence of the existence of a public nuisance and in 
addition to the remedies provided for in this part may be abated 
according to law in an action brought by the attorney general in a 
court of competent jurisdiction.” 


2.3 The City of Lansing, Ingham County, is authorized to 
discharge treated municipal wastewaters from the Lansing 
wastewater treatment plant (WWTP) to the Grand River in 
accordance with the effluent limitations and monitoring 
requirements and other conditions as set forth in its National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) Permit number 
Ml0023400 


2.4. Lansing is implementing a Combined Sewer Overflow (CSO) 
Control Program that includes sewer separation of approximately 
6,700 acres of combined sewer area. To date Lansing has 
separated approximately 2,300 acres. Lansing’s combined sewer 
separation is scheduled to be complete in 2019 


2.5. Lansing has experienced 37 sanitary sewer overflows (SSOs) 
since June 1996. The following chart outlines the SSO events:

2.7. Lansing began a program in the early 1980's to identify and 
eliminate SSO occurrences within the separate sanitary sewers. A 
total of 41 SSO points and four pump station bypass locations 
were identified 


2.8 All 41 SSO points and the Harton Street Pump Station bypass 
were eliminated or abandoned during the 1980's and 1990's. The 
Harton Street Equalization Basin overflow is a permitted CSO 
outfall according to Lansing’s NPDES permit. The three remaining 
pump station bypasses, 004, 005 and 006, located at Lansing 
Avenue, Tecumseh Park and Frances Park Pump Stations, 
respectively, are strictly controlled according to Part 1.4.3 of 
Lansing's NPDES permit 


2.9 As noted in the SSO Control Project Plan Part 1, June 2002, 
several portions of the Lansing sanitary sewer system continue to 
experience infrequent SSO/basement flooding occurrences. 


2.10 Lansing conducts project performance certification (PPC) flow 
monitoring in areas separated by the Combined Sewer Overflow 
(CSO) Control Program. This monitoring is used to project the 
performance of the newly separated system during the design 
rainfall condition. If the PPC projection shows that the system will 
operate during a 25-year, 24-hour storm during the growing 
season, without causing basement backups or SSOs, the 
performance is determined to be acceptable. To date, PPC 
projections have found that performance in the CSO separation 
areas is acceptable through Phase II, Segment 4 (CSO Subarea 
022 West). Project performance flow monitoring has begun as of 
fall 2002 for Phase Ill, Segments 1 and 2, Northeast Interceptor 
and Red Cedar areas G/H and K. 


Ill, COMPLIANCE PROGRAM 


IT IS THEREFORE AGREED AND ORDERED THAT Lansing will 
take the following actions to prevent violations of Part 31 of 
NREPA: 


3.1. Design Criteria - SSO’s must be prevented for collection, 
storage and treatment of flows generated during any rainfall event 
less than or equal to a 25-year event occurring during the growth 
season. The growth season is defined as the period from May 1 to 
October 31. The dormant season is defined as the period from 
November 1 through April 30. Attachment A provides the 25-year

3.2. Lansing shall continue with its short-term investigation of 
inflow and infiltration (I/) problem areas of the sewer system.

2.6 Lansing performed an Inflow/Infiltration (1/1) analysis and a 


ACO by reference. Lansing shall complete construction of short- 
term SSO control measures in the SLI and TRPS areas by 
November 30, 2005. 


3.4 On or before January 4, 2005, Lansing shall submit to the 
DEQ an approvable work plan to identify and address short-term 
SSO control measures in other areas of the City where SSO's 
have been know to occur. Lansing shall complete construction of 
all short-term SSO control measures in these areas by November 
30, 2008 


3.5 Lansing shall on or before December 31, 2008 submit to the 
DEQ an approvable work plan to identify and address long-term 
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control measures for prevention of SSO’s. The work plan shall 
include a schedule for the beginning and completion of long-term 
SSO control measures. The approved work plan and schedule 
shall be incorporated into this ACO by reference. 


3.6 After completion of the long-term SSO control measures 
outlined in paragraph 3.5, Lansing shall initiate and complete a 
PPC, consistent with paragraphs 2.10 and 3.1 of this ACO and 
submit a cettification letter to the Department by December 31, 
2020. After completion of the PPC, if Lansing cannot certify in 
accordance with paragraphs 2.10 and 3.1, Lansing shall submit to 
the DEQ for approval a corrective action plan by March 31, 2021, 
outlining the measures Lansing will take in order to meet 
certification requirements 


3.7. Lansing shall initiate and complete PPC’s to address the CSO 
control program implemented in Lansing ’s NPDES Permit 
No.MI0023400. The PPC’s shall be coordinated with phases Ill, 
IV, V and VI of the CSO control program and performed consistent 
with paragraphs 2.10 and 3.1 of this ACO. The PPC’s shall be 
completed within one year of construction completion for each 
phase. After completion of the PPC’s for each phase, if Lansing 
cannot certify in accordance with paragraphs 2.10 and 3.1, 
Lansing shall submit to the DEQ for approval a corrective action 
plan, outlining the measures Lansing will take in order to meet 
certification requirements.

10.4 For each failure to comply with any other provision of this 
Consent Order not specified in paragraph 10.3, Lansing shall pay 
stipulated penalties of FIVE HUNDRED ($500) DOLLARS per 
violation per day for each day of violation. Failure to perform any 
of the following requirements shall be considered separate 
violations of this Consent Order and are subject to stipulated 
penalties under this paragraph 


a. Failure to verbally report violations and submit written reports by 
the required dates in accordance with paragraph 7.1 


b. Failure to retain records on site in accordance with paragraph

Xi DISPUTE RESOLUTION 


14.1 Unless otherwise provided in this Consent Order, the dispute 
resolution procedures of this Section shall be the exclusive 
mechanism to resolve disputes arising under or with respect to this 
Consent Order. However, the procedures set forth in this Section 
shall not apply to actions by the State to enforce obligations of 
Lansing that have not been disputed in accordance with this 
Section. Engagement of a dispute resolution among the Parties 
shall not be cause for Lansing to delay the performance of any 
compliance requirements or response activity. 


11.2. Any dispute that arises under this Consent Order shall in 
the first instance be the subject of informal negotiations between 
the Parties. The period of negotiations shall not exceed twenty 
(20) days from the date of written notice by any Party that a 
dispute has arisen, unless the time period for negotiations is 
modified by written agreement between the Parties. The dispute 
shall be considered to have arisen when one party sends the other 
party a written notice of dispute. If agreement cannot be reached 
‘on any issue within this twenty (20)-day period, the MDEQ shall 
provide a written statement of its decision to Lansing and, in the 
absence of initiation of formal dispute resolution by Lansing under 
Paragraph 11.3, the MDEQ position, as outlined in its written 
statement of decision, shall be binding on the Parties 


11.3 If Lansing and the MDEQ cannot informally resolve a dispute 
under Paragraph 11.2, Lansing may initiate formal dispute 
resolution by requesting review of the disputed issues by the 
MDEQ, WD Chief. This written request must be filed with the 
MDEQ, WD Chief within fifteen (15) days of Lansing’s receipt of 
the MDEQ!s statement of decision that is issued at the conclusion 
of the informal dispute resolution procedure set forth in Paragraph 
11.2. Lansing’s request shall state the issues in dispute; the 
relevant facts upon which the dispute is based; any factual data, 
analysis, or opinion supporting its position; and all supporting 
documentation upon which Lansing bases its position. Within 
fourteen (14) days of the WD Chiefs receipt of Lansing’s request 
for a review of disputed issues, the WD Chief will provide a written 
statement of decision to Lansing, which will include a statement of 
hisher understanding of the issues in dispute; the relevant facts 
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upon which the dispute is based; any factual data, analysis, or 
opinion supporting her/his position; and all supporting 
documentation relied upon by the WD Chiefs review of the 
disputed issues. The WD Chiefs review of the disputed issues 
may be extended by written agreement of the Parties. 


11.4 The written statement of the WD Chief issued under 
Paragraph 11.3 shall be binding on the Parties unless, within 
fifteen (15) days after receipt of MDEQ's written statement of 
decision, Lansing files a petition for judicial review in a court of 
competent jurisdiction that shall set forth a description of the matter 
in dispute, the efforts made by the Parties to resolve it, the relief 
requested, and the schedule, if any, within which the dispute must 
be resolved to ensure orderly implementation of this Consent 
Order. 


11.5 An administrative record of the dispute shall be maintained by 
MDEQ. The administrative record shall include all of the 
information provided by Lansing pursuant to paragraph 11.3, as 
well as any other documents relied upon by MDEQ in making its 
final decision pursuant to paragraph 11.3. Where appropriate, 
MDEQ shall allow submission of supplemental statements of 
position by the Parties to the dispute.

Any delay in the performance attributable to a “Force Majeure” 
shall not be deemed a violation of Lansing's obligations under this 
Consent Order in accordance with this Section 


12.2 For the purpose of this Consent Order, “Force Majeure” 
means an occurrence or non-occurrence arising from causes not 
foreseeable, beyond the control of, and without the fault of 
Lansing, such as: an Act of God, untimely review of permit 
applications or submissions by the DEQ or other applicable 
authority, and/or acts or omissions of third parties that could not 
have been avoided or overcome by Lansing’s diligence and that 
delay the performance of an obligation under this Consent Order. 
“Force Majeure” does not include, among other things, 
unanticipated or increased costs, changed financial circumstances, 
oF failure to obtain a permit or license as a result of Lansing's 
actions or omissions. 


12.3 Lansing shall notify the DEQ, by telephone, within forty-eight 
(48) hours of discovering any event that causes a delay in its 
compliance with any provision of this Consent Order. Verbal notice 
shall be followed by written notice within ten (10) calendar days 
and shall describe, in detail, the anticipated length of delay, the 
precise cause or causes of delay, the measures taken by Lansing 
to prevent or minimize the delay, and the timetable by which those 
measures shall be implemented.

13.2 The DEQ and Lansing consent to enforcement of this 
Consent Order in the same manner and by the same procedures 
for all final orders entered pursuant to Part 31, MCL 324.3101 
etsea; and enforcement pursuant to Part 17, Michigan 
Environmental Protection Act, of the NREPA, MCL 324.1701 et 
seq 


13.3 The DEQ expressly reserves the right to seek any remedy at

13.4 This Consent Order in no way affects Lansing’s responsibility 
to comply with any other applicable state, federal, or local laws or 
regulations 


13.5 The SWAQD, at its discretion, may seek stipulated fines for 
any violation of this Consent Order that is also a violation of any 
provision of applicable federal and state law, rule, regulation, 
permit, or MDEQ administrative order. The WD is precluded from 
seeking both a stipulated fine under this Consent Order and a 
statutory fine for the same violation. 


13.6 Nothing in this Consent Order is or shall be considered to

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the 
"NPDES Permit") requiring the City of Lansing (the "City") to 
develop a final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
"CSO Control Program") to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (subsequently 
restructured and renamed the Department of Environmental 
Quality and collectively hereafter referred to as the "DEQ") for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, 
DEQ, acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality 
Division, has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the 
City in compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of 
Michigan 1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bondsto 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit issued 
by the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Fifteen 
Million Dollars ($15,000,000) for the purpose of financing the 
Capitol Loop improvements and necessary wastewater treatment 
plant improvements (the "Improvements"), included in Phase IV, 
Segment 1 of the Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements 
Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the "Notice"), which, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended ("Act 279"), 
required the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Wednesday, 
October 8, 2003, in the Lansing State Journal, an official notice to 
electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing of intent to issue 
bonds (the "Notice of Intent") which describes the bonds to be 
issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as 
amended, permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations 
which shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the 
governing body, an authorized officer to sell and deliver and 
receive payment for obligations, and to approve interest rates or 
methods for fixing interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, 
principal amounts, denominations dates of issuance, interest 
payment dates, redemption rights, place of delivery and payment, 
and other matters and procedures necessary to complete the 
authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, PROVIDED THAT NO PETITION IS 
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RECEIVED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO THE NOTICE AND 
SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, IT |S HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term "Authorized Officer" as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city officers: 
the Finance Director, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, or 
the City Clerk 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance, A bond of the City 
designated Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond (Phase IV, Segment 1) Series 2004A (the "Bond"), 
with such changes in name as may be deemed appropriate by an 
Authorized Officer so long as such changes are not misleading, is 
authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the 
costs of the Improvements, including costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. In the event the Bond is 
to be issued simultaneously with another bond being issued to the 
Authority for similar improvements under the CSO Control 
Program, each Authorized Officer is authorized to have prepared a 
single bond and related documentation evidencing the obligation 
approved under this resolution and any other similar resolution of 
the City Council, in an aggregate maximum principal amount not to 
exceed the maximum principal amount authorized under this 
resolution and such other resolution of the City Council 


4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Fifteen Million Dollars ($15,000,000) or 
such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the "Principal Amount") and approved by 
the DEQ and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 
Authority"), pursuant to the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix 
A, with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect 
changes in Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized 
Officer at or prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority 
granted by this Resolution. The Authorized Officer shall have the 
authority to make such changes in the form of Bond as shall be 
requested by the Authority, deemed reasonable by an 
Authorized Officer and not in conflict with the law or provisions 
of this Resolution. The Bond shall be in the form of a single fully 
registered, nonconvertible, non-chargeable Bond of the 
denomination of the Principal Amount, dated as of the date of 
delivery of the Bond, or such other date as may be determined 
by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and 
approved by the DEQ and the Authority.

5. Sale of Bond Calculation of Repayment Obligations, The 
City shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 
interest rate of not to exceed two and one-quarter percent (2.25%) 
per annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one 
lump sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal 
installments of the Bond (the "Purchased Principal Installments") 
from the Authority as such purchases are approved by the DEQ 
These Purchased Principal Installments shall be deemed to 
correspond to the serial principal installments contained in the 
Bond in direct chronological order of said serial principal 
installments. The City shall have no obligation to repay any 
serial principal installments for which the City did not receive 
proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal Installments 
of at least a like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, any 
portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided below, or 
any serial principal payment becomes due before the City has 
received proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal 
Installments of at least a like amount, then the Authority may 
prepare a new serial principal installment repayment schedule 
acceptable to the City. 


6. Bond_Reqister_Record of Payments, The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the finance director. 


The finance director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the canceled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the finance director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
obligation of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments.

limited tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax 
general obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first 
budget obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes 
imposed on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate _ limitations. 
Commencing with the year 2004, there shall be levied upon the tax

9. Debt Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is authorized 
and directed to open a separate depositary account with a bank or 
trust company to be designated CSO Debt Retirement Fund (the 
"Debt Retirement Fund"), the moneys to be deposited into the Debt 
Retirement Fund to be specifically earmarked and used solely for 
the purpose of paying principal of and interest on the Bond and 
additional future series of bonds issued by the City for the 
purposes of completing construction of the Improvements as such 
principal and interest become due. The Finance Director is further 
authorized and directed to pay, or cause to be paid, from the Debit 
Retirement Fund or other available funds, all payments of principal, 
if any, and interest on the Bond to the Authority's depository, or in 
the event the Authority is no longer the owner of the Bond, to the 
‘owner of the Bond, in accordance with the requirements of the 
Bond 


10. Construction Fund, The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the CSO Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the "Construction Fund"). Said 
moneys shall be used solely for the purposes for which the Bond, 
and other bonds issued for the CSO Control Program, are issued 
Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Bond 
remaining after completion of the Improvements herein authorized 
may be used at the discretion of the Director of Public Service for 
further Improvements included in the CSO Control Program 
required by the NPDES Permit. Any remaining balance after such 
expenditure shall be used for the prepayment of installments of the 
Bond or the purchase of installments of the Bond at not more than 
the fair market value thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for "eligible" (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the bond) and "ineligible" costs of 
the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority 
and DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used 
solely for the purposes of making Improvements included in the 
CSO Control Program required by the NPDES Permit, and 
ancillary related expenses. After completion of the 
Improvements and disposition of remaining proceeds, if any, of 
the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this section, the 
construction fund may be closed. 


11. Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the 


City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity 
and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed. In 
the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to 
the City 


In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement 
Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall have 
received such proof of ownership and loss and indemnity as 
they determine to be sufficient, which shall consist at least of (i) 
a lost instrument Bond for principal and interest remaining 
unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed Bond; (ii) an affidavit of 
the registered owner (or his or her attorney) setting forth 
ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or destroyed and the 
circumstances under which it was lost, stolen or destroyed; (iii) 
the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her attorney) 
to fully indemnify the city against loss due to the lost, stolen or

(the "Code"), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and 
investment of Bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond 
proceeds 


13. Approval of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the "Purchase 
Contract"), the proposed form of issuer's certificate to be executed 
by the City and the proposed form of Supplemental Agreement 
among the City, the Authority and the DEQ (the "Supplemental 
Agreement") on file with the City Clerk are hereby approved. The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the Issuer's Certificate, 
and the Supplemental Agreement upon completion, in the forms 
approved hereby with such revisions as they may determine to be 
necessary or desirable, permitted by law, and not materially 
adverse to the City 


14. General Authority for Authorized Officers. The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 


actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority and 
DEQ in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority, and 
modification of the 1996 Bond as set forth above, including the 
administrative appropriation and transfer of funds related to the 
Bonds. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to execute and deliver such other certificates, 
documents, instruments, and other papers as may be required by 
the Authority or DEQ or as may be otherwise necessary or 
convenient to effect the delivery of the Bond as set forth above. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions, All resolutions and parts of 
resolutions insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this 
resolution are rescinded.

On Wednesday, December 3, 2003, Eleanor Love, the Code 
Compliance Manager, presented an update to the Committee on 
the activities of the Office of Code Compliance to reduce the 
number of “red tagged” houses and those houses listed to be 
made safe or demolished. 


The new Housing Advocate has reviewed 370 entries of residential 
structures that had been listed on the Red Tagged List. Many were 
duplicative. The Housing Advocate will review the remainder on 
the Red Tagged List, including the 158 properties that have been 
added since July 1, 2003 


The Office estimates that 100-150 of the properties on the Red 
Tagged List have been vacant for more than 24 months and had 
no signs that the owners had made any significant effort to repair 
the structures. Beginning in January, 2004, the Office will make 
use of the ordinance adopted by Council in September to initiate 
the demolition process on these properties to force the owners to 
make repairs before the cost of repairs exceed the State Equalized 
Value of the house 


The Office has made a considerable effort to reduce the number of 
structures that are demolished as part of a "Make Safe or 
Demolish” Order. In 2000-01 24 structures were demolished and 
10 structures repaired. In 2002 17 structures were demolished 
and 7 repaired. So far in 2003, only 8 structures have been 
demolished and 17 structures have been repaired 

The Office has submitted the attached quarterly report on Housing 
Preservation, Rehabilitation and Demolition Activities to provide 
Councilmembers with a review of the effort of each program area 
to preserve and improve the housing stock in Lansing. The Office 
has also provided a copy of the new Rules of Procedure for the 
Demolition Board.
